Qualitative  Analysis. 

A MIXTURE  of  not  more  than  three  salts  will  form  the 
subject  of  the  next  exercise  in  qualitative  analysis. 
The  mixture  will  comprise  acids  and  inorganic  bases  occur- 
ring in  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  is  to  be  submitted 
to  a  thorough  systematic  examination,  all  its  constituents 
are  to  be  detected,  and  proof  is  to  be  given  that  the  sub- 
stances detected  are  the  only  constituents  of  the  mixture. 

Students'  applications  for  portions  of  the  mixture  of 
salts  (accompanied  by  a  stamped  nnd  addressed  envelope, 
not  a  stamp  merely)  will  be  received  up  to  Tuesday, 
February  27,  and  the  samples  will  be  posted  on  the  following 
day. 

Students'  reports  will  be  received  up  to  Saturday, 
March  10.  Each  report  should  contain  a  concise  account  of 
the  work  done,  and  should  include  a  list  of  the  constituents 
detected.  In  this  list  any  substance  regarded  as  an  acci- 
dental impurity  should  be  distinguished  from  the  essential 
constituents  of  the  salts  composing  the  mixture. 

Special  Note. — The  analysis  announced  above  forms  the 
■fifth  exercise  in  our  analytical  tournament  for  the  current 
winter  session.  The  usual  monthly  first  and  second 
prizes  in  this  series  of  analyses  will  be  awarded  only 
to  apprentices  or  assistants  who  are  preparing  for  the 
Qualifying  examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
Great  Britain  or  of  Ireland,  which  fact  must  be  attested 
on  their  reports. 

Reports. 

The  powder  distributed  to  students  on  January  24  con- 
sisted of  a  mixture  of  a  familiar  brand  of  table-salt  with 
2  per  cent,  of  potassium  bromide.  Besides  sodium  chloride 
and  potassium  bromide  the  powder  also  contained  calcium 
■and  magnesium  and  the  phosphoric  and  sulphuric  radicals  in 
small  quantities,  and  a  trace  of  iron. 

Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  eighty-four 
students,  and  thirty-nine  reports  were  sent  in  for  examina- 
tion. All  of  our  correspondents  recognised  the  presence  of 
sodium  and  of  the  hydrochloric  radical.  The  failures  in  the 
detection  of  the  other  constituents  of  the  powder  (including 
the  chief  impurities  mentioned  above)  were  :  (a)  Metallic 
radicals:  Calcium,  16;  magnesium,  19;  potassium,  19. 
ib)  Acid  radicals  :  Phosphoric,  19 ;  sulphuric,  7 ;  hydro- 
toromic,  32.  Nearly  all  of  our  correspondents  noted  the 
presence  of  some  hygroscopic  moisture. 

The  difficulties  of  this  month's  analysis  had  to  do  with  the 
detection  of  the  small  quantities  of  potassium  and  bromine 
in  presence  of  much  sodium  and  chlorine,  and  with  the 
recognition  of  the  constituents  of  the  slight  residue — consist- 
ing mainly  of  calcium  phosphate — which  remained  un- 
dissolved when  the  powder  was  treated  with  water.  In 
view  of  these  difficulties  the  quantity  of  the  powder  supplied 
to  each  of  our  correspondents  was  about  double  that  usually 
sent  out ;  but  in  spite  of  the  larger  quantity  thus  available, 
tbe  failures  are  decidedly  heavy,  and  no  single  corespondent 
succeeded  in  detecting  all  of  the  chief  constituents  and  of 
the  traces  that  were  present. 

The  presence  of  the  hydrobromic  radical  was  only  de- 
tected by  seven  students.    Various  causes  were  responsible 


for  the  failure  of  the  remaining  thirty-two  to  detect  it. 
Some  did  not  look  for  it  at  all ;  while  many  only  examined 
the  solubility,  in  1  :  20  ammonia  solution  of  the  silver  haloid 
precipitate,  and,  finding  that  the  precipitate  dissolved  com- 
pletely in  this  solvent,  they  erroneously  concluded  that  it 
did  not  contain  any  silver  bromide.  Others,  again,  failed — 
why.  we  are  unable  to  say — in  applying  the  only  really 
satisfactory  test — i.e.,  liberating  the  bromine  by  means  of 
chlorine  water  and  shaking  up  with  chloroform  or  carbon 
bisulphide.  When  this  test  was  carefully  applied,  a  slight 
but  quite  unmistakable  indication  of  the  presence  of  bro- 
mine was  obtained  ;  but,  apparently,  only  a  very  small  pro- 
portion of  our  correspondents  have  been  trained  to  employ 
this  really  useful  test. 

The  presence  of  potassium  was  not  more  easily  established 
than  that  of  bromine,  but  the  failures  were  much  fewer, 
chiefly  because  reliable  tests,  at  least,  were  employed  in  most 
cases.  Many  students  are  rather  apt,  however,  to  rely  too 
exclusively  on  recognising  potassium,  even  in  the  presence 
of  sodium  in  greatly  preponderating  quantity,  by  the  colour 
imparted  to  the  Bunsen  flame  by  the  original  substance  under 
examination.  The  presence  of  potassium  was  easily  proved 
by  means  of  the  chloroplatinic-acid  test ;  also  by  applying 
Carnot's  test  (sodium  bismuth  thiosulphate  in  alcoholic 
solution). 

The  examination  of  the  insoluble  phosphates  present, 
small  though  the  quantity  was,  necessitated  the  employ- 
ment of  the  sodium  or  ammonium  acetate  and  ferric 
chloride  sepai'ation.  It  was  not  difficult  to  show  that  the 
insoluble  portion  of  the  powder  contained  calcium  phos- 
phate, but  careful  treatment  was  required  to  show  that 
magnesium  also  was  present  in  it.  We  do  not  profess  to 
know  the  process  of  manufacture  of  the  particular  brand 
of  table-salt  used  in  making  up  the  mixture  for  analysis ; 
but,  having  preconceived  notions  as  to  what  would  con- 
stitute a  simple,  neat,  and  effective  device  for  obtaining 
a  practically  non-deliquescent  preparation  for  the  table,  we 
were  not  prepared — indeed,  we  were  rather  surprised — to 
find  that  the  bulk  of  the  magnesium  present  in  it  was  con- 
tained in  the  aqueous  extract,"  and  that  the  insoluble  matter 
consisted  almost  exclusively  of  calcium  phosphate. 

Several  students,  in  consequence  of  failing  to  find  the 
phosphoric  radical,  or  of  ignoring  the  variation  in  method 
necessitated  by  its  presence,  djd  not  treat  the  powder  as 
an  insoluble  phosphate  mixture,  and  as  a  result  they  fell 
into  error,  mistaking  for  aluminium  hydroxide  the  precipi- 
tate of  calcium  and  magnesium  phosphates  (with  a  trace  of 
ferric  phosphate)  which  was  formed  when  ammonia  was 
added  in  excess  to  the  hydrochloric-acid  solution  of  the 
original  powder. 

Two  or  three  students  reported  the  presence  of  an 
ammonium  salt ;  but,  as  the  result  of  several  careful  ex- 
periments, we  were  not  able  to  obtain  distinct  evidence  of 
the  liberation  even  of  traces  of  ammonia.

James  J.  G.  Hay.— Note  that  hydrogen  sodium  tartrate, 
and  not  tartaric  acid,  should  be  used  in  testing  for  potassium 
vou  will  no  doubt  understand  why,  if  you  will  write  the  equa- 
tions representing  the  interaction  of  each  with,  say,  potassium 
nitrate  or  chloride. 

Douglas  G.  Burnett.— If  (as  it  would  appear  from  your 
report)  you  added  barium  chloride  to  the  filtrate  obtained  on 
removing  the  precipitate  which  was  produced  when  you  added 
silver  nitrate  to  the  prepared  solution' for  acid  radicals,  you 
may  be  grateful  for  the  happy  chance  that  prevented  you 
adding  silver  nitrate  in  excess  to  begin  with  ;  since,  other- 
wise, you  would  have  been  landed  in  difficulties  by  the  inter- 
action of  silver  nitrate  and  barium  chloride  to  form  insoluble 
silver  chloride.  But  why  add  these  two  reagents  to  the  same 
solution  in  any  case? 

Craven. — We  tried  to  obtain  the  yellow  coloration  which 
you  describe  as  having  been  produced  when  the  powder  was 
treated  with  dilute  hydrochloric  acid  (and  which  you  ascribed 
to  the  presence  of  bromate),  but  we  did  not  succeed.  Pro- 
bably the  hydrochloric  acid  you  employed  contained  traces  of 
chlorine— a  state  of  matters  which  is  not  infrequent  if  the  acid, 
prior  to  dilution,  has  been  long  exposed  to  bright  light. 

C.  W.  Roberts  and  A..  C.  T.— To  dip  a  "  platinum  wire 
into  hydrochloric  acid  and  then  into  the  salt"  was  a  serious 
lapse  from  correct  analytical  procedure.  What  security  could 
you  afterwards  have  in  testing  the  probably  contaminated 
powder  for  chlorides  ? 

L.  C.  W. — You  inadvertently  tested  for  sodium  in  a  filtrate 
to  which  you  had  previously  added  sodium  acetate.  The  use 
of  ammonium  acetate,  instead  of  sodium  acetate,  may  be 
recommended  as  a  satisfactory  means  of  evading  the  difficulty. 

Linnet. — You  added  potassium  chromate  to  a  hydrochloric- 
acid  solution  of  the  barium-group  precipitate  in  order  to  test 
for  barium,  overlooking  the  fact  that  barium  chromate  is 
soluble  in  hydrochloric  acid.  You  omitted  to  state  whether 
the  precipitate  you  took  to  be  barium  sulphate  (in  testing  for 
acid  radicals)  was  soluble  or  insoluble  in  nitric  acid. 

J.  E.  B. — Ferric  chloride  added  to  a  solution  acidulated 
with  acetic  acid  is  not  a  very  delicate  test  for  the  nhosphoric 
radical.  Why  not  use  ammonium  molybdate,  which  is  ex- 
cedingly  delicate  ? 

V.  L.  B. — It  would  not  have  been  possible  to  recognise 
a  faint  odour  of  acetic  acid  in  presence  of  the  large  quantity 
of  hydrochloric  acid  evolved  when  the  powder  was  treated 
with  sulphuric  acid. 

Onyx. — You  ought  to  have  proved  the  presence  or  the  ab- 
sence of  calcium.    This  is  not  usi.--.ally  a  very  difficult  matter. 

Nemo. — Note  that  chlorine  is  not  evolved  when  chlorides  ar^ 
gently  heated  with  sulnhuric  acid  unless  an  oxidising  agent  is 
also  present.  Hydrochloric  acid  is  the  only  gaseous  product 
in  absence  of  an  oxidising  agent. 

Mac. — Although  you  are  correct  in  reporting  the  presence 
of  magnesium,  your  analvsis  did  not  conclusively  prove  its 
presence.  Your  report  is  satisfactory  this  month  'in  enabling 
us  to  follow  clearly  what  your  procedure  was. 
_  Chloroform. — The  white  precipitate  you  obtained  on  apply- 
ing Carnot  s  test  for  potassium  was  due  to  the  large  quantitv 
of  sodium  salts  present  in  the  powder.  When  this  precipitate 
forms,  it  is  necessary  to  get  rid  of  it  by  adding  water  drop 
by  drop  and  shaking.  When  this  was  done  in  the  present  in- 
stance, the  yellow  precipitate  characteristic  of  potassium 
almost  immediately  made  its  appearance. 


S.  H.  B. — The  supposed  sulphurous  anhydride,  evolred 
when  the  powder  was  treated  in  the  cold  with  sulphuric  acid, 
was  simply  hydrochloric-acid  gas.  Apparently  you  left  un- 
examined the  filtrate  from  the  original  phosphate  precipitate. 

Nickel. — The  formula  for  the  tartaric  radical  is  C.H.Os,  not 
OiHsOi.  The  supposed  calcium  tartrate  was  calcium  phos- 
phate. 

Cruce  Vinco. — We  have  given  you  credit  for  the  work  you 
were  able  to  do,  so  far  as  it  was  accurate. 

J.  A.  T. — Your  mode  of  testing  for  potassium  and 
ammonium  is  rough  and  ready,  and  very  far  from  delicate. 
Read  the  reply  to  James  J.  G.  Hay. 

Cymro. — The  test  by  means  of  which  you  satisfied  yourself 
that  a  bromide  was  absent  was  quite  worthless  for  that 
purpose. 

Opium  and  T.  M.  M. — Your  supposed  calcium  citrate  con- 
sisted of  calcium  phosphate. 

M.  B.  Jack. — Your  observation  that  the  powder  dissolved 
completely  in  boiling  water  does  not  coincide  with  our  experi- 
ence. 

Acacia. — If  you  send  your  name,  the  marks  awarded  to  you. 
will  be  published  next  month. 

C.  G. — It  is  a  pity  you  omitted  to  test  for  magnesium  in  the 
phosphate  precipitate  as  well  as  in  the  filtrate,  as  you  would 
most  likely  have  found  it. 

Robin. — The  powder  was  not  wholly  insoluble  in  water, 
although  the  greater  part  of  it  (the  sodium  chloride)  was  in- 
soluble in  concentrated  hydrochloric  acid.  Surely  it  was 
superfluous  to  add  hydrochloric  acid,  as  a  test  for  metals  of 
the  silver  group,  to  a  solution  of  the  powder  in  dilute  hydro- 
chloric acid  ! 

Uncertain. — Precipitates  may  often  be  removed  con- 
veniently from  filter-papers  by  sucking  them  as  dry  as  possible- 
by  means  of  the  filter-pump,  opening  out  the  filter-paper  and 
pressing  it  evenly  and  firmly — precipitate  downwards — on  a 
flat  porcelain  basin,  and  then  gently  lifting  off  the  paper. 
Small  quantities  of  precipitate  may  often  be  dissolved  by 
simply  pouring  the  appropriate  solvent — not  a  concentrated 
acid  or  alkali — over  the  paper  containing  it  while  still  in  the- 
funnel.  When  the  precipitate  is  to  be  fused,  tested  on  a  boras 
bead,  etc.,  the  filter-paper  with  the  precipitate  may  be  in- 
cinerated in  the  first  place,  provided  the  filter-paper  is  of  the 
"ashless"  description,  and  the  residue  can  then  be  treated 
further. 

Progress  of  the  Tournament. 

The  analysis  reported  upon  in  the  foregoing  forms  the 
fourth  exercise  in  the  analytical  tournament  for  the  present 
winter  session.  It  may  be  interesting  to  our  correspondents- 
to  obtain  at  this  stage  some  information  respecting  the 
present  positions  of  those  competitors  whose  names  are  at 
the  top  of  the  list.  Accordingly  we  print  below  the  scores  of 
the  twelve  competitors  who  have  obtained  aggregate  marks 
amounting  to  300  or  upwards.  We  note  with  regret  that 
several  promising  students  have  put  themselves  practically 
out  of  the  running,  through  failure  to  send  in  a  report  on.

Brevities. 

Several  Income-tax  agencies  write  to  remind  our  readers 
that  now  is  the  time  for  claiming  reduction  of  assessments 
or  repayment  of  income-tax. 

The  daughter  of  Mr.  W.  H.  Dean,  of  Lindley,  Hudders- 
field  (proprietor  of  Dean's  children's  powders  and  other 
proprietaries),  was  found  drowned  in  a  reservoir  on  Feb- 
ruary 18. 

Work  has  been  commenced  on  the  new  chemical  laboratory 
for  the  University  of  Wales,  Aberystwyth.  The  laboratory 
will  be  erected  on  Buarth,  overlooking  the  town,  and  is 
expected  to  cost  close  upon  25,000/. 

At  Heanor  on  February  19,  a  Rotherham  labourer,  named 
Heathcote,  was  committed  for  trial  on  a  charge  of  breaking 
into  the  shop  of  Mr.  William  Spensley  Wain,  chemist  and 
■druggist,  of  Langley  Mill,  and  stealing  goods  to  the  value 
of  51.  2s.  3(7. 

Mr.  Muir  Wilson,  the  defeated  Tory  candidate  for  the 
Attercliffe  division  of  Sheffield,  has  presented  a  petition 
against  the  return  of  Alderman  Batty  Langley,  M.P.,  who, 
as  all  pharmacists  know,  is  a  blocker  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill 
and  a  backer  of  Boots. 

A  consignment  of  5  cwt.  of  smuggled  saccharin,  which  had 
•come  over  on  the  Ostend  mail  and  was  consigned  to  London 
under  a  false  declaration,  was  on  February  19  destroyed, 
says  the  "  Daily  Mail,"  by  the  Dover  Custom-house  authori- 
ties, who  took  it  out  to  sea  and  threw  it  overboard. 

At  Okehampton  on  February  14,  the  application  of  Mr. 
Seth  Harry,  chemist  and  druggist,  that  for  purposes  of 
•compensation  his  premises  should  be  assessed  at  one-third 
of  the  rate  charged  in  other  cases,  was  granted  on  the  ground 
that  the  premises  were  used  principally  for  carrying  on  the 
business  of  a  chemist. 

A  tragic  scene  was  enacted  in  the  shop  of  Messrs.  R.  &  F. 
Roper,  pharmaceutical  chemists,  of  Tavistock  Road,  Ply- 
mouth, on  February  15.  A  woman  named  Dyer,  who  had 
been  strange  in  her  behaviour  for  some  time  past,  ran  into  the 
shop,  and  began  hacking  her  throat  with  a  razor.  Mr.  Roper 
and  his  assistants  seized  the  unfortunate  woman,  took  away 
the  razor,  and  stopped  the  flow  of  blood.  A  doctor  was 
•called  in,  and  the  woman  was  taken  to  the  hospital. 

At  the  Bradford  Police  Court  on  February  15.  Joseph 
Arthur  Jessop,  who  was  very  well  known  years  ago  in  York- 
shire in  connection  with  Goodall's  Drug-stores  and  a  remark- 
able combination  of  shops  known  as  the  Chemists'  Co-opera- 
tive Society  (of  the  latter  of  which  he  was  manager),  was 
sentenced  to  two  months'  imprisonment  in  the  second 
•division  for  assaulting  a  bailiff  named  Smith,  who  had 
•endeavoured  to«earry  out  a  distraint  upon  a  bill  of  sale. 

At  the  prize-distribution  in  connection  with  the  City  and 
Guilds  of  London  Institute  at  the  Mansion  House  on  Feb- 
ruary 19,  Lord  Halsbury  said  that  in  the  number  of  patent- 
cases  that  had  come  before  him  in  an  official  capacity  he 
had  been  struck  with  the  large  proportion  dealing  with 
German  chemical  patents  that  were  afterwards  brought  to 
this  country  to  be  developed.  It  was  not  to  be  imagined 
that  we  were  so  completely  familiar  with  the  secrets  of 
nature  that  there  was  nothing  left  to  be  discovered  ;  and  if 
we  were  not  to  leave  the  work  of  discovery  to  other  nations, 
we  must  recognise  that  the  national  resources  must  be  ap- 
plied to  the  work.  It  was  a  matter  of  national  concern  to 
stimulate  scientific  research.

The  Storage  of  Picric  Acid. 
An  Order  in  Council  under  the  Explosives  Act,  1875, 
was  made  on  February  16,  exempting  the  following  mixtures 
of  picric  acid  from  the  operation  of  the  Act  when  being 
"  kept  or  conveyed  "  : 

1.  Picric  acid  thoroughly  mixed  with  not  less  than  three 

times  its  own  weight  of  anhydrous  sulphate  of  soda. 

2.  Picric  acid,  thoroughly  mixed  with  not  less  than  three 

times  its  own  weight  of  crystallised  sulphate  of  soda, 
when  packed  in  hermetically  closed  packages. 

3.  Picric  acid  thoroughly  mixed  with  not  less  than  three 

times  its  own  weight  of  potash  alum. 

Fire  and  Fumes. 
A  fire  occurred  on  February  17  in  the  hold  of  a  coasting 
steamer  lying  in  Manchester  Docks,  into  which  had  been 
lowered  a  small  case  containing  twelve  100-oz.  bottles  of 
nitric  acid.  In  the  process  of  transport  one  of  the  bottles 
cracked,  and  the  absorption  of  the  liquid  by  the  sawdust  in 
which  they  were  packed  raised  the  temperature  to  such  a 
degree  as  to  cause  combustion.  There  was  deep  fog  at  the 
time,  and  the  firemen  who  descended  into  the  hold  did  not 
at  first  notice  the  fumes  that  were  escaping  from  the  case. 
The  men  were  recalled  by  the  chief  officer,  who  recognised 
the  nitric  fumes,  and  who  gave  each  of  them  a  mixture  of 
sodium  bicarbonate  and  milk.  Eleven  hours  after,  six  of  the 
men  were  prostrated,  and  they  are  still  in  a  dangerous  con- 
dition. 
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The  Sale  of  Sweet  Nitre. 
The  Health  Committee  of  the  Halifax  Town  Council 
have  been  making  investigations  respecting  the  sale  of 
sweet  spirit  of  nitre  by  shopkeepers.  At  a  meeting  of  the 
committee  on  February  14,  the  representative  of  a  firm  of 
wholesale  druggists  attended  and  explained  that  although 
the  drug  was  delivered  at  its  proper  strength,  subsequent 
evaporation  took  place  either  through  frequent  removal  of 
the  cork  or  because  the  bottles  were  not  suitable  for  the 
storage  of  the  sweet  nitre.  The  committee  recommended  that 
wholesale  druggists  should  send  out  the  spirit  in  3-oz.  or 
4-oz.  glass-stoppered  bottles,  instead  of  in  1-lb.  bottles  as 
is  the  usual  practice.  The  committee  have  taken  this  course 
instead  of  prosecuting  shopkeepers  who  have  recently  sold 
weak  sweet  nitre,  but  it  was  intimated  that  future  cases 
would  be  dealt  with  in  the  ordinary  way. 

Trade-marks  Act,  1905. 
A  meeting  of  the  Trade  Marks,  Patents,  and  Designs 
Section  of  the  London  Chamber  of  Commerce  was  held  on 
Friday,  February  16,  at  Oxford  Court,  E.C.  Mr.  J.  E. 
Evans- Jackson,  the  chairman,  presided,  and  among  those 
present  or  represented  were  Mr.  Theo.  McKenna,  Mr.  John 
Cutler.  K.O.,  Mr.  C.  C.  Ford  (Boake,  Roberts  &  Co.,  Ltd.), 
Mr.  Henry  S.  Foster,  Mr.  Thomas  Balls  (Messrs.  Keen. 
Robinson  &  Co.),  and  representatives  of  several  firms, 
among  them  Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.,  Price's 
Patent  Candle  Co.,  Ltd.,  and  Messrs.  W.  J.  Bush  &  Co., 
Ltd.  The  meeting  was  specially  convened  to  consider  the 
draft  Statutory  Rules  and  Orders,  1906,  issued  by  the 
Board  of  Trade.  It  was  considered  that  certain  rules  re- 
quire revision,  and  that  the  fees  proposed  to  be  charged 
are  excessive  and  unnecessary.  A  special  committee  was 
appointed  to  draw  up  suggested  amendments  to  the  rules, 
and  it  was  decided  to  ask  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  to  receive  a  deputation  on  the  subject.  Arrange- 
ments were  also  made  to  secure  the  co-operation  and  assist- 
ance of  other  chambers  of  commerce. — The  Board  of  Trade 
have  now  invited  the  leading  chambers  of  commerce  and 
other  bodies  interested  in  the  rules  to  a  conference  on 
Marc  h  6. 

East  Anglian  Notes. 

The  list  of  successes  at  the  Cambridge  Preliminary  Local 
examinations,  just  issued,  contains  the  name  of  Mr.  J.  de 
Carle  Smith's  eldest  son,  who  obtained  Honours  in  Class  I. 

The  Eastern  Counties  Veterinary  Medical  Society  met  in 
conclave  at  Norwich  on  Tuesday,  and,  after  transacting 
formal  business,  listened  to  a  paper  on  "Ribs"  by  Pro- 
fessor Pritchard.  The  Society's  summer  meeting  is  to  be 
held  at  Colchester. 

Photographic  business  in  Norwich  should  be  stimulated 
by  the  very  successful  exhibition  held  there  last  week  by 
the  Norwich  and  District  Photographic  Society.  It  was 
opened  by  the  Mayor.  Mr.  A.  Horsley  Hinton  was  judge, 
and  in  his  speech  said  the  members  had  the  advantage  of 
living  in  a  district  which  lent  itself  particularly  to  photo- 
graphic representation,  and  for  that  purpose  the  eastern 
counties,  with  their  flat  marshes  and  fine  heath  lands  re- 
lieved with  firs  and  beeches,  were  more  favourable  than 
such  proverbially  picturesque  districts  as  Devonshire,  the 
Lakes,  or  North  Wales.  Lectures  were  given  each  evening, 
and  throughout  the  attendance  has  been  excellent. 

Leeds  Notes. 

The  city  analyst  (Mr.  Thos.  Fairley)  states  that  during 
the  past  year  he  dealt  with  a  few  samples  of  cream  of  tartar 
containing  lead  salts,  equal  to  metallic  lead,  7  grains  per  lb. 

Nearly  a  dozen  schools  in  Leeds  have  had  outbreaks  of 
measles  in  their  infants'  departments,  and  the  chemists  in 
the  affected  districts,  consequently,  have  had  a  pretty  con- 
siderable run  on  saffron.  The  medical  officer  of  health 
(Dr.  Cameron)  attributes  the  epidemic  to  the  long  spell  of 
dry  weather  which  had  been  experienced  in  the  city. 

Leeds  chemists  are  complaining  bitterly  of  the  wretched 
state  of  trade  in  the  city — a  condition  of  things  which  one 
knight  of  the  pestle  dolefully  declared  this  week  to  have 
existed  since  the  South  African  War.  Generally  speaking, 
however,  business  in  the  city  is  improving,  and  even  in  the 
midst  of  the  complainings  chemists  are  sanguine  that  better 
times  are  in  store  for  them  before  the  year  is  very  much 
older. 


Midland  Notes. 

Colonel  W.  F.  Wyley  proposed  the  toast  of  the  evening 
at  a  dinner  of  the  Warwickshire  Regiment  on  February  17. 

Aston  and  its  rats  have  given  the  poison-book  of  the 
pharmacists  little  peace  during  the  past  week.  Sales  of 
"Battle's"  have  been  frequent  and  free. 

According  to  the  "Birmingham  Mail,"  the  cult  of  the 
camera  is  waning  in  Birmingham.  This  is  ascribed  to  the 
purchase  of  cheap  cameras  with  production  of  indifferent 
results  by  the  inexperienced. 

A  meeting  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry  was  held 
at  Birmingham  University  on  February  15.  when  two  papers 
were  read  before  a  large  audience.  Mr.  F.  H.  Alcock  was 
elected  a  member  of  the  local  committee  in  place  of  Dr. 
Mackenzie,  of  the  'Varsity  Chemical  Department,  who  has 
gone  to  London. 

The  second  meeting  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Con- 
ference local  committee  will  be  held  at  the  Grand  Hotel. 
Colmore  Row,  Birmingham,  on  Thursday,  March  1,  and  it  is 
hoped  that  all  chemists  in  the  district  will  attend  as  impor- 
tant business  will  be  brought  forward  in  connection  with 
the  forthcoming  conference.  The  chair  will  be  taken  at 
3.30  p.m.  prompt.  Several  committees  will  be  appointed, 
including  one  of  ladies. 

Saved  after  Prussic  Acid. 

At  St.  Austell,  on  February  13,  Elizabeth  Emma  Roberts, 
of  St.  Mewan,  was  charged  with  attempting  suicide  by 
poisoning  herself  with  prussic  acid.  Mr.  Burcham  Binks, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Fore  Street,  St.  Austell,  deposed  that 
he  knew  the  accused  as  the  daughter  of  Dr.  Good  fellow, 
of  Roche,  who  often  came  to  his  shop  for  goods  for  her 
father.  On  January  30  she  asked  for  g  oz.  prussic  acid 
for  her  father;  but  said  she  had  lost  the  order.  In  the 
absence  of  the  order  he  supplied  her  with  the  poison  on  her 
signing  her  name  in  his  book.  The  acid  supplied  was  suf- 
ficient to  kill  several  persons.  Further  evidence  was  to  the 
effect  that  the  woman  was  subsequently  found  apparently 
unconscious  with  the  empty  prussic-acid  bottle  in  her  hand. 
Emetics  of  salt  and  water  and  mustard  and  water  were 
administered  and  she  recovered.  In  a  subsequent  confes- 
sion Mrs.  Roberts  said  she  took  all  that  was  in  the  bottle, 
but  thought  Mr.  Binks  must  have  made  a  mistake  and  had 
given  her  something  other  than  prussic  acid.  The  doctor 
who  was  called  in  said  there  were  no  symptoms  of  prussic- 
acid  poisoning,  and  the  Bench  dismissed  the  case  "  for  want 
of  sufficient  evidence."

Price-proteetion. 

At  the  monthly  meeting  of  the  Belfast  and  North  of 
Ireland  Grocers'  Association  in  Garfield  Chambers,  Belfast, 
on  February  20.  the  question  of  proprietary  articles  was 
considered.  A  letter  was  read  from  the  Secretary  of  the 
Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Association  asking  the  grocers  to 
co-operate  in  regard  to  the  prices  for  proprietary  articles 
sold  by  both  trades  in  common.  After  discussion  the  meet- 
ing approved  of  the  idea,  and  appointed  the  Secretary  to 
interview  Mr.  Jas.  Guiler,  L.P.S.I. 

The  Apothecaries  Visit  the  Castle. 
On  February  19  a  deputation  from  the  Apothecaries'  Hall 
of  Ireland  presented  an  address  of  congratulation  to  the 
Earl  of  Aberdeen,  the  new  Lord-Lieutenant  of  Ireland. 
In  the  course  of  the  address  it  was  stated  that  the  Apothe- 
caries' Hall  of  Ireland  is  one  of  the  oldest  medical  licensing 
bodies  of  the  United  Kingdom.  The  Lord-Lieutenant, 
replying  to  the  deputation,  referred  to  the  importance  of 
the  study  of  bacteriology,  and  urged  that  the  examinations 
of  the  Hall  should  ensure  a  very  real  knowledge  of  that 
science. 

Guardians'  Items. 
The  Local  Government  Board  has  disallowed  recoupment 
for  the  sum  of  19/.  7?.  5c/.  which  the  Monaghan  Guardians 
expended  on  some  medicines,  the  ground  for  the  disallow- 
ance being  that  the  goods  were  obtained  from  Mr.  Swinner- 
ton.  a  contractor  not  recognised  by  the  L.G.B. 
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To  the  Castleblaney  (co.  Monaghan)  Guardians  the 
L.G.B.  has  written  disallowing  8s.  in  the  recoupment  for 
medicines  accounts,  because  the  item  was  one  that  a  dis- 
pensary medical  officer  should  not  order ;  only  a  workhouse 
medical  officer  had  power  to  do  so  for  use  in  a  workhouse- 
hospital. 

To  the  Granard  (co.  Longford)  Guardians  the  L.G.B. 
has  written  disallowing  Is.  Id.  on  like  goods. 

Messrs.  J.  Clarke  &  Co.,  Belfast,  have  written  to  the 
Newry  Guardians  demanding  9/.  19s.  Id.  for  unreturned 
empties.  There  is  also  a  claim  from  another  firm.  It  was 
suggested  that  the  L.G.B.  should  inaugurate  a  definite 
system,  so  that  the  Guardians  could  hold  the  proper  party 
responsible. 

The  Guardians  of  Coleraine,  Kilkeel,  and  nearly  all  the 
unions  in  the  North  of  Ireland  have  issued  the  usual  adver- 
tisements for  tenders  for  supply  of  medicines  and  medical 
and  surgical  appliances  to  the  workhouses  and  dispensaries 
for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1907.  In  view  of  recent 
discussions  on  the  medicine-contracts,  the  trade  is  looking 
forward  with  considerable  interest  to  the  allocation  of  the 
tenders  this  year.

Chemists  and  others  desirous  of  attending  the  Joint 
Association  dinner  on  March  2  are  advised  to  make  early 
application  for  tickets  as  the  accommodation  is  limited. 

The  co-operative  bogey  has  vanished.  It  is  said  that  the 
co-operative  societies  have  reconsidered  their  harebrained 
scheme  for  opening  drug-departments,  and  abandoned  it 
sine  tempore.

Honouring  a  Bailie.

Clark  (Messrs.  Raimes,  Clark  &  Co)  to  dinner  in  the  Cale- 
donian Railway  Hotel,  to  signalise  his  appointment  for  the 
eleventh  time  in  succession  to  the  chairmanship  of  the 
Council.  Mr.  James  T.  Johnstone,  J. P.,  presided  over  the 
gathering  of  eighty  ladies  and  gentlemen,  Mrs.  Clark  being 
one  of  the  guests.  Mr.  Clark's  devoted  and  courageous 
service  to  the  Parish  Council  was  the  subject  of  Mr.  James 
Gibson's  speech  in  giving  the  toast  of  the  evening. 

A  Dundee  Doctor. 
Dr.  Robert  Miller,  Dundee,  was  examined  under  seques- 
tration proceedings  before  Sheriff  Campbell  Smith  on 
Wednesday.  He  said  his  gross  income  had  varied  from 
700/.  to  850/.  during  the  fifteen  years  he  had  been  in 
practice.

(From  our  Paris  Correspondent.) 


Death  of  M.  Victor  Klotz.— The  death  occurred  on 
Monday,  February  19,  of  M.  Victor  Klotz,  the  head  of  the 
well-known  firm  of  Paris  perfumery-manufacturers,  Ed. 
Pinaud,  in  his  seventieth  year.  To  exceptional  business 
qualities  M.  Klotz  combined  the  tastes  of  an  art  collector 
and  sentiments  of  philanthropy.  As  a  man  of  affairs  he 
has  taken  a  leading  part  in  bringing  the  French  perfumery- 
trade  to  the  high  position  it  now  occupies.  The  funeral 
took  place  on  Wednesday  last  at  the  Montmartre  Cemetery, 
Paris. 

Injudicious  Advertising. — English  exporters  are  fre- 
quently accused  of  not  studying  foreign  markets,  but  that 
they  do  not  stand  alone  in  this  respect  is  evident  from  the 
report  of  M.  Paul  Serre,  the  French  Consul  at  Batavia. 
He  cites,  among  other  instances,  a  Marseilles  perfumer  who 
made  a  large  free  distribution  of  sliding  tubes  of  cosmetic 
throughout  all  the  Malay  Archipelago.  But  the  tropical  heat 
melted  the  cosmetic,  and  the  tubes  all  had  to  be  thrown 
away.  Another  house  sent  out  thousands  of  postcards  with 
a  space  for  communications  on  the  "address"  side,  which 
the  Dutch  regulations  do  not  allow.  A  distiller  distributed 
very  attractive  match-holders  ;  unfortunately,  they  were  pre- 
pared for  phosphorus  matches,  and  nothing  but  "  safeties  " 
has  been  used  in  the  Dutch  Indies  for  thirty  years  past. 

Immortalising  Chemists. — Several  names  for  Paris 
streets,  proposed  by  the  Municipal  Council,  have  just  been 
approved  by  the  Prefect  of  Police.  The  rue  Charles- 
Friedel,  at  Belleville,  perpetuates  the  memory  of  the  late 
Professor  of  Applied  Chemistry  at  the  Sorbonne.  He  was 
of  Alsatian  birth,  as  his  name  implies.  The  rue  Georges- 
Ville,  named  after  the  late  scientist,  is  in  a  more  aristocratic 
quarter,  near  the  Arc  de  Triomphe.  The  most  interesting 
to  pharmacists,  however,  is  the  rue  Nicolas-Hoiiel,  named 
after  the  "pious  founder"  of  the  Paris  School  of  Phar- 
macy. This  new  street  follows  the  course  of  the  Bievre 
river,  between  the  Boulevard  de  l'Hopital  and  the  rue 
Geoffroy-St.  Hilaire.  It  will  be  remembered  that  Houel's 
first  "house  of  Christian  charity"  where  orphans  were  in- 
structed in  "belles  lettres  et  apothicairerie,"  was  situated 
between  the  Bievre  and  the  rue  de  Lourcine,  although  it  was 
afterwards  moved  to  the  site  in  the  rue  de  l'Arbalete,  where 
the  Paris  School  of  Pharmacy  stood  till  some  thirty  years 
ago. 

The  "  Anti-Cor." — An  orator  in  irreproachable  black, 
stood  in  the  rue  Vaugirard  last  week  and  announced  : 

A  sovereign  remedy,  tested  by  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  of 
Paris  and  daily  used  by  the  Royal  Families  of  Europe.  The 
matchless  new  remedy  for  heart-troubles — the  Anti-Cor — 
extracted  from  the  calyx  of  a  Chinese  flower  by  a  benevolent 
Greek  lady,  Madame  Trikoutis.  She  is  rich  and  offers  the 
medicament  to  relieve  suffering  humanity. 

He  then  distributed  prospectuses  and  exhibited  vials  of  a 
reddish  liquid.  On  Wednesday  morning  Madame  Bonnard, 
a  wealthy  widow,  rang  at  the  door  of  Madame  Trikoutis's 
luxurious  flat.  Boulevard  Garibaldi,  and,  showing  the  pro- 
spectus, asked  her  advice.  Madame  Trikoutis  explained 
that  she  made  no  charge,  but  required  implicit  faith  in  her 
advice.  Two  days  would  suffice  for  the  cure.  But  she 
would  ask  her  visitor  to  place  36/.  (900f.)  in  a  cup — the  sum 
would  be  given  to  a  charity.  Madame  Bonnard  explained 
she  had  not  the  sum  in  her  purse,  but  the  Greek  hostess 
declared  this  was  a  detail  without  importance,  made  some 
mesmeric  passes,  and  discharged  the  patient.  On  Thurs- 
day Madame  Bonnard  called  with  the  money,  and,  after 
being  received  at  the  door  by  a  man.  who  summoned 
Madame  Trikoutis,  was  asked  to  wait  in  a  darkened  room. 
Here  she  heard  this  conversation  :  "  The  old  woman's  going 
ahead  all  right."  "  Yes.  you'll  see  that  presently."  Madame 
Bonnard,  alarmed,  ran  downstairs,  and  meeting  some  police- 
men outside,  recounted  her  adventure.  Madame  Trikoutis 
turns  out  to  be  a  lady  who  recently  quitted  less  luxurious 
lodgings  in  St. -Lazare  Prison,  Paris.  She  has  been  arrested, 
and  will  doubtless  return  thither  in  due  course,  and  Paris 
boasts  one  quack  medicine  the  less. 
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Colonial  ano  foreign  iRewe. 

Chemists'  Strike. — A  strike  of  parish  doctors  in  Austria 
has  been  followed  by  the  chemists'  assistants  at  Abbazia 
refusing  to  make  up  prescriptions  unless  they  get  higher 
salaries. 

Milan  International  Exhibition. — By  a  recent  royal 
decree,  all  inventions  relating  to  any  object  shown  at  this 
exhibition,  to  be  opened  in  April,  for  which  an  Italian  patent 
has  already  been  applied  for  or  granted,  will  be  considered  as 
having  been  worked  throughout  the  duration  of  the  exhibi- 
tion. 

Spanish  Calcium  Carbide. — The  carbide-of -calcium  in- 
dustry has  developed  greatly  in  Spain  of  recent  years. 
Practically  nothing  was  produced  in  the  country  four  years 
ago,  but  the  annual  production  in  the  province  of  Barcelona, 
where  there  are  five  carbide-of-calcium  factories,  now 
amounts  to  8,000  tons.  There  is  some  talk  of  establishing 
new  factories  with  a  view  to  competing  with  Switzerland 
and  Italy  in  export  business. 

New  Russian  Customs  Tariff. — The  Board  of  Trade 
are  in  receipt  of  information  to  the  effect  that  the  new 
Customs  tariff  of  Russia,  as  amended  by  treaties,  will  de- 
finitely come  into  force  on  March  1,  and  that  it  has  been 
decided  that  goods  which  have  not  been  cleared  through 
the  Customs  before  that  date,  even  though  they  may  have 
entered  on  February  28,  or  earlier,  will  not  be  allowed  to 
benefit  by  the  rates  of  the  existing  tariff. 

Potassium  Nitrate  from  the  Air. — The  Badische 
Anilin-  und  Soda-fabrik,  of  Mannheim,  desire  to  establish 
in  Bavaria  a  large  water-power  installation  for  the  utilisa- 
tion of  the  Lirkeland  process  for  the  production  of  potas- 
sium nitrate.  The  Bavarian  Government  stand  in  the  way, 
however,  as  they  desire  to  make  a  State  monopoly  of  the 
waterfalls,  and  the  company  do  not  like  that.  It  is  also 
reported  that  a  nitrate-factory  is  to  be  established  in  con- 
nection with  the  Terni  Waterfall  in  Italy. 

Electrolytic  Alkali  in  Spain. — A  company  has  been 
formed  in  Spain  under  the  style  of  Dorrien,  Sociedad 
anonima  de  Productos  Quimicos,  by  Don  Carlos  Dorrien. 
Madrid,  with  the  object  of  exploiting,  at  Atarfe,  near 
Granada,  his  electrical  process  for  producing  alkali — viz., 
2.000  kilos,  caustic  soda,  3,000  kilos,  caustic  potash,  and 
6,000  kilos,  potassium  chlorate  daily.  The  Compagnia 
General  de  Productos  Quimicos  del  Abono.  which  is  financed 
by  the  Credito  Industrial  Gijones,  commenced  in  Octo- 
ber 1905  to  work  Hargreaves'  electric  process  for  producing 
alkali  and  bleaching-powder. 

Bahama  Sponges. — Much  alarm  has  been  felt  respecting 
the  future  prospects  of  this  industry,  which  is  of  so  great 
economic  importance  to  the  Bahamas.  Recently  the 
Bight  of  Abaco  has  been  examined,  and  the  result  fully  con- 
firms the  suspicions  previously  entertained.  This  bight, 
once  the  most  valuable  as  well  as  the  very  first  area  worked 
in  the  Bahamas,  has  suffered  marked  deterioration.  The 
beds  are  thickly  sown  with  small  sponges  which  are  con- 
stantly being  gathered  by  the  itinerant  fishermen,  and  in 
consequence  there  are  very  few  large  sponges  to  be 
found  anywhere.  The  exports  from  the  Bahamas  during 
1904  amounted  to  1,307,958  lb.  (105,718?.),  against 
1.515,6261b.  (104,394?.)  during  1903. 

German  Duties  on  Foreign  "  Patents." — The  following 
are  the  principal  English,  American,  etc..  proprietary  medi- 
cines which  are  commonly  sold  in  Germany,  and  upon  which 
the  Customs-duty  is  to  be  increased  on  March  1  : 

Albert's  remedy,  Allcock's  plaster,  Battle's  Bromidia, 
Beecham's  pills,  Benson  plaster,  Bishop's  citrate  of  mag- 
nesia, ^  Bromo-Seltzer  (Emerson),  Browne's  chlorodyne, 
Carter's  little  liver-pills,  Cascarine  (Leprince),  Catapla'sme 
1-ehevre,  castor-oil  pills  (Summer),  Elliman's  embrocation, 
-kgger  s  syrup,  Hollowav's  pills,  injection  matico,  Johnson's 
plasters,  Liqueur  and  Pil.  Laville,  Morrison's  pills,  Pink 
pills.  Papier  Fayard,  Pond's  extract,  Seabury  &  Johnson's 
piasters,  Scavuhne,  Schiffmann's  asthma-powder,  Tamar 
Indien  Grillon,  The  Chambard,  and  Zemathone  asthma- 
powder. 

Quite  a  brisk  business  has  been  done  in  these  lately,  and  the 
German  Pharmacists'  Co-operative  Societv,  Ltd.,  of  Berlin 
made  a  special  line  of  them.

The  Bengal  Government  have  secured  the  services  of  an 
expert  from  home  to  be  assistant  quinologist  at  the  Govern- 
ment quinine- factory  at  Darjeeling. 

Contracts. — Messrs.  Treacher  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Bombay,  are 
again  the  successful  tenderers  for  the  supply  of  medicines, 
surgical  instruments,  etc.,  to  the  various  departments  of  the 
Bombay  Municipality,  and  to  the  Arthur  Road  Hospital,  tor 
the  year  ending  February  28,  1907. 

Business  Changes. — Messrs.  Drennan  &  Co.,  the  Apollo 
Pharmacy,  Apollo  Bunder,  Bombay,  are  the  latest  comers  to 
the  ranks  of  pharmacy  in  Bombay. — The  old-established 
business  of  Mr.  P.  A.  Keogh,  chemist,  etc.  Mussoorie,  is  in 
the  market. — The  business  of  Mr.  J.  Bliss,  chemist  and 
aerated-water  manufacturer,  Karachi,  is  being  taken  over 
by  Mr.  D.  Smith,  chemist  and  druggist,  lately  an  assistant 
with  Mr.  E.  Speechly,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  Karachi. 

A  Big  Haul. — The  Penang  police  last  month  seized  a 
case  containing  fifteen  1-lb.  tins  of  morphine  hydrochloride 
shipped  by  a  London  firm  to  a  firm  of  Ho  Guan,  in  Penang, 
which  is,  in  fact,  a  name  for  endorsing  bills  of  lading  with 
a  rubber  stamp.  The  three  Chinese  arrested  in  connection 
with  the  case  were  allowed  bail  for  $2,000  ($1  =  2*.  4d.). 
The  police  have  been  able  to  discover  that  this  is  the  thir- 
teenth shipment  of  a  similar  character  that  has  been 
made  during  twelve  months  between  the  firms,  and  in  only 
one  case  was  the  bill  of  lading  endorsed  in  handwriting. 
On  the  first  shipments  the  case  was  described  as  medicine 
on  the  bill  of  lading,  but  latterly  it  was  thought  safer 
to  use  the  word  "merchandise." 

New  Spirit-duty. — Supplementary  to  the  infomiation 
given  in  our  issue  of  February  17,  p.  282.  we  now  learn  that 
the  India  Office  gives  notice  as  follows  : 

Essences  for  flavouring  colourless  spirit,  on  importation 
into  India  already  mixed  with  spirit,  are  (on  and  after  Feb- 
ruary 26)  assessed  at  the  same  rate  as  is  chargeable  on 
ordinary  potable  spirit — viz.,  at  Rs.  7  per  Imperial  gallon 
(London  proof),  the  duty  being  increased  or  reduced  in 
proportion  to  the  spirit  strength. 

If  imported  by  themselves,  such  essences  are  treated  as 
follows : 

(a)  If  found  not  to  contain  spirit,  they  are  treated  as 
chemical  preparations,  and  duty  is  assessed  at  5  per  cent. 
ad  valorem. 

(b)  If  found  to  contain  spirit  in  a  proportion  of  less  than 
20  per  cent.  London  proof,  duty  is  assessed  at  5  per  cent,  ad 
valorem. 

(c)  If  found  to  contain  spirit  in  a  proportion  of  20  per 
cent,  and  upwards,  duty  is  assessed  at  Rs.  7  per  Imperial 
gallon  of  the  strength  of  London  proof,  and  less  or  more 
according  to  the  spirit  strength. 

Manufacture  of  liquors  by  means  of  the  essences  in  question 
can  only  be  carried  on  in  India  subject  to  the  conditions  of 
Excise  licence. 

Smuggling. — At  Singapore  on  January  17,  Tan  Kang  and 
Lim  Chu.  Chinese  boatmen,  were  each  sentenced  to  three 
months'  rigorous  confinement  for  being  in  possession  of 
twenty-three  tins  of  Amoy  chandu.  valued  at  $2.700. — At 
the  same  Court,  Poh  Bang  was  fined  $20,  or  sixty  days' 
rigorous  confinement  in  default,  for  infringing  the  Opium 
Ordinance  by  having  two  bottles  of  chandu  pills,  worth  $2, 
in  his  possession. — On  January  22  four  Chinamen  were 
prosecuted  for  the  joint  possession  of  $6  worth  of  mor- 
phine. One  of  them  was  fined  $220,  two  others  were  fined 
••5200  each,  and  the  fourth  was  discharged. — The  Customs 
recently  made  a  capture  of  morphine,  which  may 
lead  to  the  restriction  of  its  import  into  Amoy. 
It  has  been  known  for  a  long  time  that  vast  quan- 
tities of  the  drug  have  ■  been  introduced  into  the 
town,  which  never  paid  a  cent  of  duty.  That  large 
quantities  came  in  was  evident  from  the  fact  that  the  use  of 
the  drug  was  being  largely  extended  in  Amoy.  and  that  it 
could  be  freely  bought  openly  in  many  shops.  The  difficulty 
was  to  capture  the  smugglers.  Last  year  the  Chinese  adopted 
the  plan  of  concealing  morphine  in  the  flour  that  is  largely 
imported  into  Amoy.  An  accident  to  one  of  the  parcels, 
which  broke  inside  the  flour-bag,  led  to  the  detection  of  that 
method.  In  the  latest  case  a  common-looking  coolie,  carry- 
ing an  ordinary  hand-basket,  seemingly  open  to  everyone's 
inspection,  was  stopped,  and  his  innocent-looking  basket 
found  to  contain  several  hundred  ounces  of  morphine. 
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Proprietaries  in  Canada. — The  agitation  which  has  pre- 
vailed for  some  time  in  the  United  States  against  the  in- 
discriminate sale  of  proprietary  medicines  has  now  extended 
to  the  Canadian  provinces.  Bills  are  to  be  introduced  in 
the  Legislatures  of  Ontario  and  British  Columbia  requiring 
manufacturers  to  specify  on  their  bottles  or  packages  the 
ingredients  of  which  their  medicines  are  composed,  and 
especially  their  alcoholic  strength.  The  Governor-General 
addressed  the  students  of  McGill  University  Medical 
.Society  on  February  13  and  spoke  seriously  on  the  subject. 
He  said  he  had  had  an  analysis  of  one  medicine  which  was 
greatly  advertised  in  Canada  and  the  United  States,  and 
found  it  to  contain  40g  per  cent,  of  alcohol. 

Montreal  College  of  Pharmacy. — Some  time  ago  notice 
was  given  in  the  "Quebec  Official  Gazette"  by  Messrs. 
Joseph  Contant,  S.  Lachance,  A.  D.  Quintin,  Henri  Lanctot, 
Joseph  Boutin,  Alfred  Laurence,  and  Edmond  Vadebon- 
<oeur  that  they  would  apply  for  power  to  be  incorporated 
under  the  name  of  the  School  of  Pharmacy  of  Laval  Uni- 
versity, and  to  receive  whatever  part  might  accrue  to  them 
from  the  partition  of  the  liquidation  of  the  Montreal  College 
of  Pharmacy.  It  is  stated  that  the  question  of  establishing 
a  college  of  pharmacy  in  connection  with  Laval  University 
has  long  been  under  consideration.  The  clause  with  regard 
to  the  distribution  of  the  proceeds  of  the  winding-up  of  the 
College  of  Pharmacy  now  existing  is  imperative,  however, 
as  the  governors  of  the  present  institution,  after  discussing 
the  affiliation  with  Laval,  have  come  to  the  conclusion  to 
run  the  establishment  as  in  the  past. 


ZTbe  poisonings. 

FOURTEEN  deaths  by  poison  took  place  during  the 
past  week,  two  being  misadventures.      Four  were 
caused  by  unscheduled  poisons.    William  Barratt,  a  Wood 
Green  builder,  poisoned  himself  with  hydrochloric  acid, 
which  he  kept  in  a  jar  at  his  house. — An  inquest  was  held 
at  Curnavon  concerning  the  death  of  a  young  woman 
named  Sarah  Jane  Diamond,  who  had  died  through  taking 
hydrochloric  acid.    The  police  had  reason  to  believe  that 
the  poison  was  purchased  at  the  shop  of  Mr.  Bamford, 
chemist,  Port  Talbot :  but  on  being  asked  if  he  had  supplied 
it,  that  gentleman  replied  that  he  could  not  remember, 
as  he  sold  such  a  quantity.    The  Coroner  pointed  out  that 
the  bottle  was  not  labelled  "  Poison."    The  constable  said 
he  explained  that  to  Mr.  Bamford,  who  said  he  was  sure 
he  would  have  labelled  the  bottle  if  he  sold  the  poison. 
He  added  that  hydrochloric  acid  did  not  require  to  be 
registered  when  sold,  as  it  was  not  a  scheduled  poison. — 
A  married  woman  named  Minchington,  living  at  Romsey, 
while  suffering  great  pain  from  chronic  rheumatism,  acci- 
dentally drank  some  home-made  liniment  containing  harts- 
horn, castor  oil.  and  turps.    She  died  a  few  hours  after- 
wards.— John  Edward  Moore,  of  Gateshead,  who  was  con- 
sumptive, accelerated  his  death  by  drinking  naphtha. — 
Alberta  Schwartz,  an  elderly  woman,  poisoned  herself  with 
carbolic  acid  at  a  home  in  Goodge  Street,  W.C.    The  same 
poison  was  taken  by  a  Middlesborough  labourer,  named 
Stephenson,  who  was  wounded  in  the  South  African  War 
and  had  suffered  much  pain  from  a  bullet-wound  in  his 
leg. — Alfred  Simmonds,  an  upholsterer  at  Bury  St.  Ed- 
munds, took  a  fatal  dose  of  oxalic  acid.    William  Strange, 
a  Vauxhall  newsagent,  also  poisoned  himself  with  oxalic 
acid. — Laudanum  was  given  as  the  cause  of  three  deaths — 
those  of  Charles  Tricker,  an  Ipswich  solicitors  clerk,  of 
Samuel  John  Surtees,  of  Newcastle,  and  of  Thomas  Worthy, 
a  miner  at  Haswell.    In  the  case  of  Worthy,  the  man  is 
said  to  have  come  home  in  a  drunken  condition,  and  his 
wife  poured  twopenny  worth  of  laudanum  into  his  beer 
"to  quieten  him."    He  died  from  opium-poisoning,  ami 
the  woman  has  been  committee]  for  trial  on  a  charge  of 
murder. — John  James  Broad,  of  Rochester,  took  rat-poison 
in  mistake  for  the  contents  of  the  blue  paper  in  a  seidlitz- 
powder,    and    died    from    strychnine-poisoning.  Elkan 
Simons,  a  Pentonville  cigar-merchant,  committed  suicide 
in  the  Northumberland  Hotel.  Euston  Road,  by  drinking  a 
large  quantity  of  chlorodyne. — Arthur  Lovell,   of  Bed- 
minster,  poisoned  himself  with  prussic  acid.

CRYSTALLISATION  is  not  a  slow  process  when  solu- 
tions are  saturated ;  when  they  are  supersaturated  the 
phenomenon  is  instantaneous,  if  a  crystal  is  dropped  on  the 
surface.  That  condition  is  a  good  parallel  to  the  state  of 
the  co-operative  problem  as  outlined  in  our  last  issue 
(p  263).  The  Council  and  officials  of  the  Proprietary 
Articles  Trade  Association  are  quite  in  earnest ;  so  are  the 
co-operatives,  who,  so  far  as  we  can  gather,  are  watching 
the  P.A.T.A.  doings  with  something  in  the  nature  of  sur- 
prised interest.  They  have  their  principles,  too,  and  many 
of  them  have  shown  themselves  not  unwilling  to  adapt  them- 
selves to  the  views  of  chemists. 

On  Friday,  February  16,  the  P.A.T.A.  issued  a  circular 
to  "  firms  who  control  articles  upon  the  P.A.T.A.  list"  (we 
quote  from  the  document),  calling  a  meeting  at  Anderton's 
Hotel  on  Wednesday,  February  21,  at  2.30  p.m.  This 
meeting,  at  which  about  fifty  were  present,  was  presided 
oyer  by  Mr.  F.  Janson  Hanbury,  and  it  was  called  to  con- 
sider the  following  resolutions  of  the  Council  : 

1.  That  no  industrial  co-operative  society  shall  be  sup- 
plied with  any  article  on  the  P.A.T.A.  list,  unless  the 
society  agrees  not  to  sell  below  the  minimum  prices,  and 
not  to  give  a  bonus  or  dividend  check  with  the  article. 

2.  That  a  letter  signed  by  the  manufacturing  members  of 
the  Association  be  sent  to  all  the  retail  co-operative 
societies  offering  to  supply  the  goods  upon  the  terms  of  the 
toregoing  agreement. 

3.  That  the  P.A.T.A.  list  shall  consist  of  those  articles 
the  proprietors  of  which  agree  to  the  foregoing  condition 
relating  to  co-operative  societies. 

The  first  of  these  was  adopted  in  an  amended  form,  per- 
mitting co-operative  societies  to  give  checks  upon  P. A  T  A 
articles,  provided  that  the  prices  minus  the  dividends  are 
not  less  than  the  P,A.T.A.  minima.  The  second,  it  was 
agreed,  should  be  left  to  individual  manufacturers,  who  will 
deal  with  their  co-operative  customers  on  the  lines  of  the 
first  resolution.  The  third  was  adopted.  The  meeting  was 
quite  harmonious,  and  although  unanimous,  the  members 
were  in  a  perfectly  amicable  mood  so  far  as  the  rights  of 
co-operators  are  concerned.  The  meeting  was  private.  On 
speaking  to  Mr.  Glyn-Jones,  Secretary  of  the  P^A.T.A., 
about  a  C.  <£•  D.  representative  attending  the  meeting,  he 
declined  this  gift  from  the  gods.  With  reference  to  our

The  whole  question  seems  to  us  to  be  one  of  equity.  ;As 
things  are  at  present  some  of  the  co-operative  stores  are  giving 
an  allowance  in  the  form  of  a  check  on  the  actual  sale  of 
any  P.A.T.A.  article,  which  the  ordinary  retail  chemist  or 
trader  is  debarred  from  doing,  even  if  he  is  willing  to  sacrifice 
part  of  his  profit.  This  is  distinctly  inequitable,  and  the  only 
method  of  dealing  justly  with  the  case  is  to  put  all  traders  on 
exactly  the  same  footing,  and  stop  supplies  to  any  buyer, 
however  large  or  powerful  he  may  be,  who  refuses  to  comply 
with  the  terms  of  the  P.A.T.A.,  which,  after  all,  are  only 
those  laid  down  by  the  manufacturers  themselves.  In  the 
case  of  co-operative  stores  checks  must  be  withheld  on  these 
particular  sales.  We  have  no  feeling  against  co-operative 
societies  as  such,  and  the  customers  of  the  stores  will  get  an 
increased  dividend  in  other  directions  to  compensate.

We  are  of  opinion  that  the  co-operative  associations  are 
collectively  the  stronger,  and  that  the  results  of  a  fight  with 
them  upon  the  dividend  question  would  break  down  all  forms 
of  minimum-retail-prico  schemes,  and  thereby  cause  a  loss  of 
profit  to  the  whole  of  the  distributors  of  proprietary  articles 
throughout  the  United  Kingdom,  and  that  it  would  be  selfish 
-upon  the  part  of  the  minority  of  chemists  who  are  affected  by 
competition  with  co-operative  societies  to  take  the  question 
so  far  as  to  affect  prejudicially  the  interests  of  the  whole. 
We  state  now,  as  wc  have  previously  stated,  that  we  refuse  to 
be  associated  with  any  attempt  to  restrain  co-operative 
societies  from  distributing  their  dividends  in  a  manner  in 
which  they  are  by  law  entitled.  Co-operative  societies  must 
distribute  their  net  profits,  and  cannot  be  expected  to  in- 
stitute a  fictitious  system  of  account-keeping  which  would 
pretend  that  the  percentage  of  profit  upon  proprietary 
articles  was  less  than  it  amounts  to.  The  tendency  of  distribu- 
tion is  towards  economy  in  that  work,  and  profit  must  be 
regulated  by  the  amount  of  knowledge  necessary  by  the 
distributor  to  perform  it.  Co-operative  associations  are  the 
stronger  because  they  are  trained  in  distribution,  and  the 
reason  that  chemists  are,  and  must  remain,  collectively  the 
weaker,  is  because  the  training  of  the  chemist  in  distribution 
is  subsidiary  to  other  training  of  more  value,  and  which  should 
be.  paid  for  by  the  public  upon  a  higher  scale  than  simple 
distribution- work. 

English  and  American  Proprietaries,  Ltd. 
Mr.  H.  P.  Thompson,  managing  director,  writes  :  My  own 
experience  is  that  the  London  stores  generally  are  glad 
enough  to  fall  in  with,  and  take  the  profit  provided  for  them 
by,  those  manufacturers  and  merchants  who  have  placed  their 
goods  on  the  P.A.T.A.  But.  when  all  is  said  and  done,  if 
any  one  firm  or  company  really  insist  on  selling  at  a  lower 
figure,  there  is  no  possible  way  of  stopping  it.  Certainly  the 
manufacturer  can  refuse  to  supply  the  firm,  but  the 
goods  can  be  very  easily  obtained  through  other 
channels,  and  if  to  spite  the  Association  the  said 
firm  give  the  article  away,  no  one  on  earth  can 
prevent  it.  When  goods  are  once  bought  and  paid  for,  who 
shall  claim  the  right  to  dictate  what  shall  be  done  with  them 
save  the  owner  ?  .  .  .  The  co-operative  societies  trade  on  the 
weakness  of  the  B.P. ;  they  know  that  if  the  ordinary  house- 
wife sees  a  bottle,  face-value  Is.  lg<7.,  marked  in  their  window 
for  1.?.,  she  fancies  she  is  getting  the  better  of  them  to  the 
tune  of  lj'i..  and  she  is  exceedingly  happy.  I  am  a  firm 
believer  in  protected  prices,  but  I  know  it  is  impossible 
to  restrict  everyone.  The  P.A.T.A.  have  done  a  lot  in  getting 
so  many  firms  to  support  them. 

Messrs.  Blcasdale,  Ltd.,  York. 
Mr.  A.  Humphreys,  managing  director,  says:  The  question 
of  dividend-checks  is  a  complicated  one,  and  no  doubt  presents 
groat  difficulties  to  those  manufacturers  who  are  strongly 
interested  in  industrial  co-operative  stores,  but  I  think  that 
if  the  manufacturers  now  make  a  firm  stand  they  will  win 
the  day.  Even  industrial  co-operative  stores  will  not  decline 
to  sell  goods  because  they  are  compelled  to  accept  a  larger 
profit  than  their  conscience  permits.  Now  is  the  time  for  the 
chemists  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  the  country  to 
show  what  they  are  made  of.  If  they  all  rally  to  the  standard 
of  the  P.A.T.A.  and  support  it  loyally  with  their  subscrip- 
tions as  well  as  their  "  moral  support,"  and  if  they  also  loyally 
support  those  manufacturers  who  have  placed  their  prepara- 
tions on  the  protected  list,  then  the  P.A.T.A.  will  easily  win 
the  day.

W.  C.  DAMPIER  WHETHAM,  F.R.S.,  delivered 
the  Friday  evening  discourse  on  February  16,  his 
subject  being  "The  Passage  of  Electricity  through 
Liquids."  Lord  Rayleigh  was  in  the  chair.  The  lecturer 
commenced  by  referring  to  Faraday's  investigations  of  the 
fact  that  when  an  electric  current  is  passed  through  a  con- 
ducting solution  the  products  of  decomposition  appear  at 
the  electrodes  only,  and  not  in  the  solution,  from  which 
Faraday  supposed  that  parts  of  the  salt  in  solution  moved  in 
opposite  directions  under  the  influence  of  the  current.  These 
parts  (the  ions)  carry  positive  and  negative  electric  charges  ; 
hence  an  electric  current  must  not  be  regarded  as  a  steady 
flow,  but  rather  as  being  transmitted  in  isolated  quantities 
through  the  solution  in  a  manner  analogous  to  the  carriage 
of  water  by  means  of  a  train  of  pails.  After  electrolysis 
the  parts  of  the  solution  surrounding  the  two  electrodes  are 
of  unequal  dilution.  This  fact  led  to  the  observation  that 
the  speeds  of  the  ions  were  unequal,  and  that  this  variation 
of  concentration  at  the  positive  and  negative  electrodes  is 
inversely  proportional  to  the  speeds  of  the  positive  and 
negative  ions.  '  Kohlrausch  investigated  the  absolute  speeds 
of  the  ions,  and  found  that  the  fastest — the  hydrogen  ion — ■ 
only  moved  at  the  rate  of  0.003  cm.  per  second.  Lodge  was 
the  first  actually  to  observe  the  passage  of  the  ions  by  means 
of  a  gelatin  electrolyte  of  sodium  chloride  in  which  an 
indicator  showed  the  movements  of  the  acid  and  alkali 
formed.  Another  method  is  to  use  solutions  of  different 
colour,  such  as  potassium  permanganate  and  potassium 
chloride.  In  his  own  experiments  on  ionic  velocities  Mr. 
Whetham  uses  electrolytes  of  different  colours  whose  ions 
have  different  specific  resistances.  Thereby  a  sharp  line, 
marking  the  advance  of  the  ions,  is  obtained,  because  the 
ions  which  have  the  higher  resistance  require  a  stronger 
electric  force  to  drive  them  through  the  solution,  and  any  ion 
which  chances  to  get  in  advance  finds  itself  in  a  field  of 
electric  force  weaker  than  that  necessary  to  maintain  its 
speed,  and  thus  drops  into  line  again.

Cbemtcal  Society. 


A MEETING  was  held  in  Burlington  House.  W..  on 
Thursday,  February  15,  Professor  R.  Meldola,  F.R.S., 
presiding.  After  the  formal  business  of  reading  the  minutes 
and  certificates  of  candidates,  the  President  announced 
that  the  Council  had  that  day  been  considering'  the  selec- 
tion of 

Officers  for  the  Next  Session. 
The  only  changes  to  be  made  in  the  Vice-Presidents  are 
that  Professor  W.  R.  Dunstan,  F.R.S.,  and  Mr.  David 
Howard  are  to  be  succeeded  by  Dr.  W.  H.  Perkin,  jun.,  and 
Dr.  R.  Messel.  Among  the  ordinary  members  of  Council 
those  retiring  are  Dr.  J.  J.  Dobbie,  Dr.  E.  J.  Mills,  and 
Professor  J.  M.  Thomson,  who  are  to  be  replaced  by 
Professor  Gowland,  Mr.  A.  G.  Perkin,  and  Dr.  H.  A.  D. 
Jo'wett.  The  retiring  auditor,  Dr.  Wade,  is  replaced  by 
Dr.  Le  Sueur.    The  first  paper  read  was  entitled 

Cuprous  Formate, 
and  was  read  by  Mr.  Angel.  This  salt  is  a  peculiarly 
difficult  one  to  prepare  owing  to  the  fact  that  it  is  very 
readily  decomposed.  After  trying  many  processes  the 
author  finally  discovered  that  it  can  be  made  by  the  action 
of  ammonium  formate  on  cuprous  oxide  in  presence  of 
ammonia,  the  reagents  being  dissolved  in  non-dissociating 
solvents  and  the  whole  being  protected  from  oxidation  by 
the  air  by  means  of  a  layer  of  petrol.  The  formate  which 
separates  is  washed  in  a  special  apparatus  with  ethyl 
formate  and  ether,  and  finally  it  is  sealed  up  in  a  special 
portion  of  the  washing-apparatus,  which  can  be  detached. 
The  salt  is  decomposed  by  water  into  cuprous  oxide  and 
formic  acid  and  by  dilute  sulphuric  acid  yielding  a  dark 
brown  precipitate  of  metallic  copper. 

The  Preparation  of  Some  New  Tropeines, 
By  Dr.  H.  A.  D.  Jowett  and  Mr.  A.  C.  0.  Hann. 

This  investigation  was  undertaken  to  elucidate  the  mode  of 
the  physiological  action  of  pilocarpine.  When  a  molecular 
proportion  of  alkali  is  added  to  an  aqueous  solution  of  this 
alkaloid  the  specific  rotation  is  considerably  diminished 
and  the  solution  is  physiologically  inactive.  The  same 
change  occurs,  though  to  a  less  extent,  when  an  aqueous 
solution  of  the  base  is  allowed  to  stand.  This  is  in  all  prob- 
ability due  to  the  opening  of  the  lactone  ring  and  the 
formation  of  the  corresponding  hydroxy  acid  or  its  salt. 
In  order  to  see  if  other  instances  of  this  difference  in  action 
between  a  lactone  group  and  its  corresponding  hydroxy 
acid  could  be  found,  certain  tropeines  containing  a  lactone 
group  were  prepared.  The  substances  examined  were  the 
methylparaconyl  tropeine  and  the  terebyl  tropeine,  which 
contain  an  acidyl  grouping  somewhat  similar  to  that  which 
occurs  in  pilocarpine  and  phthalidecarboxyl  tropeine.  Of 
these  the  two  latter  were  found  to  possess  the  mydriatic 
action,  and  produced  the  atropine-like  effect  upon  the  heart. 
This  last  effect  was  entirely  lost  after  a  molecular  propor- 
tion of  alkali  had  been  added  to  the  base.  These  sub- 
stances, therefore,  showed  in  aqueous  and  alkaline  solutions 
a  difference  in  physiological  action  exactly  analogous  to 
that  observed  in  pilocarpine.  In  order  further  to  test 
Ladenburg's  generalisation  as  to  the  mode  of  action  of  the 
tropeines,  the  glycollyl  and  protocatechyl  tropeines  were 
prepared.  Of  these  the  only  two  possessing  a  mydriatic 
action  were  the  terebyl  and  phthalidecarboxyl  tropeines. 
It  was  therefore  shown  that  Ladenburg's  generalisation  does 
not  strictly  hold,  since  terebyl  tropeine  possesses  a  distinct 
mydriatic  action  and  does  not  contain  a  benzene  ring.  On 
the  other  hand,  as  both  terebyl  and  phthalidecarboxyl 
tropeines  were  very  much  weaker  than  homatropine,  it  would 
appear  that  the  conditions  most  favourable  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  mydriatic  action  in  a  tropeine  are  those  stated 
by  Ladenburg— namely,  that  the  acidyl  grouping  should 
contain  a  benzene  nucleus  and  an  aliphatic  hydroxy!  in  the 
side  chain  containing  the  carboxyl  group

association  of  Certificate 
Dispenses. 


THIS  is  the  title  of  the  new  Association  which  was  in- 
augurated at  the  Apothecaries'  Hall,  Blackfriars,  E.C., 
on  February  21.  The  Association  is  the  outcome  of  the  meet- 
ing held  on  January  23  [G.  <L-  D.,  January  27,  p.  172),  when 
a  committee  was  appointed  to  draw  up  the  constitution  and 
rules.  Mr.  Montague  Smith  was  again  elected  to  the  chair, 
and  there  were  altogether  forty-one  persons  present,  many 
of  them  women.  The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were 
read  and  confirmed  and  the  Chairman  called  on  Mr.  Albert 
Howell,  the  Secretary  pro  tern.,  to  read  the  draft  objects 
and  rules  as  drawn  up  by  the  committee  and  approved  by  the 
solicitor  of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries.  The  objects  of  the 
Association  are  : 

(<;)  To  protect  the  rights  and  privileges  of  those  holding 
the  assistant's  certificate. 

(6)  To  consider  and  discuss  legislation  affecting  their 
interests. 

(r)  To  promote  united  action  when  those  interests  arc 
threatened. 

('/)  To  improve  their  professional  and  social  status. 

(c)  To  obtain  the  highest  remuneration  for  skilled  and  re- 
sponsible service. 

(/)  And  in  general  to  do  all  such  things  as  may  from  time 
to  time  appear  necessary  or  desirable  for  the  advancement 
of  the  interests  of  the  members  of  the  Association. 

The  rules  provide  for  the  admission  of  members  and 
honorary  members.  Members  must  have  passed  the 
assistants'  examination  of  the  Society  of  Apothecaries. 
Honorary  members  may  be  assistants  of  the  Apothecaries' 
Hall  of  Ireland,  but  are  given  no  voice  in  the  affairs  of  the 
Association.  The  subscription  is  fixed  at  2s.  6d.,  and  the 
Association  is  to  be  officered  by  a  chairman,  two  vice-chair- 
men, an  honorary  treasurer,  an  honorary  secretary,  and 
eighteen  members  of  the  committee.  The  annual  meeting 
of  the  Association  is  to  be  held  in  February  of  each  year, 
and  monthly  meetings  are  contemplated  for  the  present. 
From  several  suggestions  for  a  name  for  the  Association,  the 
one  fixed  upon  is  "  The  Association  of  Certified  Dispensers, 
Apothecaries'  Hall,  London."  Provision  is  made  for  the 
election  of  patrons,  and,  although  the  list  is  not  completed 
Mr.  Howell  said  he  had  obtained  the  consent  of  the  Master 
and  Wardens  of  the  Apothecaries'  Company  to  allow  their 
names  to  appear  as  patrons.  The  Master  and  Wardens  of 
the  Company  have  also  given  permission  to  the  use  of  the 
Court  Room  for  meetings.  An  honorary  counsel  has  been 
appointed — Dr.  F.  Sherman  Toogood,  M.D.,  barrister-nt- 
law. 

The  meeting  then  proceeded  to  elect  the  officers  and  execu- 
tive committee,  which  was  settled  in  this  form.

High  Court  Case. 

Morgan  Crucibles. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  Friday,  February  16,  Mr. 
Justice  Kekewich  again  had  before  him  on  a  motion  the 
case  of  the  Morgan  Crucible  Co.  v.  the  Vulcan  Crucible  Co., 
which  was  an  action  for  alleged  "  passing  off."  Mr.  P.  0. 
Lawrence,  K.C.,  who  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs,  said  he 
thought  the  matter  had  better  stand  over  until  an  appeal 
in  reference  to  the  case  had  been  disposed  of.  Negotiations 
are  open  between  the  parties  which  may  put  an  end  to  the 
whole  dispute  and  lead  to  the  giving  up  of  the  label  com- 
plained of. — His  Lordship  agreed  to  the  motion  standing 
over. 

Pharmacy  Act  (Ireland). 

A  Company  Case. 
In  the  Dublin  Southern  Police  Court  on  February  21,  before 
Mr.  Drury,  Divisional  Magistrate,  the  cases  adjourned  from 
February  5  (see  C.  ct-  D.,  February  10)  came  on  for  hearing. 
Mr.  Meeke  (Messrs.  Robinson  &  Son,  solicitors)  appeared  for 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  and  Mr.  J.  O'Connor, 
B.L.  (instructed  by  Mr.  J.  Hawthorne,  solicitor),  for  the 
defendants. 

The  first  three  summonses  were  against  Messrs.  Haydcck 
&  Co.,  Ltd.,  47  Dolphin's  Barn  Street,  Dublin,  for  having 
(1)  on  September  19  last,  at  124  Cork  Street,  while  lawfully 
keeping  open  shop  for  selling  or  retailing  poisons,  failing 
to  employ  a  duly  qualified  manager  or  assistant  to  manage 
and  conduct  such  shop;  (2  and  3)  for  like  offences  at 
47  Dolphin's  Barn  Street  on  September  18  and  26.  There 
was  a  fourth  summons  against  Mr.  F.  Haydock  for  selling 
laudanum,  he  not  being  a  qualified  person. 

Mr.  Meeke,  opening  the  case,  said  the  company  had  three 
establishments,  and  at  only  one  was  a  qualified  assistant 
employed.  The  poison  purchased  by  the  Society's  inspector 
was  laudanum.  In  the  case  of  the  Cork  Street  shop  the 
poison  was  measured  out  in  the  shop,  but  at  the  Dolphin's 
Barn  Street  shop  the  laudanum  and  a  prescription  were 
sent  out  for,  but  delivered  to  and  paid  for  by  the  inspector 
in  the  shop.  The  inspector  saw  Mr.  Haydock  on  Septem- 
ber 26 — it  was  he  who  made  the  sale — and  defendant  asked 
the  inspector  if  it  was  he  who  made  a  similar  purchase  in 
the  Cork  Street  shop  about  a  week  before.  The  purchase  at 
the  Cork  Street  shop  was  made  from  a  woman  identified  by 
the  inspector  as  Mrs.  Haydock.  Mr.  Meeke  went  on  to  say 
that  Mr.  Haydock  is  the  company.  The  capital  is  500/., 
and  Mr.  Haydock  holds  494/.  worth  of  shares,  six  other 
persons  holding  a  share  each. 

_  Mr.  Drury  said  that  was  usual  in  private  companies  as  dis- 
tinguished from  public  companies. 

Mr.  Meeke  :  Yes ;  but  some  of  the  articles  of  associa- 
tion are  peculiar.  Mr.  Haydock  is  the  governing  director 
(the  company  was  formed  in  January  1904).  and  the  articles 
apportion  one  vote  to  each  share,  so  that  Mr.  Haydock  has 
494  votes  out  of  500.  With  regard  to  the  sales  of  laudanum, 
the  labels  bore  the  address  of  the  three  shops,  but  in  a 
case  where  a  prescription  was  presented  and  sent  out  for  to 
the  Rohoboth  Terrace  shop,  where  a  qualified  assistant  is 
employed,  the  label  did  not  mention  the  Rohoboth  Terrace 
shop  at  all.  Mr.  Meeke  quoted  in  support  of  his  case  Sec- 
tion 30  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1875,  the  Amendment  Act, 
1890,  the  London  Provincial  Supply  case,  and  the  Boyd 
case. 

Mr.  Drury  asked  if  "  person"  means  a  company. 
Mr.  Meeke  said  it  does  under  the  Interpretation  Act, 
1889. 

Mr.  O'Connor  admitted  that  unless  the  contrary  applies, 
"  person  "  must  be  taken  to  include  a  limited  company. 

Evidence  of  purchase  was  then  given  by  Joseph  Hayes, 
inspector  for  the  Society,  who  bore  out  the  opening 
statements  of  the  solicitor  for  the  prosecution.  In  cross- 
examination,  witness  said  there  is  a  qualified  assistant  at 
the  Rohoboth  Terrace  shop.  Mrs.  Haydock  sold  him  the 
laudanum  at  47  Dolphin's  Barn  Street. 

Mr.  Drury  :  They  have  only  a  drug-store  at  that  place, 
but  a  proper  shop  at  Rohoboth  Terrace. 

Mr.  O'Connor  said  that  was  so,  but 


Mr.  Meeke  pointed  out  that  the  Dolphin's  Barn  Street 
shop  was  called  a  "  Medical  Hall  "  on  the  labels. 

Mr.  Jardin,  the  analyst,  having  given  evidence, 

Mr.  Drury  asked  Mr.  O'Connor  what  answer  he  had  to 
the  Cork  Street  case. 

Mr.  O'Connor  :  We  say  that  no  poisons  are  kept  or 
stocked  in  Cork  Street,  which  we  will  prove  by  witnesses. 
In  regard  to  the  Dolphin's  Barn  Street  shop  no  sale  took 
place.  It  is  just  as  if  a  man  went  into  a  temperance  hotel 
and  had  drink  sent  out  for  to  take  with  his  meals. 

Mr.  Drury  :  Drink  is  not  a  scheduled  poison. 

Mr.  O'Connor  said  Mr.  Hayes  was  asked  to  call  at 
Rohoboth  Terrace,  but  would  not  do  so. 

Mr.  Drury  :  Will  you  undertake  to  always  send  cus- 
tomers to  Rohoboth  Terrace  for  poisons. 

Mr.  O'Connor  said  defendants  would  undertake  in  the 
future  not  to  sell  any  prescriptions  in  the  Dolphin's  Barn 
Street  shop,  but  to  send  persons  to  the  Rohoboth  Terrace 
house. 

Mr.  Meeke  said  that  the  prescription  made  up  at  Roho- 
both Terrace  did  not  have  that  address  upon  the  label. 

Mr.  O'Connor  said  that  was  one  of  the  old  labels.  In 
the  Boyd  case  Mr.  Swifte  decided  that  the  Society  could  not 
prosecute,  and  he  (Mr.  O'Connor)  did  not  abandon  the  point 
as  a  matter  of  defence. 

Mr.  Haydock  then  gave  evidence  as  to  the  custom  of 
sending  people  with  prescriptions  to  the  Rohoboth  Terrace 
shop.  Nothing  but  ordinary  drugs  were  kept  at  the  other 
shops.  He  had  never  seen  the  witness  Hayes  till  a  week 
before  the  summonses  were  served,  and  never  sold  laudanum 
at  Dolphin's  Barn  Street.  Mrs.  Haydock  also  denied  that 
laudanum  was  sold  in  the  Cork  Street  shop.  An  apprentice 
who  had  lately  left  the  company  gave  evidence  that  there 
were  no  scheduled  poisons  in  the  Cork  Street  shop  during 
the  three  years  he  was  there. 

Mr.  Drury  dismissed  the  Cork  Street  case  on  its  merits, 
but  in  the  Dolphin's  Barn  Street  case  a  technical  offence  had 
been  committed,  and  he  imposed  a  fine  of  Is.  for  each  of  the 
two  offences,  upon  an  undertaking  being  given  not  to  sell 
scheduled  poison  or  prescriptions  at  the  shop. 

The  fouth  summons  against  Mr.  Haydock  was  not  pro- 
ceeded with. 

Another  Case. 
Three  summonses  against  Alfred  Harding,  registered 
druggist,  55  Patrick  Street,  Dublin,  two  for  retailing  pre- 
scriptions and  one  for  keeping  open  shop  for  compounding, 
were,  on  the  application  of  defendant's  solicitor,  adjourned, 
as  defendant  is  at  present  in  London  on  his  honeymoon. 

Dentists  Act. 

Dental  Companies. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court,  Dublin,  on 
February  17,  before  the  Master  of  the  Rolls,  the  case  of 
the  Attorney-General  (at  the  relation  of  Kevin  T.  O'Duffy) 
v.  Donaghy  and  others  was  heard.  It  was  an  action  brought 
by  the  British  Dental  Association  for  an  injunction  to 
restrain  the  directors  and  members  of  the  defendant  com- 
pany, who  carry  on  business  in  Belfast,  from  advertising 
under,  or  taking  or  using,  the  style  or  description  of  "sur- 
geon-dentists "  or  any  title  or  description  calculated  to 
induce  the  public  to  believe  that  the  business  carried  on  by 
the  company  is  conducted  by  any  person  registered  under 
the  Dentists  Act  or  qualified  to  practise  dentistry,  and  for 
a  declaration  that  the  defendant  company  was  not  formed 
for  a  lawful  purpose  under  the  Companies  Acts,  1862  to 
1890 ;  and  also  for  an  injunction  to  restrain  the  company, 
its  directors  and  members,  from  using  the  word  "dentist," 
either  alone  or  in  combination  with  other  words,  in  the 
company's  memorandum  of  association  or  carrying  on  busi- 
ness under  its  memorandum  of  association  ;  and  to  restrain 
the  directors  and  members  from  allowing  the  company  to 
remain  registered  under  its  present  memorandum. 

Mr.  Samuels,  K.C.,  who  appeared  for  the  plaintiff,  said 
the  defendants  had  submitted  to  a  consent  for  judgment. 

The  Master  of  the  Rolls  said  the  consent  did  not  appear 
to  be  made  under  the  seal  of  the  company. 

Mr.  Samuels  said  the  consent  was  signed  by  the  defendant 
Donaghy,  who  was,  in  fact,  the  company,  and  the  other 
defendants  had  through  their  solicitor  signed  the  consent. 

His  Lordship  gave  judgment  in  accordance  with  the  terms 
of  the  consent. 
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Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 

Cream  of  Tartar. 
At  Pontypool  on  February  17,  James  Barrel],  of  Hanbury 
Road,  Pontnewynydd,  was  fined  40s.  for  selling  cream  of 
■  tartar  which  contained  45  per  cent,  of  ground  rice.  The 
defence  was  that  by  accident  some  ground  rice  fell  amongst 
the  cream  of  tartar. 

Tincture  of  Iodine. 
At  the  South-Western  Police  Court  on  February  21,  before 
Mr.  Plowden,  Mr.  John  Keall,  chemist  and  druggist, 
68  West  Hill,  Wandsworth,  was  charged  with  selling  tinc- 
ture of  iodine  25  per  cent,  deficient  in  iodine.  Mr.  C.  H. 
Kirby  (of  Neve,  Beck  &  Kirby)  appeared  for  the  defendant, 
on  behalf  of  the  Chemists'  Defence  Association. 

Mr.  W.  W.  Young,  prosecuting  for  the  Borough  Council, 
said  a  prescription  was  presented  at  defendant's  shop,  the 
order  being  for  4  oz.  of  tincture  of  iodine.  Defendant's 
assistant  was  seen  to  partly  fill  a  4-oz.  bottle  with  colour- 
less liquid,  and  then  to  fill  up  with  tincture  of  iodine  from 
another  bottle.  Previous  to  the  summons  being  issued  the 
assistant  wrote  to  the  medical  officer  of  health  for  the 
■borough,  stating  that  he  had  made  a  mistake,  and  explaining 
minutely  how  it  had  occurred. 

Mr.  Kirby  said  he  had  no  alternative  but  to  plead  guilty. 
He  explained  that  Mr.  Keall  was  absent  from  business 
through  a  serious  illness,  and  had  left  his  shop  in  charge  of 
a  qualified  chemist  and  another  assistant.  One  of  the  men 
had  just  entered  Mr.  Keall's  employment,  and  it  was  he 
who  dispensed  the  prescription,  in  the  absence  of  the  assist- 
ant w-ho  had  been  longer  in  the  shop.  The  new  assistant 
noticed  that  the  shop  bottle  for  tincture  of  iodine  was 
labelled  "  Tinct.  Iodi  Co.,"  and  took  that  to  mean  concen- 
trated tincture  of  iodine.  In  two  shops  where  he  had  pre- 
viously been  employed  it  had  been  the  custom  to  keep  this 
•tincture  over  the  B.P.  strength,  and  to  dilute  it  with  spirit 
as  required.  He  did  that  in  this  case,  believing  that  thereby 
he  was  correctly  dispensing  the  prescription.  In  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  the  name  was  simply  tincture  of  iodine,  but 
the  article  was  formerly  known  as  compound  tincture  of 
iodine. 

An  inquiry  from  the  Magistrate  brought  Dr.  Caldwell 
Smith,  the  medical  officer  of  health,  into  the  witness-box. 
He  said  the  article  was  used  for  various  ailments,  such  as 
pleurisy,  ringworm,  etc.  By  using  a  weaker  tincture  the 
effect  would  be  lessened,  and  the  patient  would  not  get  well 
so  quickly. 

Mr.  Plowden  came  to  the  conclusion  that  there  had  been 
an  oversight  on  the  part  of  the  assistant,  and  in  view  of 
defendant's  good  record,  he  ordered  Mr.  Keall  to  pay 
12s.  6cl    the  costs.

Chemist  Committed 


A  Question  of  Ownership. 
At  the  Shoreditch  County  Court  on  February  20,  before 
Judge  Smyly,  K.C.,  Messrs.-  Marion  James  &  Ker,  Ltd.,  of 
Glebe  Works,  Dalston,  N.E.,  manufacturing  chemists,  sued 
Mr.  John  Butson,  of  the  South  Ealing  Drug  Co.,  residing 
at  68  Grove  Park  Terrace,  Chiswick,  and  Mrs.  Bessie 
Martin,  of  the  same  address,  to  recover  4/.  4.*-.  3</.  for  goods 
supplied.  Mr.  Robinson,  for  the  plaintiffs,  said  the  goods 
were  supplied  in  the  ordinary  way  of  trade  to  the  South 
Ealing  Drug  Co.,  6  King's  Parade,  South  Ealing,  and  he 
hoped  to  show  that  Mr.  Butson  was  the  proprietor  of  the 
business.  The  first  witness  called  was  Mr.  Armitage,  a 
traveller  to  the  plaintiffs,  who  said  that  he  took  the  orders 
for  the  goods  from  Mr.  Clarkson,  the  defendants'  manager. 
He  never  at  any  time  saw  Mrs.  Martin  there.  As  the 
account  was  running  on  he  asked  Butson  about  it,  and  he 
said  that  he  would  pay  early  in  November,  but  that  had 
never  been  done.  He  was  given  to  understand  that  the 
business  belonged  to  Martin  &  Co.,  a  firm  of  moneylenders, 
and  that  Butson  was  Martin  &  Co.  A  brother  of  the  first 
witness  gave  corroborative  evidence.  Mr.  James  Clarkson, 
the  manager  of  the  shop,  said  the  business  was  opened  in 
February  or  March  of  last  year.  He  obtained  the  berth  by 
answering  an  advertisement  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist, 
upon  which  he  received  word  to  go  to  94  Duke's  Avenue, 
Chiswick,  where  he  saw  Butson  and  Mrs.  Martin.  He  was 
actually  engaged  by  Butson,  but  the  name  on  the  agreement 
was  B.  Martin  &  Co. 

For  the  defence  Mr.  Butson  said  he  only  went  to  the  shop 
as  a  business  man  acting  on  behalf  of  Mrs.  Martin,  in 
exactly  the  same  way  as  when  Mr.  Clarkson  was  engaged 
as  manager  at  the  shop. 

Judge  Smyly  :  Where  is  the  agreement  as  to  the  premises  ? 

Witness  :  The  business  has  been  sold  and  assigned,  so 
I  haven't  it.  Mr.  Armitage,  of  Surbiton,  has  purchased  the 
business.  The  transfer  was  arranged  in  September  last. 
If  the  plaintiffs  had  only  taken  the  trouble  they  would  have 
found  that  Mrs.  Bessie  Martin  was  registered  as  the  pro- 
prietress of  the  business  of  Martin  &  Co. 

Judge  Smyly  :  So  that  really  it  was  a  moneylending  che- 
mist's business  ? 

Mr.  Butson  :  Only  that  Mrs.  Martin  has  now  lost  all  her 
money  ;  that  is  why  they  sue  me. 

Judge  Smyly  eventually  gave  judgment  against  Mrs. 
Martin  only,  with  costs. 

Rat  Bis-kit. 

In  the  City  of  London  Court  on  February  20,  before  Judge 
Rentoul,  K.C.,  the  case  of  the  American  Agencies,  Ltd.,  v. 
Francis  was  finally  disposed  of.  The  plaintiffs  sued  Messrs. 
Francis  &  Co.,  chemists,  7  Manchester  Road,  Burnley,  to 
recover  the  sum  of  1/.  4s.  for  American  "  rat  bis-kit"  sup- 
plied. When  the  case  was  last  before  the  Court,  Mr.  John 
Brown,  proprietor  of  the  business  of  Messrs.  Francis  &  Co., 
said  the  agreement  which  he  made  with  the  plaintiffs' 
traveller' was  that  his  name  was  to  be  advertised  in  the  local 
Press,  and  that  had  not  been  done.  He  was  appointed  a 
local  agent  for  the  plaintiffs,  and  that  fact  was  to  have  been 
advertised.  The  Judge  had  adjourned  the  case  for  the 
attendance  of  the  traveller,  allowing  the  defendant  in  the 
meantime  21.  18*'.  3d.  for  his  costs  of  attending  the  court. 
On  Tuesday  it  was  stated  that  the  plaintiffs  had  abandoned 
the  case,  and  it  was  therefore  struck  out,  and  the  defendant 
was  once  more  allowed  his  costs.

AX  evening  meeting  was  held  in  Edinburgh  on  Wednesday, 
February  21,  Mr.  D.  B.  Dott  presiding. 

Ash-yield  of  Eclectic  Resikoids. 

Mr.  W.  B.  Cowie  read  a  report  on  work  by  Mr.  YV. 
Dickson  and  himself  on  this  subject,  the  following  being 
their  results  with  commercial  samples  : 

Euonymin,  33.89  per  cent,  of  ash  containing  Ca,  Mg,  Fe, 
Al.  K.  and  Na  as  phosphate,  sulphate,  chloride,  and  carbonate. 

Iridin,  4.73  per  cent.,  same  basis,  but  silicate  instead  of 
carbonate. 

Leptandrin,  17  per  cent.  Ca,  Mg,  Al,  and  Fe  as  phosphate, 
sulphate,  and  silicate. 

Podophyllin,  0.39  per  cent.,  Ca,  K,  and  Na  as  phosphate, 
sulphate,  and  chloride. 

The  authors  also  submitted  analyses  of  commercial 
samples,  viz.  : 

Green  Euonymin. — Moisture  (dried  at  100°  C.)  5.52  per 
cent.,  and  ash  of  the  dried  66.29  per  cent.  Of  this  28  per  cent, 
was  soluble  in  90  per  cent,  alcohol,  and  the  insoluble  matter 
consisted  chiefly  of  kicselguhr,  only  33.7  per  cent,  being 
euonymin  extract.  This  was  made  by  "  a  firm  of  high  re- 
pute.7' 

Iridin  —  Moisture  13.2  per  cent,  and  ash  10.84  per  cent.  The 
composition  of  the  latter  showed  that  crude  potash  alum  was 
used  as  a  diluent  along  with  liquorice,  29.6  per  cent,  only  of 
the  iris  extract  being  present. 

Leptandrin-.— Moisture  9.23  per  cent,  and  ash  17.55  r'er  cent. 
Contained  72.67  per  cent,  of  extract  of  Veronica  virgi.nca, 
the  rest  being  mineral  matter  (calcium  phosphate  and  potas- 
sium sulphate)  and  insoluble  organic  powder. 

Podophyllin.— Moisture  3.64  per  cent.,  ash  1.31  per  cent. 
Of  this  sample  91.74  per  cent,  was  soluble  in  90-per-cent. 
alcohol. 

These  results  were  compared  with  specimens  made  by 
the  authors. 
The  authors  also  read  a  paper  on 

The  Assay  of  Pepsin  by  the  Biuret  Reaction, 
in  which  they  gave  an  account  of  a  number  of  experiments 
which  they  conducted  with  a  view  to  devising  a  process 
of  the  assay  of  pepsin  based  upon  the  amount  of  true  peptone 
formed  in  a  given  time.  They  criticised  the  B.P.  process, 
stating  that  it  is  impossible  to  get  comparable  results,  and 
they  suggested  that  a  quantity  of  speciallv  prepared  scale 
egg  albumen,  corresponding  to  1  gram  actual  albumen,  be 
always  used  in  applying  the  test,  and  that  the  method  of 
assay  should  be  based  on  the  amount  of  peptone  formed  in  a 
given  time  under  specific  conditions  (Stebbings,  "  Analyst," 
1889.  p.  197)  and  the  use  of  a  larger  amount  of  pepsin  and 
the  shortening  of  the  time  of  digestion,  and  that  the  peptone 
be  separated  by  saturating  the  solution  with  zinc  sulphate 
m  presence  of  a  little  sulphuric  acid  (Baumann  and 
bonier.  "Analyst."  1898.  p.  134).  and  determined  by  the 
depth  of  colour  produced  by  the  biuret  reaction.  They  sub- 
mitted results  in  support  of  the  practicability  of  their  sug- 
gestions. °

JhSk" «  a  ?uPSm  1S-  ^ctive  01  not-  Ml-  Merson  called 
attention  to  the  variability  of  commercial  samples  of 
hamamehn;  and  Dr.  Macdonald.  referring  to  the  bad 
euonymin.  remarked  on  the  fact  that  the  physician  relies 
upon  the  pharmacist,  and  expects  him  to  see  that  the  drugs 
ordered  are  of  proper  quality.  Mr.  Hill  also  joined  in  the 
discussion,  which  was  concluded  by  the  Chairman,  who 
saici  there  is  no  real  comparison  between  podophyllin  and 
euonvmin  and  the  other  resinoids  described.  Podophvllin 
can  be  precipitated  in  acid  liquid,  and  washed  with  water, 
m  which  its  active  constituents  are  insoluble.  Euonymin 
iridin.  and  leptandrin  contain  a  glucoside  soluble  in  water 
so  cannot  be  prepared  in  the  same  way,  but  as  extracts! 
ile  considered  the  use  of  alum  inappropriate      He  also 


thought  the  B.P.  process  for  testing  pepsin  sufficient  for  the 
purpose.    The  authors  then  replied. 

The  next  paper,  by  Mr.  Alexander  McCutcheon,  was 
on  the 

Incompatibility  of  Compound  Tincture  of  Cardamoms 
with  certain  salts  and  mixtures.  These  ingredients  were 
divided  under  the  heads  (a)  alkaloidal  salts,  (b)  bismuth 
mixtures,  and  (c)  sodium  bromide.  Dealing  with  the  alka- 
loidal salts  first,  he  said  the  note  was  suggested  by  a  recent 
experience  with  the  following  prescription  : 

Tr.  digitalis  ...       ...       ...       ...  5j.

Liq.  strychninae  hydrochlor.     ...  njxxxvj. 

Tr.  cardam.  co   31V.

The  dispenser  had  not  observed  a  slight  haziness  in  the 
mixture  when  it  was  dispensed,  and  it  was  sent  out  without 
a  direction  to  shake  the  bottle.  The  prescriber  found  the 
mixture  in  the  patient's  house,  with  about  half-an-inch  of  a 
flocculent  precipitate  at  the  bottom  of  the  bottle,  and  de- 
clared that  it  had  been  wrongly  dispensed,  and  ought  to  be 
quite  clear.  The  patient  was  instructed  not  to  go  back  to 
the  same  chemist,  but  to  have  it  dispensed  by  someone  who 
would  do  it  correctly.  The  dispenser,  feeling  aggrieved, 
referred  to  him  (the  author),  and  he  found  the  prescription, 
when  correctly  dispensed  with  good  materials,  gave  the 
result  to  which  the  prescriber  objected.  An  examination 
of  the  precipitate  showed  that  it  consisted  of  strychnine  in 
combination  with  tannin.  A  mixture  of  the  tincture  of 
cardamoms  and  strychnine  hydrochloride  with  water  in  the 
proportions  of  the  prescription  gave  a  haze  at  once,  and  in 
a  few  minutes  a  precipitate  began  to  separate,  and  ulti- 
mately subsided,  having  all  the  appearance  of  the  precipitate 
in  the  mixture.  Experiment  showed  that  solutions  of  the 
salts  of  the  alkaloids  generally  gave  a  similar  precipitate 
with  compound  tincture  of  cardamoms,  and  that  it  was 
therefore  incompatible  with  all  such  solutions  and  with  tinc- 
tures containing  alkaloids  such  as  tinctures  of  nux  vomica 
and  tincture  of  opium.  An  interesting  example  of  this  in- 
compatibility was  furnished  by  the  mistura  bismuthi  com- 
posita  B.P.C.  Some  of  the  latter  was  recently  prepared 
with  great  care  for  a  special  purpose,  and  after  standing  a 
little  a  flocculent  precipitate  exactly  resembling  that  in  the 
former  mixture  was  observed,  due  doubtless  to  the  tannin 
in  the  compound  tincture  of  cardamoms.  The  commercial 
compound  bismuth  mixtures,  of  which  the  B.P.C.  mixture 
is  an  imitation,  do  not  show  the  same  precipitation,  as  they 
are  apparently  coloured  either  with  cochineal  or  carmine, 
which  are  therefore  to  be  preferred.  After  referring  to  an 
analogous  case  in  the  "  Art  of  Dispensing,"  Mr.  McCutcheon 
said  this  particular  incompatibility  of  tr.  cardam.  co.  has  not, 
so  far  as  he  is  aware,  been  hitherto  commented  upon.  When 
cinnamon  bark  is  omitted  and  an  equivalent  quantity  of  oil  of 
cinnamon  added  in  making  the  tincture  it  is  found  to  be 
quite  compatible  with  alkaloidal  solutions  and  tinctures 
containing  alkaloids,  and  that  the  mixture  dispensed  with 
this  tincture  gives  no  precipitate,  though  it  is  slightly  hazy 
owing  to  the  tincture  of  digitalis.  Of  twelve  commercial 
samples  of  tinct.  cardam.  co..  all  guaranteed  of  B.P.  stan- 
dard, eight  gave  a  precipitate  and  four  gave  none ;  as  did 
also  a  commercial  liquor  for  use  in  making  the  tincture.  The 
five  latter  had  apparently  been  made  by  adding  the  essential 
oil  instead  of  the  bark  ;  and  this  indicated  that  the  omission 
of  the  bark  is  not  new,  though  not  a  publicly  recognised 
practice.  On  consideration  there  appeared  no  good  reason 
why  the  caraway  fruits  and  cardamom  seeds  should  not  be 
omitted  and  corresponding  quantities  of  the  essential  oils 
used  instead.  These  suggestions  were  embodied  in  the  fol- 
lowing revised  formula  for  tinctura  cardamomi  co.  : 

Oil  of  caraway    20  minims 

Oil  of  cinnamon    12  minims 

Oil  of  cardamoms   20  minims 

Cochineal  (in  powder)    220  grains 

Glycerin    4  ounces 

Alcohol  (60-per-cent.)    80  ounces 

Mr.  McCutcheon  next  took  as  an  example  a  bismuth, 
carb.  and  tinct.  cardam.  co.  mixture  given  in  the  "  Art  of 
Dispensing."  After  many  experiments,  of  which  details  were 
given,  he  found  that,  speaking  generally,  tinct.  cardam.  co. 
is  incompatible  with  oxide,  oxycarbonate,  and  subnitrate  of 
bismuth,  and  that  when  it  is  desired  to  have  a  mixture  con- 
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taining  bismuth  and  tinct.  cardam.  co.  liquor  bismuthi  should 
be  prescribed.  In  regard  to  the  action  of  tinct.  cardam.  co. 
on  sodium  bromide,  a  mixture  in  the  "  Art  of  Dispensing  " 
containing  tinct.  chlorof.  co..  amnion,  carbonate,  and  sodium 
bromide  was  referred  to.  Mr.  McCutcheon  found  that  the 
discharge  of  colour  is  really  due  to  the  incompatibility  of 
tinct.  cardam.  co.  with  sodium  bromide  rather  than  the 
ammonium  carbonate. 

Mr.  Ltjnan  said  he  thought  Mr.  McCutcheon  had  made  out 
a  case  not  for  mending,  but  for  ending,  this  tincture. 

Mr.  J.  Rutherford  Hill  then  contributed  a 

Note  on  a  Strychnine  Mixture. 
It  dealt  with  an  inquiry  made  regarding  the  crystals  of 
strychnine  found  on  the  sides  and  bottom  of  a  bottle  which 
had  stood  for  a  considerable  time  after  being  emptied  of 
the  following  mixture,  and  was  brought  back  to  be  refilled  : 
Liq.  strychinae  hydrochlor.        ...  sj. 

Aq.  menth.  pip.  ad    3''j- 

The  mixture  was  perfectly  clear  when  dispensed,  and  this 
separation  of  crystals  had  not  previously  been  observed. 
They  were  so  abundant  as  to  suggest  that  the  greater  part 
of  the  entire  quantity  of  strychnine  in  the  mixture,  amount- 
ing to  0.45  grain,  had  been  deposited,  a  result  for  which  the 
dispenser  was  unable  to  account.  It  was  found  that  the 
peppermint  water  used  had  been  prepared  by  the  too  common 
method  of  rubbing  up  the  essential  oil  with  the  official  light 
carbonate  of  magnesium,  adding  the  water  and  filtering. 
Mr.  Hill  recounted  the  experiments  he  had  made  until  he 
was  able  to  fix  the  blame  to  the  magnesia,  and  said  this  case 
well  demonstrated  the  necessity  of  discarding  magnesia  for 
an  insoluble  powder  such  as  kaolin  or  calcium  phosphate. 

Mr.  Merson  said  this  paper  required  publicity,  because 
one  could  not  imagine  a  more  dangerous  decomposition. 

Dr.  Macdonald  remarked  on  the  importance  of  the  paper, 
and  one  that  recoiled  upon  the  prescriber  very  severely.  He 
advocated  the  prescribing  of  strophanthus  and  strychnine  as 
drops,  and  not  in  a  mixture.  He  had  been  told  by  a  phar- 
macist, however,  that  when  this  is  diluted  with  water  some 
change  takes  place.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  should  re- 
present to  the  University  authorities  the  necessity  for  a 
more  thorough  education  in  materia  medica. 

Mr.  Glass  and  Mr.  Currie  also  contributed  to  the  dis- 
cussion ;  and  Mr.  Hill,  with  regard  to  Dr.  Macdonald's 
remarks,  said  he  believed  the  Professor  of  Materia  Medica 
in  the  University  desired  to  have  the  students  back  at  a 
later  stage  of  their  curriculum  that  they  might  learn  a  little 
more  about  this  very  important  part  of  their  work.  In 
answer  to  Dr.  Macdonald,  Mr.  Hill  said  an  aqueous  solu- 
tion of  strychnine  hydrochloride  is  very  stable.

The  business  of  the  late  Mr.  Edward  Bennet  Jackson,, 
chemist  and  druggist,  166  Rochdale  Road,  Harpurhey,  has> 
been  acquired  by  Mr.  J.  H.  Nidd,  chemist  and  druggist, 
714  Rochdale  Road,  Manchester. 
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e  P.A.T.A. 

has  entered  upon  the  fiercest  conflict  of  its 
•career.      To  many  not  acquainted  with  the  friction  with 
which  some  of  its  inside  wheels  were  working,  it  appeared 
to  have  reached  smooth  water,  and  was  supposed  to  have 
become  a  settled  institution.    But  the  fight  with  the  great 
co-operative  dragon  had  to  come  sooner  or  later,  and  it 
appears  to  have  developed  suddenly  at  last.    Even  since  the 
editorial  of  last  week  on  "  The  Co-operative  Problem"  was 
edited,  events  have  rushed  forward,  and  members  of  the 
Proprietary  Section,  on  whom,  of  course,  the  existence  of 
the  Association  depends,  are  being  called  upon  this  week  to 
renounce  transactions  with  organisations  of  immen-e  in- 
fluence which  are  by  far  the  largest  distributors  of  some  of 
the  articles  listed,  or  to  accept  the  brand  of  unfriendliness 
to  the  great  body  of  retailers.    The  alternative  falls  hardly 
on  firms  who  have  shown  sympathy  with  dealers  in  their 
products,  and  who  will  now  be  more  distinctly  marked  than 
if  they  had  always  maintained  an  attitude  of  indifference 
In  medio  tutissimus  ibis  was  the  advice  of  Phcebus  to 
phaeton  when  he  started  on  his  wild  drive  across  the  heavens 
but  it  must  be  assumed  that  for  the  P.A.T.A  no  middle 
course  was  available.    Collision  with  Jupiter  had  become 
inevitable,  and  the  most  discouraging  feature  of  the  prospect 
is  that  while  our   chariot  may  come  out  of  the  impact 
seriously  damaged,  we  cannot  hope  to  swerve  the  course 
oi  Jupiter.    The  retail  co-operative  societies  turn  over  sixty 
million  pounds  annually,  and  the  protected  articles  probably 
do  not  represent  a  quarter  per  cent,  of  that  total.    It  is  not 
likely  that  they  will  modify  their  system  for  such  a  fraction.

been  well  founded.  There  is  properly  a  wide  margin  between 
the  price  which  should  be  paid  to  an  unwilling  vendor  and 
that  which  he  may  have  to  accept  from  buyers  with  the 
world  before  them  where  to  choose.  The  jury  in  this  case, 
with  all  the  facts  and  circumstances  before  them,  appear  to 
have  awarded  rather  more  than  one  year's  net  profits  as  the 
value  of  the  goodwill.  What  are  the  principles  which  govern 
this 

Most  Variable  Asset  ? 

What  has  become  of  the  goodwill  which 
in  old  times  was  regularly  calculated  when  comfortable 
established  businesses  changed  hands?   Adam  Smith  treats 
the.  terms  "goodwill"  and  "connection"  as  svnonvmous. 
But  mere  connection  does  not  count  for  much  with  us 
moderns.    Tune  was  when  wholesale  houses  could  reckon 
with  substantial  certainty  on  their  connection  with  a  circle  of 
retailers,  and  the  retailers  in  turn  could  likewise  reckon  on 
their  connection  with  "  the  nobility,  gentry,  and  inhabitants 
generally  of  their  vicinity,"  as  they  used  to  say  in  their  very 
occasional  circulars.   And  this  connection  could  be  to  a  large 
extent  transferred  to  a  successor.      In  this  century  no 
customer  can  be  depended  upon  for  a  week  together.  A 
new  comer  with  some  trumpery  window-attraction  can  divert 
our  most  cherished  clients,  and  both  wholesalers  and  re- 
tailers have  to  fight  for  every  customer  almost  daily.  Mean- 
while goodwills  of  large  businesses  have  become  more  valu- 
able, more  sought  after.    The  public  pays  ten  years'  profits 
for  many  concerns  which  have  perhaps  been  created  in  half 
that  time  merely  by  lavish  advertising.      Partly  this  is 
accounted  for  by  the  greed  and  lack  of  discrimination  of  a 
section  of  the  investing  public.   But  really  sound  businesses 
when  converted  into  joint-stock  companies  often  bring  their 
vendors  much  more  than  ten  years'  profits  as  goodwill°There 
is  plenty  of  capital  available  for  a  5  or  6  per  cent,  moderately 
secure  investment.    This,  then,  shows  what  goodwill  really 
means.   It  is  the  value  of  the  surplus  profits  after  everybody 
concerned  with  the  management  and  conduct  of  any  business 
has  been  duly  remunerated. 

Chemist-photographers 

will  find  a  valuable  hint  in  "  Harper's 
Magazine"  for  January  in  an  article,  by  Professor  R.  K 
Duncan,  on  "  Catalytic  Processes."    It  describes  a  method 
devised  in  Germany  by  Professor  Ostwald  and  Dr.  Gros 
whereby  photographic  prkits  may  be  obtained  without  sun- 
light.   It  is  a  singularly  ingenious  application  of  a  known 
scientific  fact,  is  designated  the  "  Catatype  Process,"  and 
may  have  been  patented  in  this  country— the  writer  does  not 
say.   The  known  scientific  fact  is  that  peroxide  of  hydrogen 
decomposes  immediately  in  the  presence  of  metals.  The 
method  devised  consists  in  dipping  a  piece  of  cotton  into  a 
mixture  of  peroxide  of  hydrogen  and  ether,  and  rubbing  it 
quickly  over  the  negative.    While  the  ether  evaporates,  the 
decomposition  of  the  peroxide  by  the  silver  on  the  photo-  ' 
graph  takes  place,  and  there  is  left  on  the  negative  an  in- 
visible positive  of  hydrogen  peroxide.    To  get  a  print  the 
negative  or  plate  is  put  in  a  printing- frame  in  contact  with  a 
piece  of  gelatinised  paper,  when  the  hydrogen-peroxide  posi- 
tive adheres,  as  it  were,  to  the  gelatin,  and  on  dipping  the 
paper  in  a  solution  of  manganous  sulphate  a  beautiful 
picture  in  brown  tones  is  produced,  or  with  an  alkaline  silver 
solution  a  black  print  is  obtained.   The  process  is  peculiarly 
applicable  for  the  easy  production  of  carbon  prints.    In  this 
case  the  pigmented  and  unsensitised  paper  is  used  as  above, 
and  then  treated  in  the  ordinary  way.    It  is  only  fair  that 
the  name  of  Dr.  W.  J.  Russell,  F.R.S.,  ex-President  of  the 
Chemical  Society,  should  be  mentioned  in  connection  with 
the  process,  which  was  foreshadowed,  if  not  anticipated,  by 
the  experiments  he  reported  on  several  years  ago.

jEbitotial  Comments* 


Prices  without  Rebate. 

This  week's  meeting  of  manufacturers  who  are  members  of 
the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  was  quite  unani- 
mous in  adopting  resolutions  to  prevent  co-operative  dealers 
,oing  under  P.A.T.A.  prices  of  protected  goods  by  giving 
dividend  checks  with  them.    We  are  surprised  that  this 
decision  has  been  arrived  at  without  serious  defections.  A 
few  manufacturers,  who  feel  that  if  they  adhere  to  the 
resolutions  they  will  suffer  great  monetary  loss,  and  others 
who  favour  the  principle  expounded  by  Messrs.  Elhman, 
Sons  &  Co.  elsewhere  in  this  issue,  have  not  come  to  a  deci- 
sion, but  the  next  few  days  will  determine  how  many  will 
.esign  their  membership  of  the  P.A  T  A.    There  is ^no 
however,  the  slightest  indication  that  the  P-A-T.A.  is 
approaching  disintegration  or  anything  like  it;  nor  is  tneie 
occasion  for  a  jingo  cry  so  far  as  chemists  are ^concern  d. 
The  attitude  is  to  be  one  of  calm  expectancy,    borne  ot  the 
most  important  co-operative  retailers  in  the  country  have 
admitted  the  right  of  chemists  to  co-operate  for  the  purpose 
of  securing  a  living  profit,  and  in  fraternal  spirit  they  have 
adapted  their  business  methods  to  the  P  A  T.  A.  pnnc*to. 
The  net  result  of  Wednesday's  meeting  if  it  may  be boiled 
down  to  a  few  words,  is  that  P.A.T.A.  manufacturer  are 
to  endeavour  to  get  their  co-operative  customers  to  come 
into  line  with  others.    Until  they  do,  supplies  will  be

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upheld.  In  many  cases  this  means  a  big  loss  to  manufac- 
turers. Co-operative  stores  have  their  share  in  the  distribu- 
tion of  popular  specialities,  and  ere  long  they  will  be  telling 
customers  that  they  cannot  supply  these,  but  have  some- 
thing "  just  as  good."  Thus  individual  retailers  will  have 
an  opportunity  of  showing  their  appreciation  of  and 
gratitude  for,  the  loyalty  of  the  P.A.T.A.  manufacturers 
who  are  supporting  them.  Retailers  have  it  in  their  power 
to  make  good  the  sales  which  co-operatives  drop,  and  we 
have  no  hesitation  in  urging  that  they  should  try  to  do  so 
It  is  probable  that  one  outcome  of  this  week's  meeting  may 
be  a  more  definite  attitude  by  the  P.A.T.A.  on  the  question 
of  substitution.  Up  to  now  it  has  been  regarded  as  a  matter 
of  honour  that  retailers  of  protected  articles  shall  not  sub- 
stitute, but  hand  over  the  article  when  asked  for  without 
introducing  another  like  it.  Many  ignore  this  honourable 
understanding,  and  if  they  continue  in  this  course  during 
the  co-operative  interregnum  a  prohibitory  rule  is  likely  to 
be  formulated.  J

The  returns  show  by  what  ports  the  goods  entered— c 
we  note  that  103,908  lb.  of  cyanide  was  shipped  to  Port 
Elizabeth,  whereas  Cape  Town  only  received  508  lb  while 
the  53,992/.  for  the  Transvaal  went  via  Uelagoa  Bay 
Ihose  engaged  in  South  African  trade  are  well  aware 
that  an  agitation  is  on  foot  to  secure  an  increase 
cf  import  duties  having  for  their  main  object  the 
shutting  out  of  foreign  productions  as  far  as  possible,  so  as

The  Pharmacy  B-ll. 

We  have  had  to  delete  the  article  on  this  subject,  which  we 
had  in  type,  as  it  took  us  no  further  than  Wednesday  after- 
noon.   Up  to  that  time  it  was  doubtful  who  was  to  be  chief 
sponsor  of  the  measure.    Mr.  Lough,  whose  services  in  this 
regard  during  past  Sessions  have  earned  the  gratitude  of 
registered  chemists  and  druggists,  is  now  prevented  through 
his  connection  with  the  Board  of  Education  from  taking 
charge  of  the  Bill.    As  two  registered  chemists  are  now  in 
Parliament,  it  was  suggested  to  the  promoters  of  the  Bill 
that  one  of  them  should  act  as  its  sponsor.    Mr  Idris 
although  willing  to  assume  the  responsibility,  was  stromdy 
of  opmion  that  his  younger  ally,  Mr.  Richard  Winfrey 
should  be  approached.     Mr.  Winfrey's  speech  at  Peter- 
borough last  week  shows  that  he  does  not  approve  of  the 
whole  of  the  Bill,  but  his  chief  objection  was  to  the  curri- 
culum clause.    As  the  result  of  consultations  a  satisfactory 
arrangement  was  arrived  at  on  Wednesday  afternoon  and 
Mr.  Winfrey  has  undertaken  to  ask  leave  to  introduce  the 
Bill  on  Wednesday,  February  28.    Mr.  Winfrey  will  have 
plenty  support,  the  difficulty  being  to  select  from  those  who 
expressed  their  willingness  to  back  the  Bill     Mr  Idris  is 
of  course,  one  of  its  supporters.    So  far,  therefore,  the 
launching  of  the  Bill  is  assured,  but  the  same  cannot  be  said 
in  regard  to  the  prospects  of  its  success. 

There  is  much  in  it  upon  which  opinion  is  bound  to 
be  divided  and  to  which  too  little  attention  has  been  given 
by  the  trade.  Criticism  has  been  withheld  because  indi- 
viduals who  are  interested  in  the  subject  feel  that  it  is 
desirable  on  account  of  the  company  question,  that  the 
Bin  should  be  advanced  to  a  stage  when  it  may  be  referred 
to  a  Select  Committee.  There  it  would  receive  the  per- 
fectly  impartial  consideration  which  all  parties  affected  by 
the  Bill  desire.  This  applies  to  companies  as  well  as  to

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conviction  for  dispensing  poisons  without  labelling  them 
"  Poison,"  and  getting  the  signature  of  the  purchaser  in 
the  case  of  Part  I.  poisons.  This  is  one  of  the  disabilities 
that  the  Pharmacy  Bill  would  remove ;  as  yet  it  is  an  unfelt 
disability — "unheard  of,"  some  people  say — but  the  House 
of  Lords'  decision  in  1880  cannot  be  stretched  to  apply  to 
Section  17,  where  the  exemption  as  to  compounding  and 
dispensing  poisons  is  given  to  persons  registered  under  the 
Act.  The  exemption  was  reaffirmed  in  the  amending  Act 
of  1869,  thus  giving  it  double  force.  If  company  repre- 
sentatives will  think  over  this,  they  will  probably  realise 
that  they  have  something  to  gain  by  expediting  the  passage 
of  the  BilJ  to  the  Committee  stage.  The  Association  of 
Drug  Companies  is  now  reorganising  its  opposition,  and 
although  on  some  points  its  members  do  not  see  eye  to  eye 
with  each  other,  they  doubtless  will  agree  about  the  dis- 
ability referred  to.   ■

Influence  of  Malaria  on  Drug-actions. 
With  reference  to  the  inquiry  on  this  subject  by  an  Aus- 
tralian correspondent,  we  have  received  an  interesting  letter 
from  Sir  Patrick  Manson,  M.D.,  K.C.M.G.,  in  the  course  of 
which  he  says  that  there  is  nothing  positively  known  about 
it,  although  there  are  many  suggestions.  It  is,  however,  to 
be  noted  that  there  are  many  semi- superstitious  ideas  about 
malaria  and  its  effects  which  have  no  genuine  basis  of  fact. 
For  example,  it  has  been  said  that  malaria  prevents  phthisis. 
It  is  now  positively  known  that,  if  anything,  it  favours 
phthisis.  There  is  a  way  in  which  malaria  may  influence 
the  action  of  drugs  or,  rather,  prevent  the  action  of  drugs 
given  by  the  mouth.  During  malarial  fever  the  gastro- 
intestinal membrane  is  in  a  catarrhal  condition  not  calculated 
to  favour  absorption.  Therefore,  the  action  of  a  drug  in 
such  circumstances  might  be  delayed  or  altogether  pre- 
vented. Possibly  drugs  might  in  this  way  accumulate  for 
a  time  and  then  suddenly  become  absorbed  in  toxic  quan- 
tities. Sir  Patrick's  belief  is  that  malaria  has  no  specific 
bearing  upon  the  action  of  drugs.  Mr.  James  Cantlie, 
F.R.C.S.,  editor  of  the  "Journal  of  Tropical  Medicine," 
informs  us  that  he  is  to  make  inquiry  on  the  subject,  upon

Tiie  Pharmacy  Bill. 

The  new  House  of  Commons  has  not  yet  settled  down  to- 
the  conunon  round  and  daily  task  of  its  legislative  business, 
and  it  is  difficult  as  yet  to  say  anything  very  definite  re- 
garding the  prospects  of  the  Pharmacy  Bill.  The  leading 
supporters  of  the  Bill  were  not  successful  on  Wednesday 
in  getting  a  good  place  for  the  measure  in  the  ballot  for 
precedence.  The  ballot,  however,  involves  the  survival  of 
the  few  rather  than  of  the  fittest. 

With  regard  to  the  prospects  of  the  Bill  in  the  new  Par- 
liament, I  understand  that  the  attitude  of  Mr.  Alexander 
Cross,  M.P.,  towards  the  measure  would  be  largely  depen- 
dent upon  the  proposals  of  the  Bill,  which,  in  his  opinion, 
will  in  some  respects  doubtless  require  modification.  The 
claims  for  monopoly  sale  put  forward  on  behalf  of  chemists 
for  certain  articles  of  large  agricultural  necessity  would, 
in  his  view,  have  to  be  modified.  Mr.  Cross  has  no  desire 
to  stand  in  the  way  of  the  necessary  regulations  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical profession,  and  suggests  that"  the  changes  which 
may  be  necessary  in  regard  to  the  agricultural  or  horti- 
cultural interests  should  be  directed,  not  by  his  opinion, 
but  by  the  opinion  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  with 
whose  judgment  he  would  be  prepared  to  coincide. 

Writing  on  Thursday,  our  representative  adds  :  "  Mr.  R. 
Winfrey,  the  member  for  South  Norfolk,  will,  I  under- 
stand, introduce  the  Bill  next  Wednesday.  The  Bill  is 
described  as  one  '  to  provide  for  the  further  regulation  of 
the  sale  of  poisons  and  the  compounding  of  medical  pre- 
scriptions, and  to  amend  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  1852  and 
1868.'  It  is  understood  that  Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris  will  act 
with  him  as  joint  sponsor  for  the  Bill.  Mr.  Winfrey  informs 
me  that  his  Bill  will  b^e  very  much  the  same  as  the  measure 
before  Parliament  last  year,  but  that,  at  his  request,  the 
clause  dealing  with  the  compulsory  curriculum  will  be  con- 
siderably modified.  [Our  representative  describes  Mr. 
Winfrey's  views  as  noted  on  p.  311.]  The  text  of  the  Bill 
has  not  yet  been  drafted." 

Fertilisers  and  Feeding-stuffs. 

Lord  Burghclere  has  given  notice  of  his  intention  to  draw 
attention  in  the  House  of  Lords  to  the  report  of  the  Depart- 
mental Committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture 
to  inquire  into  and  report  upon  the  working  in  Great  Britain 
of  the  Fertilisers  and  Feeding-stuffs  Act,  1893.  His  Lord- 
ship will  ask  if  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Government  to  bring 
in  an  amending  Bill.  No  day  has  yet  been  named  for 
bringing  the  subject  forward. 

Sunday  Closing. 

Although  chemists  and  druggists  would  not  be  directly 
affected  by  the  measure  which  Lord  Avebury  has  frequently 
promoted  for  the  Sunday  closing  of  shops,  his  movement 
is  one  which  has  always  been  followed  with  interest.  His 
Lordship  has  not  yet  re-introduced  his  Bill,  but  he  pro- 
poses on  March  9  to  move  a  resolution  dealing  with  the  sub- 
ject, in  the  House  of  Lords,  pressing  the  matter  on  "the 
serious  and  early  attention  of  his  Majesty's  Government." 

Pharmacy  Acts  (Ireland). 

The  Orders  in  Council  of  November  4,  1905,  and  Feb- 
ruary 7,  1906,  were  presented  to  the  House  of  Commons  on 
Monday,  February  19,  and  ordered  to  lie  on  the  table. 
These  relate  to  the  reduction  of  the  licence-examiners'  fees 
(save  those  appointed  under  old  rule)  to  7s.  6d.  per  candi- 
date examined,  and  to  the  substitution  of  the  first  fourteen 
chapters  of  Edmond  for  Oliver's  Lessons  in  Elementary 
Botany  in  the  Preliminary  examination. 

Medicines  for  Russia. 
Sir  Howard  Vincent  has  given  notice  of  questions  in 
regard  to  the  exceptionally  prohibitive  tariff  which  Russia 
will  shortly  enforce  upon  imports  of  manufactures.  He 
will  call  especial  attention,  having  personal  knowledge  of  the 
matter,  to  the  difficulty  which  is  experienced  in  Russia  of 
obtaining  English  medicines,  and  the  increased  duty  which 
is  shortly  to  be  imposed  upon  such  goods.

During  the  discussion  it  was  sug- 
gested that  the  lists  of  protected  articles  might  with  advan- 
tage be  more  freely  distributed  among  holders  of  patent- 
medicine  licences  who  are  neither  members  of  the  P.A.T.A.

gress through  ignorance.

The  dis- 
cussion was  based  upon  a  schedule  which  had  been  drawn 
up  by  the  Glasgow  Chemists'  Association,  and  which,  it  was 
stated,  was  working  among  all  the  chemists  (and  cutting 
companies)  of  that  district. 

In  the  discussion  it  was  evident  that  a  great  difference 
of  opinion  existed,  and  it  was  found  that  the  more  the 
subject  was  discussed,  the  more  it  teemed  with  difficulties. 
What  is  a  "fair  profit"  and  to  "dispense"?  Does  dis- 
pensing include  making  up  domestic  recipes  and  simply 
"  handing-over  "  an  original  package  ?  What  is  a  fair  price 
to  charge  for  twelve  tablets  (1  or  2  or  3  oz.  of  a  prepara- 
tion) out  'of  an  original  gross  (or  one)  bottle?  If  it  is 
likely  that  the  remaining  nine-tenths  or  so  will  become  dead 
stock,  it  certainly  ought  to  be  charged  at  a  higher  rate  than 
for  a  preparation  in  general  demand ;  and  often  an  article 
in  frequent  demand  in  one  part  is  practically  never  called 
for  in  another. 

Ultimately  the  matter  was  allowed  to  stand  over  until 
a  more  acceptable  scheme  could  be  propounded. 

Federation. — A  resolution  that  the  Association  should 
join  the  Federation  of  Local  Associations  was  earned  nam.

York  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  on  February  16. 
There  was  a  large  attendance,  among  those  present  being 
Alderman  Sir  J.  Sykes  Rymer,  Dr.  Smith  (Medical  Officer 
of  Health),  Messrs.  S.  Scruton,  J. P.,  A.  Humphreys,  J.  F. 
Lupton,  M.  F.  Burgin,  W.  Sowray,  W.  Saville,  J.  R. 
Steedman,  C.  Walker,  E.  J.  Wood,  T.  C.  Atkinson,  and 
Laverack  (Mai ton). 

Glass-making. — Mr.  J.  F.  Lupton  (President)  called 
upon  Mr.  Malcolm  Spence  (general  manager  of  the  York 
Glass  Co.)  to  give  his  lecture  on  "  The  Art  and  History  of 
Glass-making."  Mr.  Spence  said  it  is  quite  possible  that 
Moses  and  Pharaoh  watched  the  glass-blowers  of  ancient 
Egypt  at  their  work ;  the  origin  of  the  art  is  shrouded  in 
the  mists  of  antiquity,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  ancient 
Egyptians  were  skilled  glass-workers.  He  went  on  to  out- 
line the  history  and  progress  of  the  art  until  1557,  when 
the  first  glass-works  were  established  in  England ;  they 
proved  a  failure,  but,  being  revived  in  1660,  the  industry 
progressed.  The  first  glass-works  were  established  in 
York  in  1730 ;  this  venture  was  also  a  failure ;  but  in  1794 
another  firm,  originated  by  two  York  jewellers,  was  started, 
and  ever  since  then  the  industry  has  held  its  own  in  the 
district. 

Mr.  Spence  then  dealt  with  the  technical  part  of  his 
lecture,  making  his  points  clear  by  the  aid  of  a  large  number 
of  lantern-slides,  specially  prepared  for  the  occasion.  The 
ingredients  for  glass,  all  in  fine  powder  and  well  mixed,  are 
put  into  large  clay  crucibles, and  heated  to  a  temperature  of 
about  2,700u,  when  a  liquid  mass  results.  It  is  most  im- 
portant to  keep  the  mass  at  this  heat  for  some  time,  to  allow 
the  gases  and  air  to  escape,  as,  if  the  surface  once  gets 
cooled,  it  is  impossible  to  drive  the  bubbles  of  gas  out;  the 
result  is  failure,  and  the  mass  has  to  be  taken  out,  powdered 
again,  and  remelted.  The  mass  is  cooled  to  about  2,400° 
before  it  its  workable ;  at  that  temperature  it  has  the  con- 
sistence of  dense  syrup.  Mr.  Spence  said  glass-blowing  is 
not  so  injurious  to  health  as  many  people  imagine— a  fact 
which  he  proved  by  quoting  the  long  terms  of  service  of  men 
in  the  employ  of  the  York  Glass  Co.  The  workmen's  good 
health  he  attributed  in  a  great  measure  to  the  amount  of 
exercise  they  get  in  their  work. 

Mr.  Spence  had  on  the  tables  a  most  interesting  and 
instructive  display  of  the  different  tools  used  by  glass- 
workers,  pieces  of  glass  in  different  stages  of  manufacture, 
moulds  for  making  bottles,  etc.,  which  were  explained  by 
Mr.  Spence  and  his  assistants  before  and  after  the  lecture. 


Leicester  Chemists'  Association. 

The  annual  general  meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at 
Winn  s  Cafe  on  February  13,  Mr.  W.  Rowe  (President)  in 
the  chair.  Two  new  members  (Messrs.  H.  N.  B.  Richard- 
son and  Lewis)  were  elected. 

_  Annual  Reports.— Mr.  G.  E.  Marfitt  (Hon.  Secretary), 
in  presenting  his  report,  referred  to  the  fact  that  the  Asso- 
ciation gives  prizes  to  the  pharmaceutical  students  at  the 
botany  classes  held  at  the  technical  schools,  and  that  the 
custom  may  in  the  near  future  be  extended  to  the  chemistry 
classes.  The  first  prize  last  year  was  won  by  Mr.  J.  Dowty, 
assistant  to  Mr.  Heamshaw ;  the  second  prize  went  to  Mr. 
Axworthy,  who  is  with  Mr.  Hind,  both  of  whom  did  ex- 
cellent work,  and  between  whom  there  was  very  little  to 
choose. 

Mr.  S.  E.  Cleaver  (Hon.  Treasurer)  then  gave  his  report, 


showing  an  even  balance-sheet.  Both  reports  were  adopted 
as  highly  satisfactory. 

Election  of  Officers.— Mi-.  Walter  Rowe  was  unani- 
mously re-elected  President  for  1906;  Messrs.  Thirlby, 
Woolley,  and  J.  A.  Butler  were  elected  Vice-President  s  ;

Crofts  said  he  would  like  a  strong  movement  to  take  place 
as  regards  closing  in  the  town  at  a  regular  setting  by  all 
trades,  pointing  out  that  in  districts  where  other  trades 
kept  open  very  late  it  was  awkward  for  the  chemists  to  close 
early,  as  the  people  got  into  the  habit  of  shopping  late. 
After  some  further  talk  on  the  matter,  it  was  decided  to 
bring  the  subject  up  at  the  next  available  opportunity  for 
further  discussion. 

Poison-bottles. — A  discussion  ensued  concerning  the 
supplying  of  poisons  in  bottles  other  than  "  poison  "-bottles, 
and  it  was  agreed  that  members  should  endeavour  to  educate 
the  public  that  any  dangerous  liquids  must  be  put  into 
"  poison  "-bottles.  'Mr.  Marfitt  mentioned  that  the  public 
could  obtain  free  supplies  of  disinfectants  from  the  Cor- 
poration yards,  etc.,  in  any  kind  of  bottle  they  chose  to 
take.  It  was  decided  that  a  d«  uitation  from  the  Associa- 
tion should  wait  on  the  municipal  luthorities  with  reference 
to  the  matter. 

Visiting  the  Infirmary.— <X 1  February  8  thirty 
members  spent  a  pleasant  afternoon  at  the  new  poor-law 
infirmary,  North  EvingtO,  the  opening  of  which  was  re- 
ported in  this  journal  thres  or  four  months  ago.  The 
visitors  were  received  by  Mr.  J.  A.  Butler  and  Mr.  Kemp, 
(chairman  of  the  Infirmary  Committee),  who.  before  con- 
ducting the  party  round,  explained  the  plan  of  the  buildings. 
The  dispensary  perhaps  interested  the  chemists  most,  and 
was  found  to  be  most  completely  and  admirably  fitted  in 
mahogany  and  recess  labelled  bottles.  The  dispensing  is 
done  at  present  by  the  resident  medical  officer,  but  probably 
a  qualified  dispenser  will  be  shortly  employed. 


Western  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  of  this  Association  was  held  at  the  Norfolk 
Square  Hotel,  London  Street,  W.,  on  February  21,  Mr. 
W.  J.  I.  Philp  (President)  in  the  chair.  There  was  a  sparse 
attendance  of  members,  clue  probably  to  the  Terpsichorcan 
attractions  in  an  adjoining  street. 

Chemists  as  Opticians. — Mr.  J.  R.  Cornish,  President  of 
the  Society  of  Chemist-Opticians,  gave  an  address  on  this 
subject,  dealing  in  an  instructive  manner  with  the  need  for 
workers  in  optics,  and  the  way  in  which  the  chemist-optician 
stands  with  medical  men.  Mr.  Cornish  pointed  out  that  the 
ophthalmic  hospitals  were  quite  unable  to  cope  adequately 
with  all  the  cases  of  eyesight  sent  to  them,  and  there  was 
no  necessity  for  middle-class  people  to  go  to  a  hospital. 
Medical  men  generally  had  neither  the  opportunity  nor  the 
necessary  capital  to  invest  in  all  the  instruments  required 
for  scientific  sight-testing.  Considering  that  about  60  per 
cent,  of  the  population  of  the  country  suffered  from  defec- 
tive vision,  it  was  clear  that  a  class  of  capable  opticians  was 
wanted  to  supply  the  requirements  of  that  middle  class 
who  would  not  go  to  a  hospital,  but  yet  could  not  afford  a 
21.  2s.  consultant-fee.  Chemists,  by  means  of  their  scientific 
training,  were,  he  argued,  the  most  suitable  profession  tc 
fill  in  the  gap,  and  Mr.  Cornish  then  proceeded  to  state  the 
requirements  for,  and  limitations  laid  down  for,  the  chemist- 
optician.  He  was  particularly  emphatic  on  the  point  that 
unless  the  business  of  a  chemist-optician  is  run  on  profes- 
sional lines,  and  unless  the  chemist  be  properly  qualified 
and  careful,  it  will  fail.  The  medical  profession  as  a  whole 
are  very  favourably  inclined  to  the  trained  optician.  The 
chemist  who  passes  the  Spectacle-makers'  Company's  ex- 
amination is  bound  down  to  certain  well-defined  lines, 
which  he  must  not  overstep.  He  sends  cases  which  he 
recognises  are  beyond  him  to  an  oculist,  and  the  oculist 
invariably  reciprocates  by  sending  the  client  back  with  a 
prescription. 

Discussion. — The  Chairman  congratulated  Mr.  Cornish 
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on  the  endeavours  his  Society  were  making  to  raise  the 
selling  of  spectacles  to  the  dignity  of  a  profession.  He 
was  pleased  to  know  that  the  medical  profession  were  in 
sympathy  with  the  aims  of  the  chemist-optician.  Mr. 
Julius  Caesar  endorsed  all  that  had  been  said  by  Mr. 
Cornish  regarding  the  necessity  for  a  thorough  training, 
and  said  there  was  a  great  field  open  for  chemists  in  the 
sale  of  optical  goods.  Mr.  Barrett  asked  for  some  definite 
information  as  to  how  to  qualify  for  the  business,  and  Mr. 
Cornish  replied  in  detail,  recommending  a  course  at  the 
Northampton  Institute,  a  practical  course  under  Mr.  Lionel 
Laurence,  and  the  passing  of  the  Spectacle-makers'  Com- 
pany's examinations.  Dr.  Lanyon  Owen,  speaking  as  a 
medical  man,  agreed  with  everything  that  had  been  said  by 
Mr.  Cornish.  The  majority  of  the  medical  profession,  he 
said,  had  not  only  not  the  time,  opportunity,  or  money 
necessary  to  go  into  the  question  of  optics,  but,  most  im- 
portant of  all,  they  had  not  the  knowledge.  Few  general 
practitioners  have  any  knowledge  at  all  of  the  subject,  the 
principal  reason  for  that  being,  probably,  that  the  subject 
is  not  an  obligatory  one  in  the  medical  curriculum,  and  is 
therefore  neglected.  He  cordially  agreed  that  there  is  a 
great  place  waiting  for  chemist-opticians.  Mr.  Cornish 
had  mentioned  certain  headaches  as  due  to  eyestrain.  It  is 
well  known  that  there  are  many  other  ailments,  conditions 
of  vomiting,  and  so  forth,  that  are  caused  by  errors  of 
refraction.  Mr.  F.  A.  Rogers  inquired  whether  it  was  easy 
for  the  chemist-optician  to  know  from  his  examination  of 

.  the  eye  whether  the  case  was  one  for  a  medical  man  or  not. 
He  thought  there  might  be  a  possible  danger  of  some  eye- 
disease  being  overlooked.    Mr.  Cornish  said  the  border- 

;  line  between  the  scope  of  the  chemist-optician  and  the 
necessity  for  the  medical  man  was  very  well  defined.  The 
more  educated  the  optician,  the  less  likely  he  was  to  be 
careless.  There  was  no  difficulty  in  detecting  a  serious 
case.  Dr.  Lanyon  Owen  also  supplemented  Mr.  Cornish's 
remarks  by  saying  that  he  did  not  think  there  were  any 
diseases  of  the  eye  that  an  optician  with  the  training  out- 
lined by  Mr.  Cornish  would  not  be  able  to  detect  at  once. 
On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Edmund  White,  seconded  by  Mr. 
J.  F.  Harrington,  a  cordial  vote  of  thanks  was  accorded  to 
Mr.  Cornish. 


Leeds  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  at  the  Grand  Central  Hotel,  Leeds,  on 
Thursday,  February  15,  when  a  large  number  of  members 
attended,  Mr.  G.  W.  Worfolk  (President)  being  in  the  chair. 
The  business  of  the  meeting  was  a  lecture  by  Dr.  Charles 
Symes  (Liverpool)  on 

Some  Problems  which  Present  themselves  in  the 
Practice  of  Pharmacy. 
Dr.  Symes  spoke  first  of  the  position  of  the  youth  on  the 
threshold  of  the  calling.  He  agreed  that  the  abolition  of 
the  old  Preliminary  examination  was  still  open  to  objection, 
but  as  the  more  stringent  one  shut  out  many  who  would 
otherwise  enter  their  ranks,  better  men  are  coming  into  the 
business,  and  eventually  the  failures  in  the  qualifying 
examination  will  be  reduced.  The  scarcity  of  apprentices 
is  not  solely_  due  to  the  stiffer 
Arts  examination  :  chemists 
themselves  are  in  some  measure 
responsible,  as,  owing  to  falling 
off  in  their  remuneration,  they 
have  been  depreciating  their 
own  business  in  the  public  eyes. 
Moreover,  they  have  been 
losing,  in  some  measure,  that 
semi-professional  character 
which  used  to  attract  respect- 
able youths  and  commend  itself 
to  parents  and  guardians,  with 
the  result  that  they  look  for 
something  more  remunerative 
and  equally  respectable.  Dr. 
Symes  also  pointed  out  that  the 
system  of  training  apprentices 
is  not  attractive,  owing  to  the 
u  j  -i  ,  •  .  conditions  of  business  beinrr 
50  changed  that  it  is  more  difficult  for  the  pharmac st 
to  teach  a  youth  the  business.    What  with  compressed 
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goods,  capsuled  goods,  and  things  put  up  by  firms  and 
advertised — with  almost  as  much  effect  upon  the  doctors, 
apparently,  as  upon  the  uninstructed  public — it  is  really 
difficult  to  teach  a  youth  how  to  make  pills,  tinctures,  and 
compounds,  seeing  that  these  things  are  so  much  less  pre- 
scribed than  used  to  be  the  case.  The  means  of  getting 
over  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  apprentices  is  really  of  great 
importance  to  the  calling,  and  one  important  matter  in  that 
connection  is  the  question  of 

dividing  the  qualifying  examination. 
He  had  always  advocated  such  a  division.  If,  in  two  or 
three  years'  time,  after  entering  the  trade,  the  apprentice 
could  go  in  for  a  theoretical  part  of  the  examination  (to 
relieve  the  pressure  of  the  final),  he  would  have  encourage- 
ment to  commence  his  studies  at  once,  and  would  have  some- 
thing to  look  forward  to  immediately.  Moreover,  the 
master  would  have  a  certain  amount  of  responsibility  in 
seeing  that  the  apprentice  should  work  in  the  direction  of 
that  examination.  Therefore  the  division  of  the  qualifying 
examination  would  be  good  all  round.  What  happens  at 
present  is  that  when  the  youth  of  fifteen  or  sixteen  finds 
that  five  or  six  years  will  elapse  before  he  can  go  up  for  his 
qualifying  examination,  the  chances  are  ten  to  one  that  he 
abandons  the  habit  of  study  acquired  at  school  and  takes 
his  pleasure  and  amusement  instead.  Then,  after  dropping 
study  for  four  or  five  years,  he  finds  it  very  difficult,  when 
serious  necessity  for  study  comes  at  length,  to  settle  down 
to  it.  Schools  cannot  train  a  youth  for  his  actual  usefulness 
in  business.  While  the  examination  could  not,  of  course, 
be  completed  and  registration  obtained  until  the  age  of 
twenty-one,  there  did  not  appear  to  him  to  be  any  real 
obstacle  to  a  portion  of  the  examination  being  taken  before 
that  age,  with  the  resultant  advantages  already  mentioned — 
this  being  quite  distinct  from  the  question  of  a  curriculum. 
Referring  to  the  qualifying  examination,  Dr.  Symes  said  the 
percentage  of  failures  (70  to  75)  is  abnormally  large,  and 
unfortunately  the  failures  are  mainly  in  the  practical  sub- 
jects. The  remedies  for  this  are  better  preliminary  training 
and  the  division  of  the  qualifying  examination.  He  then 
touched  upon  the  small  number  presenting  themselves  for 

the  major  examination, 
which  is  still  under  the  consideration  of  the  Education  Com- 
mittee of  the  Council,  and  all  that  he  said  now  was  that,  if 
they  were  to  have  any  improvement,  they  must  not  educate 
men  in  a  direction  which  led  them  outside  the  business  and 
converted  them  into  public  analysts,  officers  of  health, 
chemists  of  works,  and  so  on.  As  a  mere  matter  of  business 
that  is  not  the  proper  thing.  In  the  Major  examination  he 
would  like  to  see  something  which  would  enable  the  candi- 
date to  show  that  he  has  applied  the  knowledge  which  he 
possesses.  If  they  could  secure  that,  they  would  stamp 
the  man  who  passed  the  Major  as  a  better  pharmacist,  and 
that  is  what  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  wants  rather  than 
proving  him  to  be  a  scientific  man  who 'is  going  in  for  some 
other  calling.  The  man  who  has  qualified  by  passing  the 
Minor  examination  presumes  that  he  has  got  over  the  greater 
difficulties  of  life,  whereas  experience  shows  he  has  only 

commenced  to  meet  his  difficulties. 
He  finds,  in  the  first  place,  that  there  is  much  practical 
knowledge  still  to  be  acquired,  and  when  he  commences  on 
his  own  account  he  finds  himself  surrounded  by  a  number 
of  obligations  in  compliance  with  the  many  requirements  of 
Acts_  of  Parliament  specially  affecting  liis  calling.  He 
requires  a  licence  for  the  sale  of  patent  medicines,  one  for 
methylated  spirit,  and  perhaps  another  for  wines.  There 
are  few  other  callings  so  surrounded  by  responsibilities  and 
special  requirements.  The  chemist  cannot  recommend  for 
the  slightest  ailment  hardly  any  article  that  he  sells  without 
a  duty-stamp  of  about  15  per  cent,  on  the  value.  His  fragile 
measures  must  be  verified  and  his  minute  dispensing-weights 
stamped.  In  addition  to  contributing  his  quota  to  the 
miqmtously  extravagant  Imperial  and  municipal  taxation, 
he  is  subject  at  all  times  to  vexatious  prosecutions  under  the 
Explosives  Act,  the  Medicine-stamp  Act,  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts,  and  other  legislation,  much  of  which  has 
been  used  m  a  very  vexatious  way  in  the  past.  Dr  Symes 
dealt  minutely  with  the  last  subject,  the  following  being 
some  of  his  observations  : 

It  is  un-English  that  an  inspector  can  come  into  the  shop 
and  ask  for  something  which  is  taken  away  and  said  to  be 
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adulterated,  and  that  the  person  concerned  might,  upon 
taking  it  to  Somerset  House,  prove  it  not  to  bo  adulterated, 
when,  for  every  hundred  people  who  read  that  he  had  been 
summoned  for  an  offence,  there  might  be  only  one  or  two 
who  would  have  the  subsequent  knowledge  that  he  had 
been  proved  innocent  in  the  matter.    Ho  was  glad  to  say 
that  tho  public  analysts  themselves  had  moved  in  the  matter 
of  endeavouring  to  get  something  like  a  standard  or  a  court 
of  reference,  so  that  the  commission  of  an  offence  should  be 
thoroughly  proved  before  a  prosecution  takes  place. 
Reference  was  next  made  to  Civil  Service  men  competing 
with  traders  and  not  contributing  to  the  Imperial  Exchequer 
on  their  trading  profits.    This  naturally  led  to  consideration 
of  the  company  question,  through  which  the  Pharmacy  Act 
is  trodden  under  foot,  and  Dr.  Symes  spoke  of  the  continued 
existence  of  the  1852  Act,    The  very  essence  of  the  Phar- 
macy Act,  as  passed  by  Parliament,  was,  he  said,  qualified 
ownership  and  direction,  and  he  instanced  the  1880  decision 
and  those  in  the  Wheeldon  and  Piper  cases  as  subversive  of 
the  original  intention  of  the  Act.    The  Pharmacy  Bill  is,  he 
continued,  a  reasonable  embodiment  of  what  they  ought  to 
expect  and  attain.    It  embodied  a  compromise,  to  a  certain 
extent,  by  recognising  the  companies  provided  that  they 
have  an  individual  director  who  is  qualified,  and  so  restoring 
to  the  Act,  to  a  certain  extent,  that  principle  of  individual 
proprietorship  which  was  the  essence  of  the  Act  in  the 
beginning,  so  far  as  the  conditions  of  the  company  could  be 
•compatible  with  that  principle.    He  hoped  that  every  phar- 
macist would  do  his  best  to  get  this  Bill  passed  into  law 
and  thus  solve  one  of  the  problems  with  which  they  had  to 
cleal     He  then  referred  to  the  Rankin's  ointment  cases  in 
Leeds ;  but  as  he  understood  that  the  Association  intends 
to  devote  an  evening  to  the  consideration  of  the  question 
involved,  he  merely  touched  upon  it,  saying  that  the  decision 
really  affected  qualified  men  only,  and  this  made  one  reflect 
as  to  whether  the  Society,  in  its  effort  to  put  down  un- 
qualified trading,  did  not  to  some  extent,  in  other  respects, 
overlook  the  matter  of  the  interests  of  the  qualified  men 
W  ext.  Dr.  Symes  touched  upon  the  decision  under  the 
Medicine-stamp  Acts  in  Farmer  v.  Glyn-Jones.    At  first 
he  said  it  appeared  that  the  decision  had  stirred  up  the 
Board  of  Inland  Revenue  to  very  active  measures  of  retalia- 
tion, but  in  the  end  it  had  been  helpful  in  the  direction  of

Preparation  of  strychnine."  It  is  very  awkward  when 
somebody  comes  and  asks  for  something  which  contains  a 
minute  amount  of  a  poison  in  Part  1,  and  the  chemist  is  not 
quite  sure  whether  it  would  come  under  the  definition  of  a 
preparation  of  that  poison  ;  for  if  the  chemist  interpreted  it 
in  too  strict  a  sense,  and  put  customers  to  the  trouble  of 
going  and  finding  a  witness,  the  only  probable  result  would 
be  that  the  customer  would  walk  into  the  nearest  store  and 
get  served  there  without  any  trouble  whatever  The  Phar 
maceutical  Society  has  the  power  to  put  any  preparation  in 
i  f  °r  ,  ,  2'  and  manv  everyday  pharmacists  like  him- 
self would  be  greatly  helped  if  it  would  make  an  extended 
use  of  that  power.  He  moved  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Dr.  Symes 
Air.  Brown  seconded  the  vote  of  thanks,  and  asked  Dr' 
bymes  How  does  the  law  stand  in  regard  to  giving  a  draught 
ot  Easton  s  syrup  or  Fellows'  syrup  in  the  shop  ?  They

Mr.  Bowman  said  if  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  saw  its 
way  to  divide  the  Minor  examination  it  should  put  in  the 
additional  subject  of  bookkeeping.  As  a  wholesaler,  he 
found  that  bookkeeping  was  a  matter  in  which  the  chemist 
as  a  rule  is  greatly  wanting,  and  that  in  many  cases  the 
want  is  of  such  a  serious  character  that  a  business  is  far  less 
profitable  than  it  might  be  if  the  chemist  were  able  to  ascer- 
tain his  position  at  the  end  of  the  year,  and  to  know  precisely 
what  he  is  doing  with  the  things  in  which  he  is  dealing.  It 
s  the  rule  in  the  chemist's  shop,  rather  than  the  exception 
that  there  is  no  proper  set  of  books

refened  to  the  brighter  prospects  for  pharmacv  legislation 
owing  to  the  fact  that  a  large  number  of  the  "members  of 
the  newly  elected  Parliament  were  pledged  to  support  phar- 
macy reform.  Mr.  Douglas,  alludingeto  the  question  of 
outside  chemists  dispensing  for  hospital  patients,  intimated 
that  he  had  been  approached  by  the  steward  of  St.  Thomas's 
Hospital,  and  an  arrangement  had  been  come  to  whereby 
Mr.  Douglas  supplied  surgical  dressings  to  such  patients  at 
St.  Ihomas  s  Hospital  as  the  medical  staff  were  of  opinion 
could  afford  to  bear  a  portion  of  the  expense.  The  hospital 
authorities  had  printed  a  slip,  which  was  given  to  such 
patients,  and  taken  to  Mr.  Douglas,  who  supplied  the  articles 
m  quantities  indicated  at  almost  cost-price.  The  list  in- 
cluded bandages  (four  sizes),  lint,  cyanide  gauze,  boric  lint, 
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oiled  paper,  and  absorbent  wool,  and  the  printed  intimation 
at  the  bottom  of  the  slip  is  as  follows  : 

These  may  be  obtained  from  any  chemist,  but  for  the  con- 
venience of  patients  attending  this  hospital  arrangements 
have  been  made  with  Mr.  J.  W.  Douglas,  164  Lambeth 
Walk,  to  supply  at  reasonable  charges. 
Mr.  Douglas  said  he  was  very  well  satisfied  with  the  arrange- 
ment, and  thought  it  capable  of  much  development^  The 
general  opinion  of  the  meeting  was  that  it  is  a  step  in  the 
right  direction. 

Breaking  Bulk. — Mr.  Douglas  then  read  a  paper  in 
which  he  condemned  the  practice  of  breaking  bulk  in  pro- 
prietaries, pointing  out  that  it  was  a  danger  to  the  chemist 
and  to  the  public  that  was  certain  to  increase  as  time  went 
on.  The  tendency  was  to  make  chemists  mere  machines 
for  handing  over  patent  medicines,  and  moreover  it  gave 
small  shopkeepers  more  and  more  the  opportunity  to  handle 
these  goods.  His  chief  point,  however,  was  that  the  prac- 
tice was  a  cheating  of  the  Revenue,  for  he  argued  : 

If  a  dutiable  article  is  under  the  value  of  Is.,  say  6c7.,  it 
has  always  borne  a  ljcZ.  duty,  but  if  four  Steedman's  powders 
are  sold  for  bd.  the  amount  of  duty  paid  to  the  Revenue  is 
only  one  halfpenny. 
Elaborating  this  idea  he  showed  that  while  only  Is.  duty 
is  payable  on  an  lis.  box  of  Stedman's  powders,  containing 
240  powders,  if  the  contents  of  the  box  were  sold  in  packets 
of  nine  the  duty  woidd  amount  to  3s.  4(Z.  In  the  case  of 
Beeeham's  pills,  the  Revenue  gets  l^d.  on  the  Is.  box  and 
7>d.  on  the  2s.  6d.  box,  but  on  4s.  8d.,  when  split  up  into 
fifty-six  sales  of  three  pills  for  a  Id.,  the  duty  payable  ought 
to  be  Is.  He  deprecated  the  "  glorious  privilege  of  exemp- 
tion by  printing  the  formula  on  the  label."  He  thought  the 
Inland  Revenue  should  withhold  the  privilege  of  breaking 
bulk  altogether,  for  it  would  tend  to  encourage  the  adver- 
tising of  a  pill  or  a  powder  to  be  retailed  in  pennyworths. 
These  would  be  packed  in  large  original  packets  of  the 
nominal  value  of  10s.,  bearing  a  Is.  stamp,  and  the  contents 
would  be  retailed  at  an  amount  which  ought  to  yield  the 
Revenue  a  duty  of  five  or  ten  times  what  it  did.  In  support 
of  his  contention  he  cited  the  case  of  a  lozenge  which  is 
supplied  in  7-lb.  boxes  (at  2s.  per  lb.)  with  a  patent-medi- 
cine stamp.  The  7-lb.  boxes  yield  112  oz.,  and  the  duty 
ought  therefore  to  be  14s.  He  produced  samples  of  a 
packed  proprietary — a  lung-tonic — in  2d.  bottles,  prepared 
by  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  sold  freely 
to  chandlers,  and  said  he  would  like  to  see  it  a  breach  of 
professional  etiquette  for  any  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  to  supply  chandlers  with  any  kind  of  packed  drug. 

A  long  and  animated  discussion  followed,  and  ultimately, 
on  the  motion  of  Mr.  Douglas,  seconded  by  Mr.  White,  the 
following  resolution  was  carried  unanimously  : 

That  the  subject  of  breaking  bulk  with  special  reference 
to  the  question  of  inequality  of  duty  or  the  cheating  of  the 
Revenue  be  referred  to  the  General  Purposes  Committee, 
and  that  the  Committee  be  requested  to  lay  the  matter 
before  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue. 

Dispensing  and  Selling  of  Poisons. — The  Hon.  Secretary 
(Mr.  Betty)  read  a  paper  on  this  subject,  in  which  he  re- 
ferred at  length  to  the  list  of  additions  to  the  Poisons 
Schedules  recently  issued  by  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
and  to  the  decision  regarding  "  preparations  "  in  the  Rankin 
case.  Mr.  Betty's  suggestions  were  that  only  articles  and 
preparations  contained  in  Parts  I.  and  II.  should  be  labelled 
"Poison";  that  only  these  articles  entering  into  prepara- 
tions under  Regulations  3  should  be  called  "  Poison  "  ;  that 
any  other  articles — such  as  those  in  the  list  mentioned  or 
which  any  individual  chemist  should  consider  a  poison  (for 
instance,  eucalyptus  oil,  antimonial  wine,  etc.) — should  be 
labelled  "  Poisonous."  The  term  last  named  would  be 
applied  to  such  things  as  lin.  terebinth.,  lin.  camph.  co., 
lotio  zinci  chlorid.,  etc.  Mr.  Betty's  definition  of  a  "pre- 
paration" was  "a  definite  combination,  either  official  or 
otherwise,  of  ingredients,  as  distinct  from  a  mere  mixing  in 
order  to  evade  the  Act." 

This  paper  also  produced  a  healthy  discussion,  in  which 
Mr.  White  deprecated  the  idea  of  leaving  the  option  of 
labelling  an  alkaloid  "  Poison  "  to  individuals  ;  there  should 
be  a  definite  understanding.  Mr.  R.  H.  Jones  drew  atten- 
tion to  an  excellent  series  of  articles  on  the  Rankin  decision 
that  had  appeared  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  and 
thought  the  deductions  from  the  arguments  there  given  were 


feasible,  and,  if  adopted,  would  make  for  the  better  working 
of  the  Pharmacy  Acts.  He  understood  the  matter  was 
under  the  consideration  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council,  and 
they  would  probably  hear  from  them  sooner  or  later.

Manchester  Pharmaceutical  Association. 

As  briefly  reported  last  week,  a  meeting  of  this  Association 
was  held  in  the  Chemical  Club  rooms,  Victoria  Hotel,  on 
Wednesday  evening,  February  14.  Mr.  Geo.  S.  Woolley 
(President)  was  in  the  chair,  and  called  attention  to  the 
meeting  since  held  at  the  Accountants'  rooms,  Spring 
Gardens,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  a  committee  and  officers 
with  a  view  to  making  satisfactory  preparations  for  the  visit 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Conference  to  Manchester  in  1907. 
He  hoped  to  see  a  large  and  representative  meeting.  Mr. 
W.  Kirkby,  F.L.S.,  then  read  a,  paper  on 

Standardisation. 
This  was  an  exhaustive  and  learned  exposition  of  the  his- 
torical and  legal  aspects  of  the  standardisation  of  medicines. 
The  author  referred  at  the 
outset  to  the  efforts  of 
Pharmacopoeia  compilers 
before  the  first  British 
Pharmacopoeia,  1864,  to 
ensure  uniformity  in  the 
quality  of  drugs,  and  he 
showed  how  the  new 
chemistry  of  the  first 
half  of  the  nineteenth  cen- 
tury made  it  possible  to 
conduct  analyses  with  con- 
fidence. Thereby  the  test- 
ing of  medicines  of  all 
kinds  became  possible,  and 
this  was  really  standardisa- 
tion; but  latterly  the  term 
has  been  narrowed  down 
to  the  estimation  of  alka- 
loids in  drugs.  It  was 
pointed  out  that  such  work 
requires  the  greatest  pos- 
sible care  and  skill,  and  if 

there  is  much  more  demand  for  standardisation  the  pharma 
cist's  relations  with  his  assistants,  with  his  wholesale  houses, 
and  with  public  analysts,  will  be  very  materially  altered. 
Then  there  is  danger,  because  it  it  do  go  further,  the  pro- 
cesses involved  will  be  beyond  the  retail  pharmacist's  ability 
and  opportunities,  and  he  will  become  the  mere  distributor  of 
other  people's  manufactures.  The  author  rather  deprecated 
the  narrow  limits  set  in  the  standardisation  of  alkaloidal 
galenicals,  pointing  out  that  the  medical  man  has  not  yet 
adjusted  his  doses  to  the  weight  of  the  patient,  his  habits, 
emotions,  temperament,  or  idiosyncrasies.  The  pharmacist 
might  be  called  upon  with  some  reason  to  furnish  the  first 
constant  with  a  view  to  determining  those  variables,  but 
he  (Mr.  Kirkby)  was  inclined  to  think  he  does  not  do  it  by 
standardising  one  of  several  constituents  in  varying  and 
unknown  quantities.  If  they  wished  to  assist  the  scientific 
physician,  let  him  be  furnished  with  more  isolated  prin- 
ciples, improve  the  methods  of  their  extraction,  and  devise 
sound  formulas  for  their  exhibition.  The  author  proceeded 
to  discuss  the  bearing  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts 
upon  the  subject,  pointing  out  that  the  provisions  of  this 
law  protect  the  public  and  the  retailer,  the  latter  from  the 
unjust  dealings  of  his  unscrupulous  competitor,  and 
expressed  the  opinion  that  it  is  better  on  the  whole 
that  the  pharmacist's  commodities  should  be  judged  by 
B.P.  standards  rather  than  by  standards  set  up  by  the 
public  analyst.  For  this  and  other  reasons  the  author 
advocated  that  the  British  Pharmacopoeia  should  contain 
all  the  conditions  for  testing  each  article  laid  down  with 
exactness.  Standard  methods  are  as  necessary  as  standard 
results.  The  medical  profession  and  the  public  do  not  want 
— in  fact,  it  is  dangerous  for  them  to  have — drugs  of  highly 
superior  quality.  The  more  nearly  a  dead  level  of  quality 
is  reached,  the  more  nearly  the  ideal  of  the  Pharmacopoeia 
is  reached.  The  question  as  to  who  was  to  be  responsible 
to  the  public  for  the  maintenance  of  the  quality  of  medicines 
was  also  discussed,  and  the  legal  merits  of  a  warranty  and 
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Mr.   Kirkby  concluding 


guarantee   were  explained, 
saying  : 

In  the  present  state  of  affairs  it  may  be  conceded  that 
the  warranty  is  more  or  less  of  a  necessity  in  the  sale  of 
foods,  but  it  can  hardly  be  seriously  upheld  that  the  quali- 
fied pharmacist  is  upon  the  same  plane  as  the  grocer  and 
the  linen-draper.  What  does  his  qualification  and  his  three 
years'  compulsory  apprenticeship  imply  if  not  that  ho  is 
able  to  vouch  himself  for  the  quality  of  his  drugs?  To  ask 
for  warranties  is  to  surrender  entirely  all  claim  to  be  en- 
titled to  any  restrictions  as  to  the  compounding  of  medi- 
cines and  to  the  exercise  of  any  discretion  in  tho  sale  of 
poisons.  The  ration  d'etre  of  the  pharmacist  is  the  personal 
guarantee  which  he  ought  to  maintain  in  distributing  goods 
to  the  public.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  not  fair  to  ask  him  to 
undertake  the  distribution  and  manufacture  of  medicines 
calling  for  a  large  display  of  medical  knowledge  and  skill 
without,  in  the  first  place,  permitting  him  to  have  a  first- 
hand voice  in  the  compilation  of  the  manual  which  is  his 
taskmaster,  and  without,  in  the  second  place,  granting  to 
him  the  sole  right  to  sell  and  compound  such  medicines. 
Discussiox. 

Mr.  J.  W.  Walton  said  he  considered  that  digitalis  is  in 
a  special  degree  a  drug  which  requires  standardising.  He 
also  referred  to  the  varying  consistency  of  the  official  extract 
of  ergot,  which,  he  thought,  might*  be  improved  from  a 
pharmaceutical  point  of  view. 

Mr.  J.  Grier  said  that  he  found  himself  in  entire  agree- 
ment with  the  views  expressed  by  Mr.  E.  M.  Holmes  on 
this  subject.  So  far  as  galenicals  generally  are  concerned, 
it  ought  to  be  sufficient  to  select  and  make  official  good 
commercial  varieties  of  crude  drugs,  and  make  the  galenicals 
from  these ;  or,  in  other  words,  that  there  should  be  a  real 
attempt  to  apply  our  knowledge  of  pharmacognosy  to  the 
preparation  of  galenicals.  The  B.P.  already  does  this  in 
the  case  of  certain  drugs,  notably  ipecacuanha — Rio  ipecac, 
alone  having  been  selected  as  the  official  variety— and  he 
thought  that  the  same  principle  should  be  applied  in  the 
case  of  others—  e.< g.,  nux  vomica,  of  which  the  "Bombay" 
variety  (where  the  strychnine  and  brucine  exist  in  about 
equal  proportions)  might  be  selected  as  the  official  drug  for 
the  preparation  of  galenicals.  He  thought  that  more  atten- 
tion ought  to  be  given  to  this  aspect  of  the  subject  rather 
than  to  over-fine  standardisation  methods,  and  pointed  out 
that  if  ipecacuanha  is  to  be  standardised,  it  ought  to  be 
for  its  emetine-content  and  not  for  total  alkaloids.  He 
suggested  that  in  the  case  of  digitalis  only  English-grown 
biennial  leaves,  not  more  than  one  year  old,  should  be  made 
official.  If  more  precision  than  this  were  necessary,  medical 
men  should  use  solutions  of  active  principles,  and  for  this 
purpose  more  of  these  should  be  made  official — e.g.,  emetine 
hydrobromide  and  solution  of  the  same. 

Mr.  J.   H.   Franklin,   Mr.   Henry  Garnett,  and  Mr. 
A.  E.  H.  Blackburn  also  spoke. 

The  President  said  that  ergot  is  a  drug  of  such  great 
importance  that  any  really  good  method  of  standardisation 
ought  to  be  welcomed.      Speaking  on  warranties,  Mr. 
Woolley  said  certain  authorities  had  refused  to  carry  their 
prosecutions  further  than  to  the  retailer  owing  to  the 
expense.    It  had  often  occurred  to  him  that  there  was  some- 
thing wanting  there.    If  a  retailer  was  prosecuted  before 
the  Magistrates,  he  ought  to  have  his  remedy.    If  he  pos- 
sessed a  warranty,  he  would  have  his  remedy ;  but  it  should 
not  be  the  duty  of  the  prosecution  to  follow  the  article 
to  its  origin.    The  retailer  should  do  this.    He  had  a  claim 
against  the  person  who  supplied  him  far  greater  than  the 
actual  fine  inflicted,  for  he  had  been  taken  into  court,  and 
his  character  for  a  time  had  been  damaged,  and  be  ought 
1    iJ6  tlle  means  of  obtaining  pecuniary  redress.  It 
should  be  the  duty  of  the  retailer  to  see  that  he  gets  his 
warranty,  and,  having  got  it,  keep  his  stock  in  proper  order  ; 
and  if  he  sent  the  stuff  out  as  he  got  it  he  should  have  his 
remedy  against  the  person  who  supplied  him. 

After  some  further  remarks  by  Messrs.  Pidd,  Blackburn, 
and  Williams,  Mr.  Kirkby  replied  to  the  various  speakers.

AN  interesting  lecture  was  delivered,  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Ulster  Drug-trade  Association,  in  the  rooms  of 
the  Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society,  11  Waring  Street. 
Belfast,  on  February  15,  by  Mr.  William  Mair,  F.C.S..  of 
Messrs.  Fletcher,  Fletcher  &  Co.,  manufacturing  chemists, 
London,  entitled  "  Impressions  of  the  United  States  and 
Canada."  Mr.  William  Jamison,  President  of  the  Chemists' 
and  Druggists'  Society,  occupied  the  chair.  The  lecture  was 
illustrated  by  200  lantern- 
slides,  and  Mr.  David 
Elliott,  pharmaceutical 
chemist,  Belfast,  manipu- 
lated the  lantern.  Mr. 
Mair  gave  much  informa- 
tion of  a  technical  and 
scientific  nature,  describing 
various  pharmaceutical  and 
manufacturing  establish- 
ments and  educational  in- 
stitutions in  the  large  cities. 
In  connection  with  some 
views  of  Niagara  Falls,  he 
directed  attention  to  the 
utilisation  of  the  enormous 
water-power  in  manufac- 
turing-processes.     In  tho 

form  of  electric  energy  the  Falls  light  the  streets  of  five 
cities  and  provide  the  motor-power  for  all  the  trolley  traffic 
of  these  places.  Twenty-one  turbines  at  present  produce  a 
total  of  100.000-horse  power  of  electric  energy,  all  of  which 
is  let  to  the  numerous  industries  that  have  sprung  up  in 
the  neighbourhood.  On  the  Canadian  side  the  power-pro- 
ducing plant  is  to  be  more  than  duplicated,  with  eleven 
generators  of  10,000-horse  power  each.  The  rates  at  which 
electric  energy  is  supplied  vary  from  4/.  per  horse-power  to 
a  consumer  of  1,000-horse  power,  to  5/.  per  horse-power  to 
a  consumer  of  50-horse  power.  One  of  the  slides  of  the  St. 
Louis  Exhibition  was  that  of  the  Irish  village,  which  in- 
cluded a  reproduction  of  the  Parliament  House  on  College 
Green.  In  the  enclosure,  which  extended  to  600  ft.  square, 
was  also  an  exact  reproduction  of  Blarney  Castle,  and  a 
representation  of  St.  Lawrence's  Gate  at  Drogheda.  The 
soil  of  the  enclosure,  it  was  mentioned,  was  from  Ireland, 
and  parts  of  the  ground  were  carpeted  with  Irish  sod. 

Mr.  Guiler,  in  moving  a  vote  of  thanks,  said  he  had  visited 
America,  and  did  not  think  the  retail  pharmacies  were  up  to 
the  standard  of  British  ones.  Mr.  Doig  seconded  the  vote 
of  thanks,  which  was  passed  with  acclamation. 

The  next  day  Mr.  Mair  delivered  his  lecture  in  the 
Examination-hall  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland, 
67  Lower  Mount  Street,  Dublin.  The  hall  was  well  filled, 
among  those  present  being  Dr.  J.  A.  Walsh  (President), 
Mr.  W.  F.  Wells,  Mr.  J.  Smith,  Professor  Kelly,  Mr.  H. 
Conyngham,  Mr.  G  .D.  Beggs,  Mr.  Hunt,  and  Mr.  Ferrall. 
The  lecture  was  similar  in  substance  to  the  one  delivered  at 
Belfast,  but  at  Dublin  Mr.  Mair  referred  to  the  report  of  the 
Commission,  recently  published,  in  which  it  is  stated  that 
10.000/.  was  spent  upon  the  section  of  Chemical  and  Phar- 
maceutical Arts  by  the  British  Government  out  of  the  Par- 
liamentary grant  of  150.000/.  made  for  the  purposes  of  the 
British  Sections  in  all  departments.  Notwithstanding  that 
the  fiscal  conditions  in  the  United  States  preclude  commen- 
surate commercial  benefit,  the  result,  on  the  whole,  showed 
that  Great  Britain  still  holds  a  predominant  place  in  chemical 
and  pharmaceutical  industries.  The  sum  above  named  in- 
cludes a  special  grant  of  2.500/.  spent  upon  the  installation 
of  the  apparatus  for  the  liquefaction  and  solidification  of 
hydrogen,  known  as  the  Low-temperature  Exhibit.  It  was 
considered  as  a  great  compliment  to  the  American  nation 
that  the  British  Commission  should  have  gone  to  the  great 
expense  and  trouble  of  providing  this  demonstration  of  the 
remarkable  achievements  of  Sir  James  Dewar  in  this  depart- 
ment of  science. 

Cordial  votes  of  thanks  were  passed  to  the  lecturer  and 
to  Mr.  Beggs  (who  worked  the  lantern). 

The  imports  of  drugs  and  chemicals  into  Siam  during  1904 
amounted  in  value  to  45,058/.,  against  46,057/.  in  1903,  a  de- 
crease of  999/.

Halifax  Chemists  at  Dinner. 

The  annual  dinner  of  the  Halifax  Chemists'  Association 
took  place  on  February  15  in  the  ancient  dining-hall  of  the 
Old  Cock  Hotel,  Hali  fax — Mr.  W.  E.  Smithies,  of  Elland 
(the  newly  elected  President),  being  in  the  chair.  He  was 
supported  by  Messrs.  F.  Pilkington  Sargent  (Leeds),  R.  C. 
Walshaw  ( Huddersfield) ,  H.  Waddington  (Bradford), 
Day  (Dewsbury),  E.  Brier  (Elland)  (representing  Parke, 
Davis  &  Co.),  Clement  Fielding  (Vice-President),  H. 
Brierley,  P.  Swire  (Hon.  Secretary),  W.  S.  Thompson, 
W.  R.  Black,  F.  P.  Cooper,  W.  F.*Murrell,  C.  R.  Dixon 
(Sowerby  Bridge),  Gibson  Dixon,  T.  Briggs  (Sowerby 
Bridge),  H.  K.  Woodward,  J.  B.  Wood,  G.  B.  Wright, 
W.  R.  Fielding,  W.  Bottomley,  T.  Davies  (representing 
Evans  Sons  Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd.,  London  and  Liverpool), 
G.  Tiffany.  J.  B.  Brierley,  and  other  visitors.  After  the 
dinner  and  the  loyal  and  patriotic  toasts  the  ex-President 
(Mr.  C.  Fielding)  proposed  "  The  health  of  the  President." 
He  said  the  duty  of  submitting  the  toast  was  in  his  hands 
peculiarly  appropriate,  for  he  was  Mr.  Smithies'  first  ap- 
prentice ;  and  another  member,  Mr.  Ernest  Brier,  who  was 
the  President's  last  apprentice,  also  spoke  in  support  of  the 
toast.  The  President,  in  reply,  said  his  experience  is  that 
Associations  are  necessary ;  they  are  useful  to  their  trade, 
and  in  their  social  aspect  are  beneficial.  As  President  of  the 
Elland  Tradesmen's  Association  he  had  recently  made  a 
call  upon  the  members  of  the  Association,  who  belonged  to 
various  trades,  and  he  was  struck  with  the  fact  that  the 
grocers  are  flooded  with  goods  usually  sold  by  druggists — 
patent  medicines,  pills,  toothache-remedies,  and  the  like. 
This  was  not  fair,  and  he  thought  some  effort  should  be 
made,  in  the  interests  of  their  trade,  to  grapple  with  the 
anomaly.  Mr.  J.  W.  Tiffany  proposed  "The  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,"  to  which  Mr.  Walshaw,  of  Hudders- 
field, responded.  Mr.  H.  Waddington  proposed  "  The 
Town  and  Trade  of  Halifax,"  to  which  Mr.  Gibson  Dixon 
responded.  Mr.  F.  Pilkington  Sargent  submitted  the  toast 
of  "  The  Halifax  Chemists!  Association,"  and,  referring 
to  the  Pharmacy  Bill,  said  that  if  the  Bill  passes  in  its 
present  condition,  chemists  will  be  very  disappointed 
indeed.  They  will  find  they  have  done  themselves  very 
little  good,  and  have  placed  in  the  hands  of  limited  com- 
panies one  of  the  most  powerful  weapons  possible ;  for 
what  could  be  a  greater  advertisement  for  them  than  that 
"All  our  branches  are  registered  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain"?  In  fact,  the  Bill  literally 
bristled  with  opportunities  to  the  enemy — dangerous  amend- 
ments were  invited,  and  the  Bill,  amended  as  it  might  be 
amended  and  probably  will  be  amended,  will  do  chemists 


much  more  harm  than  good.  (Hear,  hear.)  Mr.  Percy 
Swire  (Secretary)  responded.  Mr.  H.  Hebden  submitted! 
"Kindred  Associations,"  and  Mr.  R.  C.  Walshaw  replied. 

Mr.  Winfrey,  M.P.,  at  Peterborough. 

The  annual  dinner  of  the  Peterborough  Chemists'  Associai- 
tion  was  held  on  February  15  at  the  Grand  Hotel,  Peter- 
borough, the  annual  meeting  having  been  held  earlier  in 
the  day  (see  p.  304).  The  occasion  was  one  of  exceptional 
interest,  as  not  only  were  two  M.P.s  present — Mr.  G. 
Greenwood  and  Mr.  R.  Winfrey — but  one  of  them  (t he- 
latter)  is  a  pharmaceutical  chemist.  The  chair  was  occupied 
by  Mr.  J.  G.  Sturton  (President  of  the  Association),  and 
he  was  supported  by,  among  others,  the  Mayor  (Councillor 
T.  C.  Lamplugh),  Alderman  R.  A.  Robinson,  J.P..  L.C.C. 
(President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain), 
Alderman  A.  S.  Campkin  (ex-Mayor  of  Cambridge),  Mr. 
F.  A.  Rogers  (London),  Captain  E.  R.  Herbert,  Messrs. 
C.  Bayley  (Uppingham),  J.  E.  Saunders  and  J.  W.  Hall 
(Hon.  Secretaries,  Peterborough),  J.  S.  Prior  (Stamford), 
A.  J.  Chater  (London),  Walter  Sturton  (Peterborough), 
Anthony  (Bedford),  Parker  (Market  Deeping),  W.  Elborne-, 
M.A.,  Frank  Sturton,  King,  Kent,  Busby  Cox,  Stallebrass, 
R.  Julyan,  Simons  (Woodstone),  H.  E.  Noble,  T.  J.  Calcutt, 
W.  T.  Southwell,  Brinston,  Whitwell,  Hales,  Clark  (Little 
Bytham),  Jenkins,  Barton  (St.  Ives),  Little,  Peace,  and 
F.  T.  Lord. 

Mr.  F.  W.  Whitwell  proposed 

The  Houses  of  Parliament. 
to  which  the  M.P.s  present  replied.  Mr.  G.  Greenwood, 
M.P.  for  Peterborough,  said  he  had  considered  the  Phar- 
macy Act,  1868,  and  the  cases  in  the  Court  of  Appeal,  and 
he  understood  that  what  chemists  wanted  was  that  in  all 
cases  of  a  corporation,  a  limited  company,  there  should  be 
the  same  protection  to  the  public,  and  also  the  same  dis- 
ability to  assume  a  certain  title  as  applied  to  the  indi- 
vidualistic person — that  the  one-man  company  should  not  be 
able  to  do  what  the  one  man  could  not  do.  (Hear,  hear.) 
They  would  not  expect  him  to  pledge  himself  to  every  para- 
graph and  detail  of  the  Bill,  but  it  seemed  to  him  that  the 
cause  of  justice  and  the  cause  of  the  public — and  that  was 
all  they  looked  at — would  be  served  by  the  carrying  of  a 
measure  which,  at  any  rate,  carried  out  the  principles  em- 
bodied in  the  Pharmacy  Bill. 

Mr.  R.  Winfrey,  M.P.,  who  was  received  with  great 
applause,  said  he  saw  around  him  many  faces  which  natu- 
rally made  him  reminiscent.  He  had  on  his  left  his  friend 
Mr.  Saunders,  who  probably  remembered  him  in  his  appren- 
ticeship clays— at  any  rate,  he  remembered  Mr.  Saunders. 
Although  they  were  not  contemporary,  he  followed  as  an 
apprentice  in  the  same  business  where  Mr.  Saunders  had  pre- 
viously obtained  the  knowledge  which  he  so  well  used  to- 
day. Then  on  his  right  was  Mr.  Rogers,  with  whom  he 
had  the  pleasure  of  mixing  in  London  more  than  twenty-five 
years  ago.  He  saw  there  Mr.  Elborne,  whom  he  succeeded 
some  twenty-five  years  ago  at  Grantham,  so  that  he  felt  he 
was  amongst  friends,  and  those  who  knew  him  very  well. 
He  must  coniess  that,  so  far  as  pharmaceutical  matters  were 
concerned,  he  was  rather  rusty.  He  had  not  given  very 
great  attention  to  them  for  more  than  twenty  years — since 
he  left  John  Bell  &  Co.— but.  still,  he  always  had  a  warm 
place  in  his  heart  for  the  pharmacists  of  this  country— 
(applause)— and  he  could  assure  them  that  if  he  could  assist 
them  in  the  House  of  Commons  legitimately  he  should  only 
be  too  happy  to  do  so.  (Hear,  hear.)  He'was  not  going  to 
commit  himself  further  to  the  Bill  which  Mr.  Greenwood 
had  referred  to  than  the  member  for  Peterborough  had  ;  but 
he  would  commit  himself  thus  far. 

The  Curriculum  Clause. 
He  had  pointed  out  to  the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  one  clause  which  he  thought  was  too  stringent  at 
the  moment,  and  that  was  the  one  that  gave  the  Society 
power  to  create  a  compulsory  curriculum.  When  he  resided 
in  London,  from  1880  to  1885.  he  took  a  very  prominent  part 
in  pharmaceutical  matters,  and  he  was  for  two  or  three  years 
the  President  of  the  Chemists'  Assistants'  Association,  which 
met  in  Great  Russell  Street,  and  he  was  afraid  at  that  time 
the  parent  Society  in  Bloomsbury  Square  looked  upon  him 
as  a  black  sheep,  and,  indeed,  he  saw  that  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist  now  referred  to  him  as  a  dark  horse. 
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(Laughter.)  He  ventured  in  his  juvenile  days  to  criticise 
his  superiors  at  Bloomsbury  Square.  ("  Quite  right  !  ")  Mr. 
Winfrey  went  on  to  say  that  he  gave  the  Bill  ot  1889  his 
strenuous  opposition,  and  although  he  had  left  the  phar- 
maceutical world  for  over  four  years,  he  was  asked  to  go  to 
London  to  deliver  an  address  upon  it,  and  the  compliment 
was  paid  him  of  printing  that  address  and  circulating  it 
amongst  the  members  of  the  House  of  Commons.  He  had 
not  very  much  changed  his  position  since  that  day.  He 
could  not  agree  to  the  enforcing  of  a  compulsory  curriculum 
upon  pharmaceutical  students,  unless  they  were  given,  at 
the  same  time,  a  quid  pro  quo.  (Hear,  hear.)  It  might  he 
all  very  well  for  West  End  pharmacists  to  desire  a  higher 
education  for  themselves,  and  for  those  they  employed,  but 
the  condition  of  things  which  obtains  in  the  West  End  of 
London  and  the  condition  of  things  which  obtains  in  some 
of  the  rural  districts  of  the  eastern  counties  are  very  dif- 
ferent, and  they  must  be  careful  in  legislating  that  they 
legislate  wisely  all  round.  (Hear,  hear.)  Mr.  Winfrey 
advocated  the  giving  of  grants  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  to  schools  in  provincial  centres,  where  young  men 
might*  be  trained  and  become  qualified  chemists  without 
the  expense  of  studying  in  London.  Facilities  would  in  that 
way  be  given  for  poorer  men  with  ability  to  qualify.  Reply- 
ing to  a  reference  earlier  in  the  evening,  Mr.  Winfrey  said, 
on  the  previous  day  he,  for  the  first  time,  visited  the  Board 
of  Agriculture,  and  was  introduced  to  the  permanent 
officials.  He  found  that  they  had  two  Bills  which  it  is 
proposed  to  introduce  before  long — one  dealing  with  foods 
and  feeding  stuffs,  and  strengthening  the  Act  under  which 
Mr.  Elborne  works,  and  the  other  dealing  with  agricultural 
poisons.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  W.  Elborne,  M.A.,  proposed  the  toast  of  "The 
Pharmaceutical  Society,"  and  Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson,  in  the 
course  of  his  reply,  said  the  only  reason  why  the  curriculum 
was  wanted  was  this  :  sitting  in  the  examination  chair  he 
had  been  very  much  impressed  with  what  he  thought  was 
a  hardship  upon  candidates.  Young  men  came  up  and 
failed  time  after  time,  and  he  thought  if  they  were  to 
get  the  law  altered,  so  that  a  young  man  might  sit  at  some 
approved  school — there  were  schools  at  Liverpool,  Man- 
chester, Bristol — where  pharmacy  was  properly  taught, 
and  attend  twenty  or  thirty  lectures  in  each  subject,  it 
would  be  a  great  help  to  the  examiner,  who  would  know, 
at  any  rate,  that  he  had  some  opportunity  of  being 
qualified.  If  they  did  that  they  need  not  ask  the  student 
to  undergo  the  whole  of  the  examination  at  once.  He  was 
not  asking  that  they  should  come  to  the  School  of  Phar- 
macy ;  probably  they  would  not  have  room  for  them.  He 
would  not  on  any  account  shut  out  the  poor  lad  from  every 
advantage  of  getting  his  education  ;  their  only  object  was 
that  the  young  men  might  be  better  trained  and  fitter  to 
carry  on  their  work — they  could  not  stand  still  in  education. 
Answering  Mr.  Winfrey  further,  Alderman  Robinson  said 
they  did  give  grants  to  provincial  schools,  and  that  was  a 
direction  in  which  they  would  probably  advance.  (Applause. ) 

Other  toasts  followed,  and  a  musical  programme  was  con- 
tributed by  Mr.  W.  H.  Sturton,  Mr.  R.  Julyan,  Mr.  Fred 
Sturton,  and  Mr.  Stallebrass.

We  have  not  had  the  opportunity  of  examining  it  chemi- 
cally, but  the  company  guarantee  that  the  mass  and  the 
pills  made  from  it  are  permanently  of  B.P.  ferrous  per- 
centage. Mr.  H.  K.  Pears,  director  of  the  Standard 
Tablet  Co.,  was  one  of  those  who  were  asked  to  suggest 
improvements  upon  the  old  B.P.  process  for  Blaud's  pill,  and 
most  of  his  suggestions  were  adopted  in  the  1898  edition. 
Mr.  Pears  has  since  made  further  experiments  on  the  pill 
with  the  result  that  he  now  produces  a  mass  of  enhanced 
value,  and  his  company  are  placing  this  on  the  market  in 
the  form  of  coated  pills,  as  well  as  the  mass  in  bulk.

"  Not  to  be  taken  "  are  impressed  on  the  narrow  side. 

A  Vaccination  Novelty. — An  interesting  and  instruc- 
tive table  showing  the  results  of  consecutive  weekly  trials 
during  a

Association  for  the  Supply  of  Pure  Vaccine  Lymph, 
14a  Great  Marlborough  Street,  W.  The  object  of  these 
trials  was  to  test  the  value  of  the  lymph  supplied  by  the 
Association,  and  the  figures  indicate  that  in  3,209  cases  of 
three  insertions  each  attempted,  the  number  of  vesicles 
produced  was  9,371— or  97.3  per  cent^calculating  three 
vesicles  to  each  operation.  Of  these  vesicles  90.3  per  cent, 
were  typical.  The  C.P.P.  (Charged  Pin  Point)  (illus- 
trated above),  which  Mr.  E.  Darke  has  introduced  _  for 
inoculating  with  the  Association  vaccine,  is  an  ingenious 
instrument.  The  skin  is  scratched  with  the  pointed  end, 
and,  after  the  cap  (c)  from  the  glass  head  (?)  has  been  re- 
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moved,  the  vaccine,  which  is  stored  in  the  glass  cup  {d)  at 
the  other  end,  is  rubbed  on  the  scratches.  This  gives  direct 
application  of  the  lymph,  and  by  such  a  method  of  admini- 
stration a  lymph  of  more  viscid  quality  may  be  employed. 
Each  "  CP. P."  costs  the  chemist  6d.,  less  25  per  cent, 
discount,  so  that  he  can  supply  his  medical  customers  at  a 
fair  profit.  Vaccine  sold  in  tubes,  being  more  diluted  and 
less  concentrated,  is  probably  less  reliable. 

"Natural"  Electrical  Massage. — A  most  unique  im- 
provement in  massage-instruments  has  been  patented  by 
well-known  Sheffield  men,  and  the  principle  is  shown  in  the 
accompanying  illustration  of  an  instrument  which  contains 
a  coil  and  dry  battery,  the  electric  current  emanating  there- 
from being  regulated  by  the  will  of  the  user,  either  in  a  mild, 


medium,  or  strong  degree.  It  will  be  seen  that  four 
metallic  balls  appear  on  the  massaging  part,  and  as  each 
revolves  the  current  passes  from  it  to  the  skin.  The  in- 
strument shown  is  made  of  brass  and  nickel-plated,  and  is 
an  excellent  toilet-instrument  for  ladies  and  gentlemen,  apart 
from  its  ordinary  use  as  a  specific  for  pains  or  cramp  in  any 
part  of  the  body.  Another  form  which  is  supplied  is  like 
an  ordinary  fraction-belt  made  of  waterproof  leather,  with 
nickel-plated  handle  at  each  end,  containing  the  batteries, 
and  in  the  belt  are  three  rows  of  metallic  balls  elec- 
trically connected.  Its  flexibility  enables  one  to  massage 
electrically  and  by  friction  any  part  of  the  body,  es- 
pecially the  back,  shoulders,  neck,  and  back  muscles  of 
the  limbs.  We  may  note  that  the  interstices  between  the 
rows  of  balls,  when  pressed  and  rolled  over  the  body,  per- 
form in  a  mechanical  manner  what  the  tips  of  the  fingers 
would  do  naturally,  thus  exciting  the  small  blood-vessels 
to  a  healthy  action.  The  instruments  are  stated  to  be  germ- 
proof.

there  Adrian  Harlech,  a  youth  on  fishing  bent,  finds  her — 
silent.  The  child  is  of  gentle  birth,  fatherless  when  she 
comes  into  the  world,  and  motherless  a  year  or  so  after. 
She  is  nurtured  by  the  homely  wife  of  a  countryman,  and 
grows  healthy  in  silence,  for  she  can  neither  hear  nor  speak. 
Mrs.  Reynolds  lifts  her  from  the  worst  of  this  fate,  and 
her  life  becomes  that  of  an  English  Helen  Keller.  The 
story  tells  about  Adrian  Harlech's  influence  in  the  growth 
of  the  child  in  knowledge  to  a  life  of  devotion  to  others 
like  her  born  into  a  world  of  silence.  There  is  much 
more  in  the  novel ;  but  again  we  note  that  Mrs.  Reynolds 
gets  the  grip  of  her  readers'  interest,  and  exhibits  an  insight 
into  human  nature  and  acquaintance  with  human  life  which 
carry  her  further  into  the  group  of  English  writers  who 
receive  attention  from  the  critics. 
The  sketch  portrait  of  Mrs.  Rey- 
nolds is  from  the  "Yorkshire 
Evening  Post."  Mrs.  Reynolds 
is  the  wife  of  Mr.  R.  Fred  Rey- 
nolds, pharmaceutical  chemist,  a 
director  of  Messrs.  Reynolds  & 
Branson,  Ltd.,  Leeds,  who  is  the 
son  of  the  late  Mr.  Richard  Rey- 
nolds, one  of  the  founders  of  the  A 
British  Pharmaceutical  Confer- 
ence. Mr.  Fred  Reynolds,  like 
Artemus  Ward,  began  to  draw  as 
soon  as  he  could  walk — his  toy- 
cart  over  the  nursery  floor ;  but 

his  early  efforts  with  the  pencil  Mrs.  Feed  Reynolds. 
were  published  in  the  C.  &  D. 

more  than  twenty  years  ago,  and  he  has  kept  steadily  at  it 
since.  He  is  proud  (as  he  has  a  right  to  be)  of  his  wife's 
success  in  literature. 

Dr.  Hooper  A.  D.  Jowett,  who  has  been  nominated  for 
a  seat  on  the  Council  of  the  Chemical  Society,  is  one  of 
the  most  distinguished  of  the 
younger  generation  of  pharma- 
ceutical chemists.  Dr.  Jowett 
obtained  the  Bell  Scholarship  in 
1891  when  resident  in  Liverpool, 
and  at  the  School  of  Pharmacy 
showed  proficiency  in  all  subjects, 
qualifying  as  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist  in  July  1892,  and  gaining 
the  Pereira  medal.  As  Redwood 
Scholar  he  entered  the  Phar- 
maceutical Research  Laboratory, 
remaining  in  it  until  Professor 
Dunstan  went  to  the  Imperial 
Institute.  He  accompanied  the 
Professor  there,  and  continued 
his  assistance  in  the  research  on 
aconitines.  When  Mr.  Henry 
S.  Wellcome  established  a 
chemical  research  laboratory, 
Dr.  Jowett,  who  meanwhile 
had  taken  the  D.Sc.  degree 
of     London     University,  was 

appointed  principal  assistant  to  Dr.  F.  B.  Power,  the 
director.  He  has  been  prolific  in  work  in  alkaloidal 
chemistry.  His  election  to  the  Council  of  the  Chemical 
Society  will  make  him  the  representative  of  pharmaceutical 
chemistry  thereon. 

In  the  issue  of  the  "  Wigan  Examiner"  for  February  21 
there  is  an  excellent  portrait  and  appreciation  of  Alderman 
J.  Phillips,  J. P.,  pharmaceutical  chemist.  Alderman  and 
Mrs.  Phillips  are  well  known  at  gatherings  of  the  British 
Pharmaceutical  Conference,  and  have  many  friends  in  phar- 
macy. Mr.  Phillips  was  born  at  Flore,  Northamptonshire, 
in  1842,  served  his  apprenticeship  at  Godalming,  in  Surrey, 
and  after  studying  at  the  School  of  Pharmacy  and  passing 
his  examination  as  a  pharmaceutical  chemist,  he  had  experi- 
ence with  Messrs.  Butler  &  Crispe  ;  at  the  Royal  Pharmacy 
of  Kernot,  at  Naples  ;  and  at  Roberts's  Pharmacy,  Place 
Vendome,  Paris.  In  1868  he  commenced  business  in  Crewe, 
but  in  1891  he  removed  to  Wallgate,  Wigan.  Mr.  Phillips 
entered  the  Town  Council  in  1883,  and  was  elected  Mayor 
in  July  1892,  being  again  elected  in  November  1892.  In 
the  Town  Council  he  has  served  as  Chairman  of  the  Sanitary 
Committee  for  nearly  twenty  years.

Rooms  have  offered  a  little  diversion  from  the  routine  of 
business.  In  chemicals  arsenic  is  now  scarce  and  much 
dearer,  and  a  slight  advance  has  also  taken  place  in  nitrate 
of  soda.  Oxalic  acid  is  firm  and  scarce.  The  bromide  situa- 
tion is  unaltered,  and  the  recent  fall  in  prices  continues  to 
have  practically  no  effect  so  far  as  English  make  is  concerned. 
Quinine  is  quiet,  and  sulphonal  is  easier.  German  refined 
camphor  has  been  advanced  2d.  Among  drugs  Rio  ipecac, 
is  firmer,  kino  is  lower,  and  ergot  is  easier  for  shipment. 
Grey  Jamaica  and  Lima  Jamaica  sarsaparilla  are  extremely 
scarce  and  wanted.  Senega  and  Madras  turmeric  are  higher. 
White  Calcutta  bees-wax  is  scarce,  and  dearer.  Among 
essential  oils,  American  peppermint  oil  is  firmer  owing  to 
higher  values  in  the  States.  Clove,  lemon,  and  bergamot 
oils  are  all  firm.  Camphor  oil  is  much  dearer.  Star  aniseed 
is  barely  steady.  Turkish  geranium  and  orris  oils  are  lower.

Opium  is  again  easier  at  $2.87  per  lb.  for  druggists'  by 
single  cases.  Menthol  is  unchanged  but  weak  at  $2.20 ;  but 
peppermint  oil  in  bulk  is  strong  at  an  advance  of  10c.  to 
$2.60,  and  for  H.G.H.  $3.10  is  now  quoted.  Cannabis 
mdiea  has  advanced  to  $1.10,  and  Rio  ipecac,  is  steady  at 
$1.50.  Ceylon  citronella  oil  is  firmer  at  40c.  per  lb.. 'and 
Norwegian  cod-liver  oil  is  dull  of  sale  at  $22  per  barrel. 

Java  Quinine-auction. 

At  the  quinine  sale  held  at  Batavia  on  February  21.  3,325 
kilos.  (Ed.  II.)  were  offered,  of  which  3,096  kilo's,  sold  at 
and  after  the  auction  at  an  average  price  of  fl.  13.50  per  kilo, 
(about  equal  to  4£c.  Amsterdam  unit),  against  fl.  13.50  per 
kilo,  (about  equal  to  4£c.  Amsterdam  unit)  at  the  previous 
auction.  The  next  auction  will  be  held  at  Batavia  on 
March  28. 

Dock-rates  for  Through-delivery  Goods. 

The  London  and  India  Docks  Co.  have  published  a  schedule 
ot  wharfage  rates  applicable  to  import  goods  which  are  re- 
quired only  to  be  passed  over  the  quay  for  immediate  delivery 


from  the  ship's  side  to  conveyance.  The  rates,  it  is  said,  are 
sufficiently  low  to  enable  traders  to  avail  themselves  of  these 
facilities.  Arrangements  have  also  been  made  by  which  de- 
livery of  goods  can  be  taken  on  low  terms  at  any  dock  of  the 
company  most  convenient  to  the  trader,  and  for  the  conveyance 
of  goods  direct  to  the  trader's  premises. 

Politicians  in  the  "  Lane." 

Mr.  Balfour,  in  the  pursuit  of  his  electoral  campaign,  paid 
a  round  of  visits  in  the  City  on  Monday,  and  about  3  p.m. 
looked  in  at  the  Commercial  Sale-rooms,  Mincing  Lane, 
where  ho  met  with  a  rousing  reception  from  members  and 
others  who  eagerly  awaited  his  arrival.  It  had  been  decided 
that  no  outsiders  were  to  be  admitted,  but  the  enthusiasm  of 
the  crowd  in  tho  "  Lane  "  broke  all  bounds,  and  when  tho 
ex-Premier  had  entered  the  building  those  in  charge  of  the 
doors  were  swept  away,  and  the  Subscription-room  was  packed 
to  overflowing.  In  response  to  cries  of  "  Speech  !  "  Mr. 
Balfour,  in  the  course  of  a  short  address,  thanked  them  for 
his  splendid  reception — a  reception  which  had  been  marked 
by  that  courtesy  he  had  never  yet  failed  to  receive  from  his 
countrymen,  even  though  they  differed  from  him  in  politics, 
and  even  though  they  finally  intended,  as  on  a  recent  occasion 
— (loud  laughter) — to  refuse  to  accept  him  as  an  adequate  ex- 
ponent of  their  political  ideas.  Ho  hoped,  and  almost  be- 
lieved, that  the  majority  of  those  ho  was  addressing  did  not 
dissent  from  him.  (Cheers.)  At  the  close  of  Mr.  Balfour's 
speech  the  members  gave  three  cheers,  and  heartily  sang  "  Fai- 
lle's a  jolly  good  fellow."  Much  handshaking  followed  as  Mr. 
Balfour  was  piloted  through  tho  densely  packed  room,  and 
although  at  this  point  several  tempting  offers  of  cloves  were 
made  to  the  ex-Premier,  we  understood  him  to  say  he  was  a 
teetotaller. 

Quite  a  contrast  was  the  hot  reception  given  to  Mr.  Gibson 
Bowles  (Conservative  Free  Trader)  at  tho  Mincing  Lane  drug- 
auction  room  on  Thursday.  The  bulk  of  the  audience  was 
distinctly  hostile  to  Mr.  Bowles's  views,  and  tho  uproar  that 
ensued  when  he  essayed  to  speak  prevented  him  from  obtain- 
ing an  adequate  hearing.  Eventually  ho  was  allowed,  to  pro- 
ceed, but  his  remarks  were  received  with  such  opposition  and 
derision  that  he  soon  realised  the  impossibility  of  continuing, 
and  after  half  an  hour's  disturbance  he  concluded  his  remarks 
with  a  sarcastic  reference  to  the  good-temper  and  courtesy  of 
his  audience.  Finally  the  meeting  broke  up  in  disorder,  a 
few  of  his  admirers  singing  "  For  he's  a  jolly  good  fellow." 

Acid,  Oxalic. — Very  scarce,  and  practically  nothing  is 
offered  from  the  makers,  the  only  offers  being  from  second- 
hands  ;  the  value  is  2^d.  per  lb.  net,  and  present  prospects 
favour  dearer  rates. 

Argol. — Good  but  dusty  grey  Cape  has  been  sold  at 
52s.  6d.,  and  fair  pinky  at  45s.  per  cwt. 

Arsenic. — White  powdered  English  is  considerably 
dearer  and  very  scarce  on  the  spot,  being  worth  about  from 
26s.  to  30s.  per  cwt. 

Balsam  Peru. — Small  sales  of  genuine  have  been  made 
at  4s.  Ad.  per  lb. 

Belladonna-root. — Good  quality  is  extremely  scarce, 
both  on  the  spot  and  for  shipment,  while  common  is- 
plentiful. 

BLEACHixG-rowDER  is  steady  at  5/.  5s.  per  ton  on  the 
spot. 

Bromides  continue  in  the  same  unsatisfactory  position, 
English  makers  being  still  unwilling  to  entertain  new 
business,  as  there  is  much  uncertainty  with  regard  to  the 
supplies  of  bromine.  So  far  as  they  are  concerned,  they  con- 
fine themselves  to  selling  limited  quantities  (say  28  lb.  and 
55  lb.)  to  their  regular  customers  at  about  9d.  to  10;/.  per  lb. 
for  potassium,  but  these  figures  cannot  be  taken  as  an  open 
market  quotation.  In  several  directions  we  hear  of  fair 
quantities  of  American  potassium  bromide  having  been  sold 
for  shipment  at  8d.  per  lb.,  c.i.f.,  for  ton  lots,  and  fair  spot 
sales  have  been  made  at  9c?. 

In  Germany  similar  conditions  prevail,  it  being  said  that 
tho  original  bromide  convention  syndicate  only  supply  the 
wholesale  druggists  with  25-kilo.  lots  at  a  time,  and  then 
only  as  a  favour.  Several  of  the  leading  German  wholesale 
houses  have,  therefore,  issued  circulars  to  the  effect  that 
they  are  unable  to  sell  bromide  preparations  at  the  new  prices 
at  present,  but  must  maintain  the  former  ones  until  further 
notice.  Others  say  the  fall  in  prices  is  ''only  on  paper."  but 
that  the  completion  of  current  contracts  booked  at  higher 
prices  is  postponed  until  the  position  is  cleared. 

Calabar-beans. — Eighteen  bags  have  been  sold  in  Liver- 
pool at  2^d.  per  lb.,  ex  quay. 

Camphor. — German  refined,  in  bells,  has  been  advanced 
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2d.  per  lb.  to  3s.  9d.  for  April-May  delivery,  the  refiners 
stipulating  that  provided  sufficient  crude  comes  to  hand. 

Cinchona. — The  Amsterdam  brokers  received  a  telegram 
on  February  17  announcing  the  shipments  from  Java  to 
Europe  during  the  first  half  of  February  at  236,000  Amst. 
lbs.,  against  126,000  Amst.  lb.  for  the  same  period  of  1905. 

Cocoa  Butter. — The  auction  to  be  held  on  March  6  will 
consist  of  90  tons  van  Houten's,  10  tons  de  Jong,  and  2k  tons 
Mignon. 

Croton-seed. — Sales  are  being  made  from  time  to  time  at 
35s.  per  cwt. 

Ergot. — Prices  from  Hamburg  come  rather  weaker  at 
from  Is.  3\d.  to  1?.  3k_d.,  c.i.f.,  for  Russian.  There  is 
great  delay  and  trouble  in  receiving  parcels  from  the  interior 
of  Russia,  and  in  one  instance  we  hear  that  goods  sold  last 
November  for  immediate  shipment  have  only  now  been 
delivered. 

Galls. — Persian  blue  are  still  very  scarce,  and  the  nominal 
value  on  the  spot  is  about  105s.  per  cwt. 

Gambier.- — Small  sales  of  cubes  have  been  made  at  29.s.  6d. 
per  cwt.,  spot. 

Gum  Arabic. — Business  in  Soudan  gums  has  been  quiet, 
the  small  sales  including  fair  half-hard  sorts  at  from  23s. 
to  24s.  per  cwt.,  spot.  Prices  in  Egypt  are  rather  firmer, 
and  a  few  sales  have  been  made  on  c.i.f.  terms.  E.I.  Ghatti 
gum  is  scarce  and  wanted  ;  32s.  to  33s. ,  c.i.f.,  would  probably 
be  paid.

9d.  for  Kobay- 
ashi.  For  near  at  hand  and  February-March  shipment 
small  sales  of  Kobayashi  have  been  made  at  7s.  3d.,  c.i.f. 

Musk  is  firm,  holders  of  fine  blue  skin  Tonquin  pod 
asking  68s.  ;  old-fashioned  is  worth  from  47s.  6d.  to  50s., 
and  pile  3,  35s.  per  oz. 
_  Myrrh. — Good  picked  is  held  for  11.,  good  sorts  for  95s., 
sittings  for  85s.,  and  pickings  for  50s. 

Oil,  Cassia. — A  small  business  has  been  done  at  3s.  Id. 
for  80  to  85  per  cent.,  3s.  4<7.  for  75  to  80  per  cent.,  and 
3s.

Oil,  Clove,  is  very  firm  at  3s.  8t/.  per  lb. ;  some  distillers 
even  ask  3s.  9d.  to  3s.  lOd. 

Oil,  Cod-liver. — The  downward  tendency  in  prices  of 
cod-liver  oil  has  received  a  slight  check,  owing  to  various 
causes,  but  those  in  a  position  to  judge  regard  this  decline 
as  temporary  only.  The  finest  brands  of  last  year's  Nor- 
wegian oil  are  now  being  offered  at  very  low  prices,  and 
this  is  regarded  as  a  sure  sign  that  the  makers  in  Norway 
believe  in  low  prices  ruling  during  the  present  season.  In 


London  the  prices  quoted  for  shipment  are  somewhat 
irregular,  and  the  situation  at  the  moment  is  puzzling.  A 
little  business  has  been  done  in  the  finest  brands  at  about 
62s.,  c.i.f.,  and  on  the  spot  the  prices  are  nominal  at  63s. 
per  barrel.  Business  has  been  somewhat  difficult  to  effect 
at  the  moment,  as  several  of  the  agents  were  without  firm 
offers,  so  that  the  total  volume  of  business  is  only  small. 
Our  Bergen  correspondent  writes  on  February  19  that  last 
week's  cod-fisheries  were  favoured  by  fine  weather,  and, 
taken  all  round,  the  reports  are  good  and  promising.  In 
Lofoten  the  best  fishing  is  still  going  on  West,  but  the  time 
is  now  drawing  near  when  people  expect  the  cod  to  migrate 
to  the  East  of  Lofoten,  and  this  is  essential  in  order  to  make 
a  rich  catch,  as  there  the  fishing  grounds  are  more  extensive. 
Last  week's  catch  was  about  2,300,000  cod,  and  up  to  date 
the  quantity  taken  is  6,710,000,  with  a  yield  of  6,377  barrels 
of  cod-liver  oil  and  2,570  barrels  of  liver  set  aside  for 
other  kinds  of  oils.  The  "aver  continues  fat  and  good, 
and  in  most  places  gives  about  50  per  cent,  of  oil.  The 
market  is  perhaps  a  little  firmer  during  the  week,  but  buyers 
have  not  raised  their  limits,  and  although  producers  are 
unwilling  to  sell,  there  just  now  seems  no  chance  for  higher 
prices  Finest  non-freezing  cod-liver  oil  cannot  be  quoted 
above  61s  to  62s.,  f.o.b.  Bergen.  The  exports  from  Bergen 
of  cod-liver  oil  up  to  date  amount  to  1,528  barrels,  against 
416  barrels  at  the  same  date  last  year.  Our  Bergen 
correspondent  writes  on  Monday,  February  12  (which 
letter  was  received  on  Friday,  February  16.— Ed.)  that 
the  previous  week's  fishing  was  hindered  by  stormy 
weather  which  made  it  impossible  to  put  out  to  sea  in 
most  of  the  places.  The  week's  catch  was,  there- 
fore, very  poor,  but  prospects  are  good,  and  when 
the  weather  becomes  calmer  no  doubt  the  fishing  will  be 
good,  but  the  cod  is  now  losing  a  little  in  weight  and  liver. 
At  the  beginning  of  the  season  100  cod  weighed  from  260  to 
300  kilos. ,  but  at  present  the  average  is  from  255  to  290  kilos.  ; 
the  number  of  livers  required  to  fill  one  hectolitre  of  oil 
at  the  opening  of  the  season  ranged  from  260  to  360— it  now 
requires  from  290  to  400.  In  spite  of  the  bad  weather,  the 
Bergen  market  for  cod-liver  oil  is  quiet  and  buyers  are 
cautious  and  unwilling  to  increase  their  offers.  Finest  new 
non-congealing  Lofoten  oil  cannot  be  quoted  above  61s.  per 
barrel,  f.o.b.  Bergen.  The  exports  of  Bergen  up  to  date 
amount  to  1,289  barrels,  against  382  barrels  at  the  same  date 
last  year. 

\  Bergen  report  dated  Wednesday,  February  14,  .states  that : 
"  Since 'Friday  February  9,  the  weather  has  been  favourable, 
but  to-dav's  (February  14)  weekly  report  from  Lofoten  was  not 
so  good  as  expected.  The  average  catch  is  everywhere  small, 
and  the  cod  migrates,  but  fortunately  eastwards,  h  rom 
Vestoraalen,  a  very  important  district,  the  cod  is  said  to  be 
smaller  than  at  the  beginning  of  the  fishing,  and  weighs  only 
225  kilos,  per  hundred  fish,  as  against  275  to  300  kilos  Un 
'Change  to-dav  the  tendency  was  again  firmer.  Arrivals  irom 
the  North  arc  of  no  importance,  and  no  offers  are  being  made. 
It  appears  most  of  the  unrefined  oil  goes  to  Aalesund,  where 
presumably  better  prices  are  obtained."  We  quote  for  nnest

A  further  advice  from  Norway,  dated  February  19,  states 
that  during  the  end  of  last  week  the  fishery  was  favoured  by 
fine  weather  and  a  fair  result  was  attained.  The  price  of 
liver  has  risen  still  more,  aud  the  quality  continues  to  be  very 
fat.  In  Lofoten  the  catch  so  far  is  1.400,000  cod,  yielding 
1  610  HI.  of  steamed  oil  and  740  HI.  of  livers  set  aside  for 
other  kinds  of  oil.  The  total  catch  for  the  whole  country  is 
6,700,000  cod,  yielding  7.397  HI.  of  steamed  oil,  and  2,975  HI. 
for  other  kinds  of  cod-liver  oil.  At  the  same  time  last  year 
only  a  small  quantity  was  produced.  The  demand  is  fairly 
brisk,  and  the  prices  rising.  Non-freezing  cod-liver  oil  is 
quoted  at  63s.  to  65s.  per  barrel,  c.i.f.,  without  engagement.

New  Glucose  Trust. 

The  British  Commercial  Agent  in  the  United  States  (Mr.  E. 
Seymour  Bell)  states  that  a  new  company,  with  a  capital  of 
$100,000,000,  is  being  formed  in  order  to  combine  several  of 
the  glucose-manufacturing  concerns.  It,  is  said  that  the  new 
concern  will  own  at  least  a  majority  of  the  capital  stock  of  the 
Corn  Products  Co.,  known  as  the  Glucose  Trust,  and  tho  entiro 
capital  stock  of  the  New  York  Glucose  Co.  not  already 
acquired  b3'  the  Corn  Products  Co.,  the  Warner  Sugar-refining 
Co.,  of  Waukogan,  111.,  and  the  St.  Louis  Syrup  and  Preserv- 
ing Co.,  of  St.  Louis,  Mo.  This  amalgamation  will,  to  a  great 
extent,  do  away  with  tho  cutting  of  prices  which  has  been  so 
prevalent  lately.  The  new  company  will  have  a  net  working 
capital  of  about  $5,000,000. 

Chemical-manufacture  in  Ontario. 

Tho  Canada  Chemical-manufacturing  Co.  have  decided  to 
erect  in  Central  Ontario,  contiguous  to  the  Marmora  mining 
region,  where  ores  containing  sulphur  are  of  frequent  occur- 
rence, a  great  plant  at  a  cost  of  over  $1,000,000  for  the  pro- 
duction of  sulphuric  and  nitric  acids,  and  of  the  by-products  of 
which  sulphuric  acid  is  the  basis.  Heretofore  these  acids 
have  been  produced  in  Ontario  from  sulphur  imported  from 
Sicily  and  the  southern  portions  of  America.  Tho  great 
increase  of  railway-construction  work  in  Northern  Ontario, 
and  the  constantly  increasing  use  of  chemicals  in  industry 
and  arts,  have  led  to  the  new  departure  in  the  production  of 
chemicals. 

Senegal  Gum. 

H.M.  Consul-General  at  Dakar  reports  that  the  total  export 
of  gum  from  Senegal  in  1904,  the  last  year  for  which  statistics 
have  appeared,  was  2,370,031  kilos,  (about  2,328  tons),  valued 
at  44,835/.  This  was  divided  as  follows  :  Hard  gum,  1,842,610 
kilos,  from  tho  region  north  of  tho  river  Senegal,  and  484,095 
kilos,  from  the  Soudan  and  Senegal  proper ;  friable  gum, 
37,396  kilos,  from  all  parts;  dust  and  damaged  gum,  5,930 
kilos,  from  all  parts.  An  export-duty  of  If.  50c.  per  kilo,  was 
formerly  levied,  but  was  removed  in  May  1905,  so  that  there 
are  now  no  royalties  or  export-duties  on  gum.  At  least  three- 
fourths  of  the  gum  is  brought  by  caravans  to  the  various  posts 
on  tho  river  Senegal,  from  which  it  is  taken  to  St.  Louis  by 
river  transport  of  various  kinds,  and  thence  embarked  for 
Europe.  The  Consul  adds  that  since  the  reopening  of  the 
Egyptian  Soudan  tho  Senegal  gum-trade  has  been  dwindling 
away,  and  is  now  looked  upon  as  of  quite  secondary  import- 
ance. 

Eau  de  Cologne.  Ltd. — This  company  was  formed  in  1902 
for  the  purpose  of  taking  over  the  business  of  "  Johann  Maria 
Farina  &  Co.,"  whose  Cologne  offices  were  at  8  Brandenburger 
Stracs^,  and  whoso  perfume  was  tho  "Three  Stars"  brand. 
There  was  much  newspaper  outcry  against  tho  company  going 
to  allotment,  and  the  money  subscribed  was  returned.  There 
was  an  echo  of  the  circumstances  in  the  companies'  winding-up 
Court  on  Tuesday,  February  20,  before  Mr.  Justice  Warring- 
ton, when,  on  the  winding-up  petition.  Colonel  Vaughan,  a 
retired  officer,  of  Ross,  Herts,  applied  to  have  his  name,  re-  . 
moved  from  the  list  of  contributorics,  on  the  ground  that  he 
never  agreed  to  take  the  200  shares  for  which  ho  was  put  on 
the  list.  In  October  1902  Colonel  Vaughan  was  approached 
bv  Mr.  Hooley,  acting  on  behalf  of  or  in  concert  with  Mr. 
H.  J.  Lawson,  a  promoter  of  the  company,  and  ho  was  asked 
to  join  tho  board  of  the  company.  Thinking  it  was  the 
"  genuine  "  thing,  he  did  not  refuse,  but  from  what  he  learnt  . 
he  immediately  communicated  with  his  solicitors  and  the  com- 
pany's bankers  and  stopped  tho  matter  going  through,  also 
sending  in  a  letter  of  resignation.  After  hearing  the  evidence 
and  eminent  witnesses  on  both  sides  his  Lordship  said  the 
question  was  whether  the  liquidator  had  made  out  an  agree- 
ment that  Colonel  Vaughan  was  to  take  the  shares.  There 
was  no  express  agreement,  and  under  all  the  circumstances  he 
found  it  impossible  to  hold  that  Colonel  Vaughan  was  bound 
to  take  the  shares,  and  he  therefore  allowed  tho  application, 
and  his  name  would  be  removed  from  the  list  of  contributories.  •

Cancer  and  Trypsin. 
Sir,— On  p.  273  of  your  current  issue  (February  17.  1906) 
Dp.  J.  A.  Shaw-Mackenzie  disclaims  any  "desire  to  claim 
priority  or  any  credit  at  all  "  for  suggesting  the  use  of 
trypsin  in  the  treatment  of  cancer.  If  so,  why  did  he 
trouble  to  write  the  letter  you  have  published  ?  Further  on 
in  his  letter  he  claims  the  whole  credit,  exactly  as  he  did  in 
a  letter  to  me  dated  December  31.  1905.  In  it,  to  my  intense 
surprise,  he  wrote  : 

I  have  certainly  done  my  best  to  credit  you.  but  I  cannot 
say  on  the  ground  that  at  the  same  time  you  arrived  at  the 
same  conclusions  as  to  the  import  of  trypsin  in  the  medical 
treatment  of  cancer. 

I  do  not  "  claim  "  priority  for  the  publication  of  the 
facts  concerning  the  action  of  trypsin  on  the  cancer-cell 
X;  LState(?  emPhatically  in  Liverpool  on  January  20 
1905.  Ihere  is  no  occasion  for  me  to  "claim"  what  in 
sciencel  possess  and  can  never  lose— a  priority  of  three  full 
weeks  m  the  publication  of  what  I  knew  to  be  true  when 
1  stated  it  in  Liverpool,  and  what  I  have  since  experi- 
mentally demonstrated  on  (as  yet  only)  two  mice.  Much 
o.  Dr.  Shaw-Mackenzie's  letter  is  irrelevant— for  example 
the  statements  about  Mr.  Gamble's  chemical  experiments 
(not,  be  it  observed.  Dr.  Shaw-Mackenzie's),  which  I  believe 
were  not  published  in  1904  or  1905.  Again,  he  drags  in 
a  citation  from  my  "Lancet"  paper  of  February  4.

Mackenzie,  that  I  could  produce  Professor  Gruenbaum's 
letters,  and  that  the  quotation  from  one  of  my  letters,  given 
by  Dr.  Shaw-Mackenzie,  demonstrates  my  point — that  I  was 
in  no  way  indebted  to  him  or  Mr.  Gamble  for  the  suggested 
experiments.    Though  mice  were  inoculated  in  December 

1904,  under  no  circumstances  could  the  experiments  have 
been  made  in  the  same  month.  The  tumour  requires  time 
to  grow.  Historically,  my  priority  in  these  matters  of 
cancer-research  is  made  up  as  follows  : 

Trophoblastic  nature  of  carcinoma,  "  Lancet,"  Juno  21, 
1902.  Trophoblastic  naturo  of  sarcoma,  "Lancet,"  Octo- 
ber 29,  1904.  Origin  from  a  germ-cell,  "  Lancet,"  June  21, 
1902;  Amended  to  origin  from  a  germ-coll  embryonic  in 
destiny,  "  Lancet,"  October  29,  1904.  The  use  of  trypsin  in 
the  medical  treatment  of  such  irresponsible  trophoblast,  or 
cancer,  or  sarcoma,  at  Liverpool,  January  20,  1905,  and 
again  in  the  "Lancet,"  Fobruary  4,  1905.  Experimental 
proof  of  the  destructive  action  of  Fairchild's"  "  trypsin  " 
upon  the  living  cancer-cell,  "  Medical  Press,"  December  20, 
1905,  and  "  British  Medical  Journal,"  January  20,  1906. 

What  has  Dr.  Shaw-Mackenzie  got  to  set  against  all  these? 

What  researches  of  his  own  can  he  adduce  and  defend  ? 

The  glycogen  theory  of  cancer  is  scientifically  untenable.

With  the  object  of  bringing  this  correspondence  to  a  closo 
we  have  submitted  a  proof  of  the  foregoing  to  Dr.  Shaw- 
Mackenzie,  who  replies  as  follows  : 

Dr.  J.  Beard's  present  communication  seems  to  be  mainly 
a  repetition  of  his  letter  in  your  issue  of  February  10.  That 
letter  is  before  your  readers,  as  well  as  my  reply  in  your 
issue  of  February  17.  Statements  were  made  by  liim  which 
seem  absolutely  unjust  to  me,  and  it  seemed  necessary  to 
reply.  He  now  quotes  from  my  letter  to  him  of  December  31. 
1905.  A  publication  (proofs  of  which  had  been  corrected 
by  him)  had  been  sent  to  mc,  in  which  it  was  stated  that  tho 
method  of  treatment  by  trypsin  was  obviously  suggested  by 
his  work.  As  such  was  not  the  case,  but  having  been  in 
friendly  communication  with  Dr.  Beard,  I  wrote  to  him 
privately  on  the  matter.  It  is  true  there  is  a  footnote  in 
this  publication  referring  to  my  work:  "From  this  it 
would  appear  that  in  trypsin  has  been  discovered  the  fer- 
ment required  for  the  suppression  of  cancer,  and  in  this 
work  he  gives  some  account  of  his  method  of  treatment  with 
trypsin."  It  goes  on.  however,  to  assert  that  "  At  the  closo 
of  1904,  and  thus  at  the  same  time  as  Dr.  Beard,  Dr.  Shaw- 
Maekenzie  had  independently  and  for  different  reasons 
arrived  at  the  same  conclusions  as  to  the  import  of  trypsin 
in  the  medical  treatment  of  cancer."  Furthermore,  in  the 
"  Lancet,"  April  29,  1905,  he  stated  :  "  For  some  time  now 
.  .  .  attempts  have  been  made  to  find  a  '  serum  '  capable  of 
dissolving  the  cancer  cell.  ...  In  your  pages  of  February  4, 

1905,  I  stated  that  trypsin  was  this  substance;  on  Feb- 
ruary 11  Dr.  Shaw-Mackenzie  independently  confirmed 
this  and  for  other  reasons."  I  ask  your  readers  to  judge  for 
themselves.  At  that  time,  as  now,  tho  question  of  how 
humanity  may  possibly  benefit  by  tho  introduction  of  such 
treatment  is,  in  my  opinion,  one  far  beyond  any  paltry  con- 
sideration of  when  or  by  whom  tho  discovery  was  made. 
The  fact  remains  that  I  have  fully  and  frcelv  published  mv 
method  of  treatment,  and  Dr.  Beard  has  not  hesitated 
to  make  full  use  of  it  for  the  purposes  of  his  experiments 
with  results  which  in  his  opinion  go  far  to  confirm  his 
theory.  Notwithstanding,  he  would  attempt  to  subject  the 
basis  of  my  treatment  to  destructive  criticism.  On  the 
other  hand,  clinical  evidence  is  accumulating  as  to  the 
association  of  diabetes  and  cancer.  According  to  my  own 
conclusions  the  pancreatic  ferment— trypsin— alone  or  aided 
by  other  ferments  is  unsuitable  for  the  glycogenic  nutri- 
tion of  cancer,  whatever  the  precise  naturo  of  the  cell 
proliferation,  be  it  epithelial  or  "trophoblastic."  It  is 
of  interest  to  add  that  in  a  letter  dated  February  12,  1905 
which  I  received  from  Dr.  Beard  immediately"  after  mv 
publication  m  the  "Lancet,"  February  11,  1905,  ho  wrote': 

I  cannot  tell  you  how  much  I  appreciate  your  letter  in 
this  week  s  '  Lancet.'  That  matter  of  glvcogen  in  malig- 
nant tumours  puzzled  mc  for  months  and  I  never  could  tret 
to  the  bottom  of  it." 

No  Stepping-stones. 
Sir— On  reading  the  report  of  the  meeting  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  of  Ireland  in  your  last  issue  I  notice  Mr 
Beggs  states  that  I  was  on  the  Council  previous  to  my 
appointment  as  examiner  to  the  Assistantship  qualification. 
Mr.  Beggs  is  in  error  in  stating  this ;  also  that  I  resigned 
to  join  the  Examiners'  Board.  I  did,  through  pressure  of 
two  members  of  Council,  as  I  had  nine  months  to  go  to  finish 
my  time  as  examiner.  I  joined  then  to  fill  a  vacancy  caused 
by  the  death  of  the  late  Mr.  Porter.    I  also  take  exception 
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to  Mr.  Beggs's  statement  that  I  joined  the  Council  and  made 
it  a  stepping-stone.  Meantime  I  have  spoken  to  Mr.  Beggs, 
and  pointed  out  his  error.  My  reason  in  writing  to  you  is  to 
correct  the  wrong  impression  which  these  statements  might 
create.

"What  is  "Lock  Salmon"? 
Sir,— Eeplying  to  "  W.  T.  G."  (209/12),  in  this  week's 
C.  <t  D.,  a  generation  ago  I  lived  for  some  years  in  Sheffield 
and  the  local  mining  and  colliery  districts.  A  favourite 
domestic  remedy  among  that  class  of  people  was  a  penny- 
worth of  ipecacuanha- wine,  a  pennyworth  of  syrup  of 
squill,  two-pennyworth  of  syrup  of  foxes'  lungs,  and  a 
pennyworth  of  "  lock  salmon."  Those  who  could  read  and 
write  in  those  days  frequently  called  it  "  luxomen,"  from 
which  name  it  gradually  got  corrupted  to  "lock  salmon." 
The  druggists  of  the  district  gave  syrup  of  tolu  for  it,  but 
younger  hands  used  to  get  out  of  the  difficulty  by  supplying 
simple  syrup.

Parsley-piert. 

Sir, — The  mistakes  Mr.  Ashton  corrects  are  not  the  first 
that  have  been  made  with  regard  to  this  plant  and  its 
different  names.  It  is  called  by  Pena  (quoted  by  Gerard) 
Saxifraga  anglicana,  and  Gerard  himself,  who  is  the  first 
to  print  the  name  Parsley-piert,  compares  it  with  knowel, 
a  kind  of  knot-grass,  and  boldly  represents  it  under  a  figure 
of  that  plant  "  conveyed  "  from  Lyte's  Dodoens.  This  error 
of  Gerard's  is  not  corrected  by  Johnson,  and  is  repeated  by 
Minsheu  and  others,  although  in  the  meantime  the  same 
plant  had  been  described  (with  a  reference  to  Pena)  in 
Camden's  Britannia,  where  the  more  correct  form  "  perce- 
pier  "  is  given  as  its  popular  name.  Possibly  Parkinson  had 
this  in  mind  when  he  asserted  its  derivation  from  the  French 
perce-pierre*,  a  derivation  Dr.  Murray  accepts  as  "ap- 
parently "  correct.  Even  so,  however,  there  must  have 
been  some  confusion  with  the  word  "parsley"  itself,  for 
the  corrupt  form  "parsley-piert"  appears,  as  we  have 
seen,  before  the  more  correct  "  percepier,"  and,  as  Culpeper 
says,  the  leaf  of  the  plant  resembles  that  of  parsley.  The 


plant  really  seems  to  have  considerable  diuretic  virtue, 
though  it  has  fallen  into  disrepute.  It  was  first  brought 
to  Gerard's  notice  by  Dr.  Stephen  Bredwell,  who  had  it 
from  a  "simple"  countryman  in  the  neighbourhood  of 
Chippenham,  who  claimed  to  have  done  wonders  with  it 
"  against  the  stone."  It  is  still  in  popular  use,  and  I  have 
once  or  twice  had  occasion  to  get  it  from  Messrs.  Hirst, 
Brooke  &  Hirst,  Leeds,  in  whose  list  it  appears,  properly, 
under  the  name  Alchemilla  arvensis.  It  appears  in  Renn'ie 
as  Aphaii.es  vulgaris — which  should,  of  course,  be  .4.

Chemistry  in  Fiction.

"  How  Poisons  are  Detected,"  we  learn  that  hydrogen  sul- 
phate gives  a  yellow  precipitate  with  a  solution  of  arsenic ; 
the  conclusive  test  for  the  same  metal  is  also  new  as  con- 
clusive. Opium  is  collected  in  Asia  Minor  by  gentlemen, 
who,  clad  in  leather  suits,  stalk  phantom-like  through 
poppy-plantations  and  allow  the  gummy  juice  to  adhere  to 
their  clothes,  whence  it  is  subsequently  scraped  off.  Well, 
well,  there's  nothing  like  leather.  There  are  other  gems, 
but  they  all  pale  and  fade  away  into  insignificance  before 
this,  the  most  gorgeous  product  of  his  brilliant  imagination. 
List  ye  :  "  Accidental  poisoning  by  belladonna  (atropine)  is 
by  no  means  uncommon,  owing  to  mistakes  by  druggists 
in  dispensing."

"Wine-licences  for  Chemists. 
Sir, — I  notice  that  chemists  in  different  towns  are  fre- 
quently refused  wine-licences,  even  when  an  undertaking  is 
given  to  sell  only  medicated  wines.  In  fact,  judging  from 
the  Plymouth  report,  in  the  C.  cfc  Z).,  February  17,  p.  249, 
it  looks  as  if  a  chemist  should  not,  although  licensed,  cater 
for  sales  of  wines  and  spirits  in  the  same  manner  as  the 
licensed  grocer.  Now,  I  put  it  that  the  chemist  who  sells 
only  medicated  wines  is  fortunate  if  he  can  make  anything 
beyond  his  licence,  and  in  view  of  the  general  opinion  of  the 
Justices  throughout  the  country  that  chemists  should  sell 
medicated  wines  only,  and  insisting  on  this  undertaking 
when  granting  new  licences,  I  suggest  that  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society  should  ask  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  to 
create  a  special  licence  for  medicated  wines  at  half  the  cost 
of  an  ordinary  wine-licence,  or  allow  medicated  wines  to  be 
sold  under  a  sweets-licence.  Many  chemists  who  have  not 
a  licence,  because  it  does  not  pay  them,  would  under  the 
above  conditions  apply  for  licences,  and  they  would  be  most 
readily  granted  by  justices.  Other  chemists  who  have  wine- 
licences  would  be  in  many  instances  only  too  glad  to  give 
up  the  ordinary  wine-licence  in  favour  of  the  cheaper  one  for 
medicated  wines.

Counter-advertisements. 
Sir, — I  was  sorry  to  see  a  note  by  you  in  the  C .  <£••  D.  of 
February  3,  under  "  R.  W.'s  "  letter.  I  was  not  aware  that 
such  a  poster  ever  existed,  although  I  have  advocated  such 
a  course  in  your  journal,  and  I  still  maintain  that  it  might 
be  used  with  much  advantage  to  ourselves.  Why  was  this 
not  a  success  ?  Perhaps  because  so  very  few  chemists  par- 
ticipated ?  Unless  the  Pharmacy  Bill  proves  to  be  more 
far-reaching  than  is  generally  now  anticipated,  it  is  difficult 
to  see  how  it  is  going  to  enhance  the  commercial  aspect  or 
the  social  status  of  chemists ;  for  while  you  can  now  say  that 
So-and-so  are  not  qualified  chemists,  the  present  Bill  (which 
seems  to  go  out  of  its  way  to  invite  evasion  of  the  law  by  the 
creation  of  bogus  chemist-directors)  will  explicitly  legiti- 
mise their  existence  for  all  time.  I  was  recently  discussing 
with  a  company  promoter  the  objects  of  the  new  Pharmacy 
Bill,  and  have  since  heard  that  a  large  company  is  to  be 
I  formed  of  unqualified  persons,  and  the  gentleman  referred 
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to  "does  not  anticipate  any  difficulty,  in  spite  of  the 
directors  clause  in  the  new  Act,  of  obtaining  the  services  of 
a  bogey  chemist  as  director."

Mist.  Ferri  Co. 
Sir, — A  few  weeks  back  you  had  an  article  upon  the 
making  of  mist,  ferri.  co.  B.P.,  by  Mr.  W.  A.  Knight.  In 
this  he  suggested  the  use  of  tr.  myrrhse  to  replace  the 
equivalent  amount  of  myrrh.  There  may  be  no  therapeutic 
difference  in  the  values  of  tr.  myrrhse  and  myrrh;  still,  as 
tr.  myrrh,  is  purely  resinous,  and  myrrh  a  gum  resin,  does 
not  the  gum  myrrh  contribute  about  50  per  cent,  of  its  weight 
to  form  a  mucilage,  which  may  to  some  small  degree  act  as 
a  restraining  agent  on  the  ferrous  sulphate  and  prevent 
bydroxidation  ?  My  method  may  be  faulty,  but  gives  with 
me  a  better  result  than  the  B.P.  one.  The  myrrh  is  pow- 
dered, comminuted  with  the  sugar,  the  powdered  ferrous 
sulphate  added,  and  mixed  quickly  (the  potassium  carb. 
being  added  last),  then  a  small  quantity  of  the  aq.  rosae 
and  spt.  myristieae  is  added  to  form  a  smooth  cream,  and  the 
requisite  amount  added  by  degrees  to  the  proper  measure. 
Manipulated  quickly,  it  saves  time,  and  I  find  that  there  is 
less  likelihood  of  oxidation  of  the  ferrous  sulphate  than  by 
dissolving  it  in  water,  either  in  a  mortar  or  by  shaking  in  a 
bottle,  which  appears  either  through  contact  with  the  air 
by  exposure  or  agitation  to  be  slightly  produced.  The 
myrrh  and  sugar  seem  to  form  a  syrupy  liquid  when  the 
menstruum  is  first  added,  in  which  the  potassium  carbonate 
and  ferrous  sulphate  do  not  seem  to  interact  at  all.

500/.  to  invest  at  5  per  cent.  I  should  like  Jay  Mack  to 
explain  how  this  is  arrived  at,  since  he  has  shown  in  his 
junior's  balance-sheet  that  a  fair  year's  saving  amounts  to 
24/.,  which  is  wisely  expended  in  college  fees,  etc.,  in 
obtaining  the  necessary  parchment  from  Bloomsbury  Square.

Sper- 
maceti ointment  is  tho  worst  known  basis  for  eyo-ointmenti  | 
it  irritates  intensely.]

— The  following  label  makes  a  medicine  liable 
to  stamp-duty  subject  to  the  exemptions  as  to  e.ntirc  drugs  and 
known,  admitted,  and  approved  remedies  :

making  rich  red  blood.  [  The  great  nerve  tonic  and  |  cure  for 

anaemia  and  all   nervous  diseases.  |  Dose:   |  Do  not 

cause  constipation  or  indigestion. 
Liability  is  created  by  the  title  "  nerve  tonic,"  and  "  cure  for 
ansemia,"  etc. 

Ebor  (222/24). — (1)  If  a  chemist  with  two  sons  apprenticed 
to  the  trade  uses  for  that  reason  the  title  "  Jones  &  Sons. 
Chemists  and  Druggists,"  he  lays  the  sons  open  to  hearing 
from  the  Registrar  under  the  Pharmacy  Act.  If  tho  sons  are 
not  partners  in  the  business  and  not  responsible  for  tho  use  of 
their  names,  they  do  not  commit  an  offence;  nor  does  the 
father.  (2)  It  is  not  regarded  as  an  offence  under  the  Phar- 
macy Act  for  a  registered  chemist  to  trade  under  another 
name,  using  his  own  title. 

B.  r.  (213/27).— (1  and  2)  These  questions  about  vermin- 
killers  are  fully  answered  by  the  Leeds  Magistrate's  decision 
in  ten  cases  reported  in  the  C.  <£•  D.,  February  10,  p.  236.  We 
do  not  advise  any  chemist  to  depart  from  the  trade  custom  of 
registering  sales  of  vermin-killers  containing  arsenic  or 
strychnine,  for  although  the  law  does  not  require  it,  the  pre- 
caution is  for  the  public  safety,  and  we  have  little  doubt  that 
such  vermin-killers  will  be  placed  in  Part  1  of  the  schedule 
without  delay.  (3J  A  hair-wash  containing  tincture  of  can- 
tharides,  if  not  a  vesicant,  does  not,  in  our  opinion,  come 
within  the  provisions  of  Section  17  as  to  labelling.  You  will 
find  our  reasons  fully  discussed  in  the  C.  &  D.,  December  23, 
1905,  p.  974  (4)  It  is  not  necessary  to  state  on  recommenda- 
tory handbills  of  known,  admitted,  and  approved  remedies 
the  nature  of  the  formula  or  where  it  is  published.  This  is 
required  011  the  label  only. 

Perplexed  (220/53). — The  title  of  your  lozenges  does  not 
make  them  liable  to  duty. 

Patent  (225/35). — See  the  article  on  the  Medicine  Stamp- 
duty  Acts  in  our  Diary,  p.  283. 

L.  C.  (227/20). — You  are  quite  correct  in  your  surmise  that 
the  use  of  a  name  in  the  possessive  case  on  a  compound  medi- 
cine, even  though  the  formula  is  disclosed,  makes  it  liable  to 
medicine  stamp-duty.    See  our  issue  of  January  27,  p.  121. 


Miscellaneous  Inquiries. 

C.  C.  (207/8).— Egg-shell  Polish.— The  polish  on  the 
picture-frame  moulding  is  thus  produced  :  (1)  Stain  with  a 
mixture  of  burnt  umber,  raw  sienna,  and  Vandyke  brown  to 
get  the  required  colour.  (2)  Apply  French  polish.  (3)  Allow 
to  stand  twelve  hours  and  again  French  polish.  (4)  Rub  down 
with  powdered  pumice-stone  and  a  felt  rubber.    (5)  Finish 
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with  wax  polish.  In  place  of  powdered  pumice,  emery  and 
linseed  oil  is  sometimes  used. 

Brandy  (216/50). — You  will  find  the  formula  for  Bateman's 
drops  on  p.  646  of  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas."  The  Indian 
brandy  (p.  615)  is  very  commonly  sold  by  small  shopkeepers, 
although  it  is  not  a  medicine,  and  contains  more  than  2  per 
cent,  of  proof  spirit.  A  non-excisable  preparation  may  bo 
made  thus :

Dunno  (219/54). — Furniture-cream. — Your  formula  is  an 
excellent  one,  but  too  expensive.    The  following  modifica- 
tion will  reduce  the  cost,  but  the  preparation  is  thicker  than 
when  white  wax  alone  is  used  : 

Castile  soap    Jj. 

Yellow  wax  3xvj. 

White  wax   Si. 

Spirit  of  turpentine    Oij. 

Boiling  water    Oij. 

Melt  the  waxes  on  a  water-bath  and  add  the  turpentine, 
stirring  until  the  mixture  is  quite  liquid.  Separately  dissolve 
the  soap  in  the  boiling  water,  and  pour  the  two  mixtures 
simultaneously  into  a  hot  earthenware  jar.  Stir  for  five 
minutes,  and  pour  into  wide-mouth  bottles  for  sale. 

IF.  H.  B.  (213/16).— Window-steaming  Preventive. — Wo 
can  only  make  this  out  to  be  coarsely  powdered  soap  scented 
with  oil  of  wintergreen  and  tinted.  This  has  been  tho  com- 
position of  several  powders  and  pastes  used  for  preventing 
windows  steaming  that  we  have  recently  examined. 

Kirby  _  (203/22).—  Laundry-blue.— Your  sample  contains 
ultramarine,  and  is  made  from  a  formula  like  the  following  :

Mix  and  make  into  a  stiff  paste  by  the  aid  of  water,  roll  out 
into  a  thick  sheet,  and  cut  into  cubes,  which  dry  at  a  gentle 
heat. 

_  Lux  (205/65). — The  powder  is  a  compound  one,  but  diapente 
is  not  generally  so  red.   Better  throw  the  powder  away. 

Bentley  (203/41).— (1)  Treating  Corks.— The  meltcd-paraffin 
method  is  the  one  generally  employed  to  make  corks  im- 
pervious to  liquids.  Another  method'is  that  of  Passmorc  and 
Wetherman  in  which  casein  and  formaldehyde  ai-c  used  It  was 
described  in  the  C.  tfc  D.,  January  30,  1904,  p.  189.  (2)  Saponin 
is  not  injurious  as  an  emulsant  if  used  in  minimum  quantities.

Bydal  (205/10).— Cheap  Sachet  for  advertisement  purposes 
Dilute  any  of  the  sachet  powders  given  in  "Pharmaceutical 
t  ormulas  with  sawdust,  but  note  that  a  cheap  sachet  powder 
is  not  a  good  advertisement  for  a  chemist.

French  (212/9). — (1)  We  cannot  find  that  allyl  salicylate  ha» 
ever  been  prepared.  (2)  Shaving-block. — The  transparent 
antiseptic  shaving-block  is  made  by  heating  boric  acid  62  parts 
and  glycerin  92  parts.  The  glycerin  is  heated  to  150°  C,  tho 
boric  acid  added,  and  heat  continued  till  on  cooling  a  glassy 
mass  results. 

/.  D.  (204/67).— Toilet-cream.— We  do  not  think  fermenta- 
tion is  the  cause  of  your  trouble  in  making  the  toilet-cream. 
The  small  bubbles  arc  merely  imprisoned  air  escaping.  The 
next  batch  you  make  should  not  be  manipulated  so  violently 
in  tho  mortar.  In  a  similar  case  recently  a  subscriber  used 
a  mixing-machine,  and  had  endless  trouble  in  getting  a  smootli 
product. 

Phoenix  (213/74).— Dyeing  Leaves.— The  tip  in  dyeing  leaves 
with  aqueous  solutions  of  anilino  colours  is  to  first  soften  the 
surface  of  tho  leaf  so  that  the  colour  can  be  absorbed.  The 
usual  way  is  to  soak  in  weak  solution  of  washing  soda;  it 
acts  better  if  used  hot  and  then,  after  washing  with  water,  put 
into  tho  dye-bath. 

S.  J.  B.  (213/73).— The  title  of  Dr.  Rideal's  book  on  disin- 
fectants was  changed  when  the  new  and  enlarged  edition  was 
published.  The  title  given  in  the  C.  &  D.  Diary  is  the  correct 
one.

— Artificial  Otto  of  Rose  can  be  made 
into  an  imitation  rose-water  for  use  in  proprietary  lotions  by 
dissolving  tho  rhodinol  in  four  times  its  bulk  of  spirit,  and 
then  shaking  1  dr.  of  the  solution  with  a  pint  of  distilled  water. 

F.  W.  C.  (206/36).— John's  "Flowers  of  tho  Field  "  is  pub- 
lished by  the  S.P.C.K.  at  5s.  It  is  a  popular  handbook  to 
British  wild  flowers.  Have  you  consulted  the  list  of  botanical 
books  given  in  this  year's  Diary"!
